In  one,  the  Sheriif  commented  severely  on  the 
conduct  of  the  Society's  agent  (p.  813). 

The  donations  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  announced  at  the 
decennial  dinner  on  Tuesday  exceeded  2,000/.  The  list  will 
be  kept  open  during  this  month  (p.  810). 

The  drug  and  chemical  markets  have  been  unusually  quiet 
this  week.  One  of  the  few  exceptions  to  the  general  dulness 
is  quinine,  in  which  a  fairly  good  business  has  been  done  at 
rising  prices  (p.  819). 

The  special  general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  on  Wednesday  to  consider  the  new  by-laws 
adopted  them  by  about  100  to  11,  a  numbsr  not  voting.  All 
amendments  were  ruled  out  of  order  (p.  797). 

A  successful  P.A.T.A.  meeting  has  been  held  at  Brighton 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the  P.A.T.A.  has  decided  not  to 
take  up  the  question  of  the  2d.  booking-fee  which  was  sug- 
gested to  it  as  an  exercise  for  its  superfluous  energy  (p.  790). 

Mr.  R.  H.  Sherard  has  brought  out  in  book-form  his 
articles  on  "  The  White  Slaves  of  England,"  which  created 
some  sensation  at  the  time,  and  wherein  some  unflattering- 
comments  were  made  on  the  conditions  of  labour  in  certain 
alkali-works  (p.  805). 

Mr.  Campkin  and  Mr.  Hyslop  are  the  two  defeated  candi- 
dates in  the  election  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Mr. 
Warren  is  the  new  member.  Mr.  Carteighe  and  Mr.  Savory 
are  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  on  the  poll  respectively, 
their  low  position  and  that  of  Mr.  Hyslop  being  probably 
due  to  the  electioneering-circular  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  (p.  801). 

Correspondents  this  week  protest  against  the  way  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  pays  its  debts,  and  how  the  Irish 
Council  behave  in  respect  to  company  pharmacy  (p.  830). 
Mr.  Gibbons  replies  to  Mr.  Kemp  about  the  way  he  has  been 
treated  in  respect  to  the  Jubilee  Benevolent  Fund  matter 
(p.  832).  Suggestions  are  made  that  the  medicine-stamp 
duty  should  be  reduced  and  readjusted,  and  that  a  Defence 
Association  for  chemists  should  be  started  (p.  830.)  Oil  of 
lemon  is  dealt  with  by  interested  persons  (p  831)  ;  and  there 
are  some  interesting  Dispensing  Notes  (p.  832).

There  was  rather  a  large  trace  of  iron  present,  and  a  slight 
trace  of  sulphuric  acid. 

Portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts  were  sent  to  97  applicants 
and  in  reply  we  received  51  reports  of  analysis.  The  failures 
in  the  detection  of  the  several  constituents  of  the  mixture 
were  tartaric  acid  17,  calcium  15,  potassium  12,  sodium  12, 
phosphoric  acid  8,  magnesium  2,  carbonic  acid  1. 

The  first  indication  of  tartaric  acid  was  obtained  when  the 
dry  powder  was  heated  in  a  tube  closed  at  one  end ;  carboni- 
sation took  place  with  the  evolution  of  empyreumatic  gases 
with  an  odour  like  that  of  burnt  sugar.    When  the  powder 
was  treated  with  water,  and  a  few  drops  of  the  aqueous  extract 
evaporated  to  dryness  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  whether 
anything  had  dissolved,  a  residue  was  obtained,  which 
carbonised  with  the  burnt-sugar  odour.    There  was  clearly 
a  soluble  organic  salt  present — either  a  tartrate  or  a  citrate. 
On  adding  calcium  chloride  to  the  aqueous  solution  in  con- 
siderable excess,  a  crystalline  precipitate  slowly  subsided. 
It  required  a  decided  excess  of  the  calcium  salt  to  produce 
this  effect ;  a  few  drops  gave  no  precipitate,  because  calcium 
tartrate  is  soluble  in  certain  tartrates,  notably  those  of  the 
alkali  metals — the  very  tartrates,  in  fact,  present  in  the 
solution.    The  production  of  this  precipitate  in  the  cold,  in 
conjunction  with  tfee  observed  effects  of  heat,  afforded  very 
good  evidence  of  the  presence  of  a  tartrate.     As  a  con- 
firmatory test,  the  liquid  was  decanted  from  the  calcium 
tartrate,  and  the  precipitate  in  the  bottom  of  a  test-tube  was 
covered  with  a  few  drops  of  ammonia  solution,  to  which  a 
crystal  of  silver  nitrate  was  added.     The  tube  was  now 
placed  in  the  water-bath  and  slowly  warmed.     In  a  few 
minutes  the  tube  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  crystal  of 
silver  nitrate  had  become  coated  with  a  bright  metallic  de- 
posit of  silver.     This  conclusively  proved  that  the  acid 
present  was  tartaric,  and  not  citric,  because  citric  acid  does 
not  yield  the  silver  mirror. 

The  failure  of  so  many  to  detect  calcium  arose  from  the 
fact  that  it  was  present  in  the  form  of  phosphate.  The 
phosphate  is  insoluble  in  water,  and  when  it  is  dissolved  in 
an  acid,  and  the  acid  neutralised  by  the  addition  of  an 
alkali,  as  is  the  case  in  the  ordinary  course  of  an  analysis,  the 
calcium  phosphate  is  precipitated  unchanged.  In  this  way 
a  calcium  compound  may  become  associated  with  the 
hydroxides  of  metals  of  the  iron  group,  and  calcium  is  pre- 
maturely removed  from  the  solution  instead  of  remaining  to 
b 3  separated  as  carbonate.    The  presence  of  calcium  phos- 


phate, or  any  other  salt  that  behaves  in  the  same  way, 
renders  it  necessary  to  adopt  a  special  method  of  analysis. 
If  the  salt  is  an  organic  compound  the  solution  must  be 
evaporated  to  dryness  and  the  salt  decomposed  by  ignition. 
In  the  case  of  a  phosphate,  the  best  plan  is  to  remove  the 
phosphoric  radicle  in  the  form  of  ferric  phosphate.  To 
effect  this  object  advantage  is  taken  of  the  solubility  of  the 
phosphates  of  the  alkali-earth  metals  in  acetic  acid,  and  the 
insolubility  of  ferric  phosphate.  The  method  will  be  found 
in  any  good  text-book  of  analysis ;  it  is  only  necessary  here 
to  warn  students  against  attempting  to  apply  this  method, 
or  any  similar  method,  without  first  studying  it  experi- 
mentally under  known  conditions.  The  various  points  to  be 
attended  to  cannot  be  found  out  in  any  other  way.

Biology.  —The  organic  salt  should  have  been  decomposed  by 
ignition  before  you  proceeded  to  add  ammonia  as  a  group 
reagent ;  organic  salts  may  interfere  with  the  precipitation  of 
hydroxides. 

A.  Milne. — The  precipitation  of  the  calcium  as  carbonate  from 
the  solution  freed  from  the  phosphoric  radicle  required  time  and 
gentle  warming. 

I.  M. — You  should  have  detected  calcium  by  the  colour  im- 
parted to  the  flame  when  the  powder  moistened  with  hydro- 
chloric acid  was  ignited  on  a  platinum  wire ;  it  was  too  red  for 
sodium  alone. 

W.  S.— The  yellow  precipitate  you  obtained  with  silver  nitrate 
was  silver  phosphate.  The  part  'of  the  powder  soluble  in  water 
gave  a  white  precipitate. 

Huxham. — See  remarks  to  "  I.  M." 

B.  O.  B.— You  should  be  able  to  detect  a  much  smaller  quantity 
of  potassium.  Hydrochloric  acid  should  be  added  along  with 
platinic  chloride.  If  a  yellow  crystalline  precipitate  does  not 
appear  after  some  time,  the  solution  should  be  evaporated  almost 
to  dryness  at  a  gentle  heat,  and  the  residue  treated  with  alcohol 
in  which  potassio-platinic  chloride  is  almost  insoluble. 

Mel  Boracis.— The  flame-coloration  of  the  powder  and  of  the 
residue  left  after  the  separation  of  the  calcium  left  no  doubt  as  to 
the  presence  of  more  than  a  trace  of  sodium. 
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Glycol. — When  the  platinum  wire  was  held  in  the  coolest  part 
/of  the  Bunsen  flame,  very  close  to  the  burner,  the  yellow  of  sodium 
was  very  well  marked. 

R.  E.  J. — See  remarks  to  "  Glycol." 

Ira  Apium. — On  comparing  the  flame-coloration  of  the  powder 
with  that  of  a  pure  calcium  salt  it  was  seen  to  be  very  much 
yellower. 

Trojan. — The  alkali  metals  should  be  sought  for  in  the  solut'on 
remaining  after  the  other  metals  have  been  removed  ;  it  is  not 
sufficient  to  apply  the  flame  test  to  the  original  substance. 

Abdul  Hamid. — You  should  have  tried  to  precipitate  the  potas- 
sium either  as  tartrate  or  in  combination  with  platinic  chloride. 

Impetus. — It  is  very  probable  that  you  did  not  boil  the  powder 
long  enough  with  sodium  carbonate  to  completely  decompose  the 
calcium  phosphate  ;  it  is  only  slowly  transformed  into  calcium 
carbonate  and  sodium  phosphate. 

P.  A. Yeoman  s. — You  omitted  a  most  important  test — the  heating 
of  the  powder  in  a  dry  tube  ;  the  odour  like  burnt  sugar  was  very 
noticeable,  indicating  a  tartrate  or  citrate. 

Cascara. — The  silver  precipitate  you  obtained  contained  phos- 
phate as  well  as  tartrate  ;  the  part  of  the  powder  soluble  in  water 
gave  with  silver  nitiate  a  precipitate  of  tartrate  only. 

Lignum. — The  aqueous  extract  of  the  powder  gave  a  precipitate 
with  calcium  chloride,  provided  the  reagent  was  added  in  excess. 
1  The  precipitate  crystallised  out  slowly,  without  the  aid  of  heat. 
When  this  precipitate  was  treated  with  ammonia,  a  crystal  of 
silver  nitrate  added,  and  the  test-tube  very  slowly  warmed, 
metallic  silver  was  deposited  as  a  mirror  on  the  glass  near  the 
crystal. 

Cyra. — You  omitted  to  notice  the  odour,  like  that  of  burning 
.  sugar,  when  you  heated  the  powder — a  most  important  point  in 
this  analysis. 

S.  Riley. — Though  you  detected  a  tartrate,  you  omitted  to 
mention  it  in  your  summary  of  results.  The  effect  of  heat  upon 
the  powder  showed  that  there  was  more  than  a  trace  present. 

Iliad. — See  remarks  to  "Lignum." 

Afbicanus. — The  silver-nitrate  precipitate,  whichTyou  found 
insoluble  in  nitric  acid  dissolved  readily  even  in  verydilute  acid. 
-This  was  a  simple  observation  to  make. 

Leumas. — You  omitted  to  send  your  name  and  address,  your 
report  was  incomplete,  and  the  results  were  not  summarised. 

Dogged. — The  scanty  brick-red  precipitate  you  obtained  on 
adding  ammonia  to  the  acid  solution  of  the  powder  is  only 
■explicable  on  the  supposition  that  you  barely  neutralised  the  acid. 
Ammonia  added  in  decided  excess  gave  a  copious  white  precipi- 
tate. 

R.  T.  Silson. — When  you  tried  to  neutralise  the  hydrochloric 
acid  solution  of  the  ammonia  precipitate  you  probably  used  too 
much  sodium  carbonate,  and  thus  re-precipitated  the  calcium 
phosphate.  The  solution  from  which  phosphoric  acid  is  to  be 
separated  in  combination  with  iron  should  continue  acid  through - 

■  out ;  the  free  hydrochloric  acid  it  contains  at  first  being  replaced 
•  by  free  acetic  acid,  in  which  calcium  phosphate  is  soluble,  but 
ferric  phosphate  is  insoluble. 

Rhutra.— Ignite  some  potassium  oxalate  in  a  dry  tube,  and 
make  a  similar  experiment  with  a  tartrate.  Note  carefully  what 
liappens  in  each  case. 

C.  T.  J. — The  black  precipitate  you  obtained  with  silver  nitrate 
was  reduced  silver,  an  effect  of  the  tartrate  present.  The  detection 
of  phosphoric  acid  was  important,  as  its  presence  necessitated  a 
special  method  for  the  detection  of  calcium. 

Cinchona. — The  smell  you  noticed  when  the  powder  was 
heated  had  more  significance  than  you  supposed.  See  remarks  to 
"  Rhutra." 

Fidus  Achates. — Your  method  of  applying  the  molybdate  test 
must  be  wrong.  The  molybdate  solution  must  be  largely  in 
excess,  or  the  phosphomolybdate  will  not  crystallise  out. 

R.  Graham. — You  should  have  followed  up  the  indications  you 
obtained  of  a  tartrate.  As  an  exercise  in  the  analysis  of  the 
phosphate  of  an  alkali  earth  metal,  take  some  calcium  phos- 
phate, dissolve  it  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  separate 
the  phosphoric  radicle  in  combination  with  iron  so  as  to  obtain  a 
:  solution  quite  free  from  phosphoric  acid  and  iron,  and  containing 

■  all  the  calcium. 

G.  Platt. — You  should  repeat  the  work  with  a  similar  mixture 
■of  your  own  preparation. 

Omega. — The  -salts  you  named  as  the  constituents  of  the  mix- 
ture would  not  account  for  its  behaviour  when  heated.

Palmer  said  he  had  not  done  so,  and  an  altercation 
ensued  in  which  Roberts  got  severely  mauled.  He  summoned 
Palmer  for  an  assault,  and  Palmer  cross-summoned  him. 
Each,  when  before  Mr.  Plowden,  alleged  that  the  other  was 
the  aggressor,  but  Palmer  was  fined  20s.  and  2s.  ccsts. 
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Plymouth  Juniors  Discuss  the  By-laws. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Junior  Section  of  the  Plymouth,  &c, 
Chemists'  Association,  held  on  May  13,  Mr.  J.  A.  Buckley  in 
the  chair,  Mr.  Cantle  was  elected  Junior  delegate  to  the 
Senior  Association  in  place  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Hodge.

The  last  three  tie  for  the 
final  place,  and  it  was  left  to  the  committee  to  make  a  choice. 
Mr.  Lawton  then  delivered  an  address,  in  which  he  urged 
members  to  work  to  secure  shorter  hours  in  the  shops,  and 
with  this  view  to  support  the  Early-closing  Bill.  He  also 
urged  the  members  to  support  the  Benevolent  Fund.

Carbide -of- Calcium  Licences. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
Tuesday  last,  the  Public  Control  Committee  reported  that 
they  had  considered  sixty-six  applications  for  licences  under 
the  Petroleum  Acts,  including  three  for  the  keeping  of 
carbide,  of  calciumr  and  had  granted  the  licences  in  all  the 
cases,  subject  to  stringent  conditions  for  ensuring  safety. 

Curious  Fires  in  Chemists'  Shops. 

On  Monday  morning  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  chemist's  shop 
occupied  by  Mr.  J.  Hatch,  Bury  New  Road,  Manchester.  As 
far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  fire  owed  its  origin  to  spon- 
taneous combustion.  Some  boxes  of  seidlitz-powders  and 
other  articles  had  been  placed  in  the  window,  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  rays  of  the  sun  had  been  concentrated  into 
a  focus  by  the  show-bottles  of  coloured  water  in  the  window 
and  set  these  goods  on  fire.  The  outbreak  was  fortunately 
only  of  small  dimensions.    By  the  aid  of  a  few  buckets  of 


water  and  the  assistance  of  the  police  the  fire  was  subdued 
before  the  arrival  of  the  fire-brigade. 

A  lighted  match  thrown  on  the  floor  caused  a  fire  on 
Sunday  night  at  a  chemist's  shop  in  Weedington  Road,  Kentish 
Town,  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  B.  A.  Nicol.  The  flames  soon 
had  a  good  hold  on  the  premises,  and  before  they  could  be 
extinguished  the  shop  was  burnt  out  and  the  other  parts  of 
the  house  considerably  damaged. 

Sudden  Death  of  a  Manchester  Chemist. 
An  inquest  was  held  before  Mr.  Sidney  Smelt,  the  Man- 
chester City  Coroner,  on  Monday,  touching  the  death  of 
James  Fielding  Ryder,  a  chemist,  who  had  resided  at  491 
Gorton  Lane,  Manchester.  Mr.  Ryder  was  51  years  of  age. 
Elizabeth  Ann  Ryder,  his  widow,  stated  at  the  inquest  that 
her  husband  had  had  very  good  health  up  to  a  week  last 
Saturday,  when  he  complained  of  a  pain  in  his  chest,  and 
took  a  little  chloric  ether.  In  a  little  while  he  was  all  right 
again.  He  put  his  pain  down  to  indigestion,  as  it  was  just 
after  dinner.  On  Sunday  he  said  he  had  a  similar  slight 
attack  in  church,  but  that  he  was  soon  all  right.  He  had 
since  been  all  right  until  Thursday  evening,  a  little  after 
8  p.m.,  when  he  went  out  of  the  shop  and  sat  down  in  the 
kitchen,  and  asked  for  chloric  ether  and  hot  water.  She  got 
him  some,  and  he  took  it.  As  he  did  not  get  better  she  sent 
for  Dr.  Crossley,  who  came,  and  the  deceased  got  all  right 
again.  On  Friday  morning,  between  11  and  12,  he  was 
taken  suddenly  ill  in  the  shop  and  fell  down.  The  witness 
and  her  daughter  carried  him  into  the  sitting-room,  where  he 
died  in  a  few  minutes.  He  had  had  a  strangulated  hernia 
five  months  ago,  and  had  an  operation  performed.  He  was 
insured  for  500^.  about  seventeen  or  eighteen  years  ago.  The 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  sudden  death  from  natural  causes. 
The  deceased  had  one  of  the  largest  chemist's  shops  in 
Gorton,  and  was  the  owner  of  a  considerable  amount  of 
household  property.  He  was  also  the  sub-postmaster  of 
Gorton. 

Boyal  Institution. 

The  Friday  evening  discourse  at  the  Royal  Institution 
next  week  (May  28)  will  be  delivered  by  Professor  H. 
Moissan,  Directeur  Laboratoire  de  Chimie  Minerale  a  l'Ecole 
Superieure  de  Pharmacie,  Membre  de  l'Academie  des 
Sciences,  Paris,  who  will  lecture  in  French  on  "The  Isolation 
of  Fluorine  "  (with  experiments).  On  Friday,  June  4,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Preece.  C.B.,  F.R  S.,  will  lecture  on  "Signalling 
Through  Space  Without  Wires."  On  Friday,  June  11,  Mr. 
William  Crookes,  F.R.S.,  will  deliver  the  last  of  the  Friday 
evening  discourses  for  the  year.  His  subject  will  be 
"  Diamonds." 

Suicide  of  a  Chemist  at  Woburn  Square. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon  Dr.  Danford  Thomas  held  an 
inquest  at  the  St.  Giles's  Coroner's  Court  concerning  the  death 
of  Ralph  Marmaduke  Stearn,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  24 
years,  lately  residing  at  72  Bridge  Street,  Cambridge,  who 
was  found  dead  in  bed  at  38  Woburn  Square,  W,G,  on  Satur- 
day last,  having  poisoned  himself.  Thomas  Stearn,  the 
father,  a  photographic  artist,  living  at  Cambridge,  stated 
that  the  deceased  had  of  late  been  living  at  38  Woburn 
Square,  he  having  come  up  to  town  to  go  on  with  his  studies 
and  make  researches.  Deceased  had  complained  of  being 
worried  in  his  mind  and  not  being  able  to  sleep  at  night  He 
last  saw  him  alive  on  Easter  Tuesday,  when  he  was  in  his 
usual  health.  On  Saturday  he  received  a  telegram,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  he  came  to  London  and  learnt  that  he  had 
died  from  an  overdose  of  laudanum.  The  Coroner  said  that 
deceased,  in  a  letter  to  the  landlady,  appeared  to  have  been 
suffering  from  dyspepsia,  and  had  a  dread  that  he  would 
suffer  from  it  all  his  life,  and  that  he  had  taken  his  life,  'the 
witness  stated  that  the  deceased  had  never  threatened  his 
life.  He  was  a  most  diligent  student,  and  very  satisfactory, 
and  was  to  have  read  a  paper  before  the  Institution  on  botany. 
After  the  evidence  of  the  landlady,  Mr.  H.  Peck,  a  chemist, 
living  in  the  same  house,  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Wharry,  who  proved 
that  death  had  resulted  from  laudanum-poisoning,  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  that  the  deceased  committed  suicide  whilst 
of  unsound  mind. 

Royal  Society  Soiree. 

The  first  of  the  Royal  Society's  soirees  for  this  season  was 
held  on  Wednesday  evening,  and,  as  usual,  a  number  ot 
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lientific  objects  were  brought  together,  including  exhibits 
botany,  biology,  photography  and  x-ray  work,  optics, 
icroscopy,  telegraphy,  &c.  Photography  in  colours  was 
presented  by  a  selection  of  photographs  by  the  Dansac- 
aassange  process.  Four  stages  of  the  process  were  shown 
-(1)  an  untouched  print,  (2)  when  treated  with  blue, 
i)  blue  and  green,  and  (4)  treated  with  blue,  green,  and 
id  complete.  An  invention  likely  to  produce  a  revolution 
i  telegraphy  is  the  telegraphic  typewriter,  with  keys 
t'ranged  as  an  ordinary  typewriter.  The  instrument,  which 
.  of  a  very  complex  nature,  can  be  worked  on  the  exchange 
/stem,  the  same  as  the  present  telephone  system.  It  acts 
3  a  transmitting  or  receiving  instrument,  and  is  constructed 
)r  various  telegraphic  systems.  It  requires  no  attendance 
j'hen  messages  are  received,  and  is  entirely  automatic  and 
ermanent  itfsynchronism.  Moreover,  as  it  is  a  type-recording- 
istrument,  its  superiority  over  the  non-recording  instruments 
f  the  present  clay  is  assured.  Mr.  Heycock's  radiographs 
f  metallic  alloys  were  exhibited,  and  microscopy  was  repre- 
sented by  Dr.  A.  A.  Kanthack  and  others,  who  showed  plates 
>f  the  tsetse  fly  and  the  parasite  of  tsetse-fly  disease.  This 
Icourge  to  domestic  animals  in  Central  and  South  Africa 
las  been  recently  shown  to  be  due  to  the  presence  in  the 
dood  and  serous  fluids  of  the  affected  animals  of  a  parasitic 
irotozoon.  The  part  played  by  the  fly  appears  merely  to  be 
hat  of  communicating  the  micro-organism  from  infected  to 
realthy  animals.  Dried  specimens  of  the  fly  are  also  ex- 
libited.  Professor  J.  Norman  Collie  showed  a  new  mercurial 
standard  barometer,  the  chief  advantage  of  which  is  that  it 
:an  be  coiled  up  and  packed  away  in  small  compass,  and 
;an  be  subjected  to  rough  usage.  A  novel  idea  was  the 
model  showing  wave-motion  transmission.  The  apparatus 
3onsists  of  a  row  of  leaden  balls  suspended  so  that  each  ball 
jives  a  portion  of  its  energy  at  each  oscillation  to  the  next 
|in  the  series.  The  oscillator  is  a  heavy  suspended  mass  to 
which  a  blow  is  given. 

Rival  Jubilators. 

Messrs.  Swinborne,  gelatine  and  isinglass  manufacturers, 
celebrated  their  jubilee  as  a  firm  on  Saturday,  when  they 
defrayed  the  costs  of  their  employes  at  Coggeshall  paying  a 
visit  to  London,  each  one  of  the  party  being  provided  with 
pocket-money.

Personal. 

Mr.  James  C.  McWalter,- -  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has 
passed  the  Final  examination  of  the  Koyal  College  of  Surgeons 
and  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Ireland. 

The  Dublin  Coroner  on  Chemists  Prescribing. 

Dr.  Kenny  held  an  inquest  on  May  12  on  a  young  man 
named  Kane,  a  hairdresser,  whose  death,  it  was  stated  by  the 
doctor,  was  caused  by  excessive  drinking.  It  appeared, 
however,  that  he  had  recently  had  some  medicine  made  up 
at  the  shop  of  Mr.  George  Featherstone,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Thomond  Terrace,  North  Circular  Road,  who  said 
a  certain  prescription  was  in  the  handwriting  of  his  assistant, 
and  the^medicine  produced  corresponded  with  the  prescrip- 
tion. The  prescription  was  originally  given  to  the  deceased 
by  a  medical  student,  and  he  had  had  the  medicine  several 
times.    The  mixture  contained  laudanum. 

Michael  Kenneally,  assistant  in  Mr.  Featherstone's  shop, 
stated  it  was  he  who  made  up  the  prescription.  There  was 
no  entry  of  the  prescription  in  the  prescription-book.  He 
selected  the  ingredients  from  his  memory  of  what  he  had 
done  before. 

^*The  Coroner  remarked  that  in  no  house  would  an  assistant 
be  allowed  to  .make  an  elaborate  prescription  without  having 


the  book  before  him.  If  a  careful  master  of  any  large 
establishment  saw  him  do  that  he  would  be  dismissed.  The 
practice  was  monstrous  and  illegal,  and  if  it  was  not  dis- 
continued, he  was  convinced  that  some  day  some  one  of  the 
chemists  of  the  city  would  be  placed  in  the  dock  for  man- 
slaughter. Chemists  themselves  should  take  action  to  prevent 
this  practice. 

The  jury  found  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical 
evidence,  and  added,  "  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  custom 
on  the  part  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  prescribing 
medicines  for  persons,  as  proved  in  evidence  in  this  case,' is 
illegal,  and  is  fraught  with  danger  to  the  public,  and  ought- 
to  be  discontinued." 

The  Contractor  Exonerated. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Longford  Guardians  a  letter 
was  read  from  the  L.G.B.  relative  to  an  urgent  demand  made 
by  the  medical  officer  for  some  medicines.  The  L.G.B. 
asked  why  the  medical  officer  had  let  his  stock  run  so  low. 
He,  in  reply,  said  that  a  case  had  turned  up  at  the  infirmary 
and  that  special  drugs  were  required.  The  L.G.B.  inquired' 
further,  and  ultimately  found  that  the  preparations  required 
were  among  those  that  should  have  been  in  stock,  and  that 
so  far  from  there  having  been  any  delay  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  the  medicines  asked  for  were  received  before  the 
patient's  admission  to  the  infirmary. 

Pharmaceutical  Caemists'  and  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
Association  of  Ireland. 

This  society  had  a  supper  on  May  11  at  the  Wicklow: 
Hotel,  Dublin,  Mr.  William  McCarthy,  L.P.S.I.  (President),  in, 
the  chair.  Among  the  company  were  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells 
(President),  Mr.  Beggs  (Treasurer),  Dr.  Walsh  (Councillor),, 
and  Messrs.  J.  Smith  and  P.  Kelly  (Examiners),  P.S.I. ;  Mr. 
Jameson  Johnston,  M.B..  B.Sc,  Mr'.  W.  U.  Smith,  L.P.S.I.,  and 
Mr.  J.  C.  McWalter,  L.P.S.I..  were  also  among  the  guests. 
In  the  course  of  the  evening  the  Chairman  proposed  a  toast 
to  "  The  Medical  Profession."  He  said  the  treatment  of 
pharmacists  in  Dublin  by  the  medical  profession  was 
gentlemanly  in  the  extreme,  and  was  in  striking  contrast  to 
the  way  in  which  they  were  treated  in  England  and  Scot- 
land. In  London,  Liverpool,  and  Edinburgh  Irish  doctors 
were  at  the  head  of  the  profession,  and  this  holds  good  all 
over  the  world,  for  wherever  an  Irish  doctor  located  himself 
he  was  sure  to  achieve  success  and  distinction.  Dr.  Johnston, 
who  replied,  said  he  was  an  old  pharmacist,  having  served 
four  or  rive  years  in  that  profession  prior  to  taking  up  the 
study  of  medicine.  The  Chairman  was  quite  right  in  saving 
that  the  best  of  good  feeling  existed  between  the  two  pro- 
fessions in  Ireland,  where,  happily,  there  was  practically  an 
utter  absence  of  the  prescribing  chemist  and  the  compound- 
ing doctor.  The  medical  profession  owed  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  the  pharmaceutical  licentiates,  who,  like  charity,  covered 
a  multitude  of  their  sins.  He  complimented  the  association 
on  the  scientific  element  which  had  so  large  a  share  in  their 
programme.  Dr.  Walsh  also  replied,  saying  he  was.  as  yet 
only  on  the  threshold  of  the  medical  profession.  Although 
he  had  embraced  the  new  love,  he  had  no  desire  to  be  off 
with  the  old  one.  Mr.  W.  J.  Hardy  (Vice-President)  pro 
posed  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland." 
and  stated  how  much  the  association  owed  to  the  Society. 
This  toast  was  responded  to  in  cordial  speeches  by  Mr.  Wells, 
Mr.  Beggs,  and  Mr.  Kelly.  The  toast  of  "  Our  Visitors  "  was 
next  proposed  by  Mr.  O'Sullivan,  and  pleasantly  replied  to 
by  Messrs.  J.  Smith  and  Farquhar.  Mr.  Wells  then  proposed 
the  toast  of  "  The  Association,  its  President,  and  Vice- 
President,"  and  said  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  were  very  pleased  at  the  way  the  association  was 
carrying  on  its  work.  The  association  had  done  well  in  .the 
past,  but  should  do  better  year  after  year.  The  Chairman, 
in  responding,  said  a  great  deal  of  their  success  was  due  to 
the  kindness  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  medical 
profession.  Assistants  nowadays  did  not  move  about  as  often 
as  formerly,  and  they  had  had  therefore  more  opportunity  of 
interesting  themselves  in  society  work.  The  conditions'  of 
employment  had  improved  during  the  last  few  year*s,'and  th'<=* 
ebb  and  flow  of  assistants  was  not  so  great  'as  it  once  was. 
Mr.  Hardy  said  they  were  dutiful  children  of  bortntiful 
parents,  and  he  was  glad  to  see  that  the  Society  had  openly 
1aken  the  association'  under  its  wing.    Thanks  for  .their* 
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valued  assistance  were  accorded  to  Mr.  David  O'Sullivan* 
honorary  secretary,  and  Mr.  H.  Hunt,  honorary  assistant 
secretary;  and  Mr.  W.  U.  Smith  proposed  "The  Trade 
Press,"  paying  a  kind  compliment  to  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  .  .and  its  Irish  Suppi-etnenl^which,  he  said,  was 
appreciated  to  the  full  by  every  pharmacist  in  Ireland.  A 
number  of  good  songs  and  recitations  were  interspersed  in 
the  evening's  entertainment. 

The  Drug-contract  System. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Drogheda  Board  Mr.  Markey,  a 
guardian,  said  some  medicines  should  be  obtained  in  smaller 
quantities.  Cod-liver  oil,  for  instance,  often  became  rancid 
after  it  was  opened,  and  in  such  cases  it  would  be  better  for 
the  sick  poor  if  the  money  paid  for  the  medicine  were  thrown 
into  the  sea.  The  system  under  which  medicine-contracts 
..were  made,  he  said,  had  been  exposed,  again  and  again  but 
without  result.  Ten  years  ago  he  raised  the  question,  but 
nothing  was  done.  Eecently  at  a  Dublin  Union 'it  was  found 
that  the  ratepayers  were  giving  the  medicine-contractor  500/. 
a  year  more  for  drugs  than  they  would  have  had  to  pay  had 
they  accepted  tenders  from  other  parties,  and  yet  when  the 
■Guardians  first  saw  the  tenders  they  reported  that  the  one 
(referred  to  was  the  cheapest. 

Sudden  Death  of  a  Dublin  Chemist. 

Mr.  James  Jessom,  retired  chemist,  aged  70  years,  was 
found  dead  in  bed  at  his  residence,  1  Sallymount  Avenue, 
Dublin,  on  May  13.  He  had  been  working  in  his  garden  the 
previous  day,  and  retired  to  bed  apparently  in  his  usual  state 
of  health.  His  housekeeper  found  him  dead  in  bed  the  next 
morning.  An  inquest  was  held,  and  a  verdict  of  death  from 
.natural  causes  was  returned.

Mme 
Rigaud,  wife  of  the  new  pharmacien-deputy,  was  at  the 
Bazaar,  but  escaped  without  injury. 

Pharmacy  Students. — MM.  Petit  (President)  and  Crinon 
(Secretary),  of  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharma- 
cists, have  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Minister  of  Public  In- 
struction, with  reference  to  the  vote  taken  at  the  recent 
general  meeting  of  their  Society  in  favour  of  maintaining  the 
length  of  apprenticeship  at  three  years,  and  of  retaining  the 
clause  requiring  the  apprenticeship  to  be  completed  before 
the  student  enters  upon  the  course  at  a  school  of  pharmacy. ! 
Certain  pharmacists  are  of  opinion  that  the  students  shoulc 
only  commence  their  business  training  after  completing  theii 
studies ;  but  the  General  Association  attaches  great  import- . 
ance  to  the  practical  knowledge  obtained  in  the  pharmacy  < 
and  ask  that  the  attendance  of  the  students  maybe  "  duly 
and  seriously  checked  by  frequent  inspections."    A  request ' 
is  also  made  that  repressive  measures  should  be  taken  ■ 
against  those  pharmacists  who  give  bogus  certificates  of 
apprenticeship. 

M.  Berthelot  on  Scientists.— Last  Sunday  afternoon 
M.  Berthelot.  while  presiding  at  the  Sorbonne  over  a  meet- 
ing of  the  "  Union  de  la  Jeunesse  Republicaine,"  added 
another  to  his  famous  speeches  on  the  influence  of  science 
on  the  progress  of  modern  society.  Science,  he  said,  is  the 
real  preserving  force  of  humanity.  It  teaches  tolerance  and 
devotion.  It  never  employed  executioners  to  destroy  its 
adversaries,  or  consigned  them  to  Hades  either  in  this  world 
or  another.  He  added  :  "  The  God  of  the  Scientists  is  not  a 
Moloch  to  which  they  offer  the  sufferings  of  humanity  as  a 
holocaust.  Science  teaches  the  love  of  mankind  and  of 
truth,  as  well  as  the  duty  of  conforming  our  life  and  acts  to 
the  laws  of  Nature.  It  does  not  invoke  that  sterile  ascetism 
in  whose  name  the  Middle  Ages  tried  to  banish  joy  and 
pleasure  from  the  world.  Scientific  action  is  directed  | 
towards  the  completest  possible  development  of  the  in- 
dividual." 

Fre!s'CH  Ahmy  Pharmacists.— An  official  announcement 
has  just  been  made  that  on  November  3  next  'a  competitive 
examination  will  be  held  to  fill  five  vacancies  of  student- 
pharmacists  |for  the  French  Military  Health  Service.   The  j 
examination  is  only  open  to  students  who  are  working  for  | 
the  first-class  diploma,  and  who  have  completed  a  term  of  j 
one  year's  military  service.    The  terms  of  engagement  of  | 
army  pharmacists  are  for  a  minimum  of  six  years  in  the 
active  army  from  the  date  of  their  promotion  to  the  rank  of  ( 
pharmacicn  aide-major  of  the  second  class.    They  receive  an 
allowance  of  l,000f.'  (40/.)  per  annum  for  three  years.  Their 
educational  expenses  are  paid  by  the  War  Office  ;  but  if  they 
do  not  satisfy  the  examiners,  or  if  they  fail  to  complete  the 
six  years'  engagement,  the  amounts  so  paid,  as  well  as  the 
allowance,  must  be  refunded.    The  accepted  candidates  can 
choose  for  their  residence  either  of  the  seven  cities  possessing 
a  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  or  a  mixed  Faculty  (medi- 
cine and  pharmacy).   The  students  are  attached  to  a  military 
or  general  hospital,  under  the  orders  and  control  of  the 
senior  physician.    They  must  assist  so  far  as  possible  in  the 
pharmaceutical  service  of  the  hospital.    All  pharmaciens  for 
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he  first  class  may  join  the  "  School  of  Application  of  Military 
'Medicine  and  Pharmacy  "  without  further  examination. 

Paris  Society  op  Pharmacy. — At  the  May  meeting  of 
this  Society  a  letter  was  read  from  the  editor  of  the  Russian 
[journal  of  Medical  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy,  of  St  Peters- 
burg, requesting  the  President  to  distribute  amongst  the 
members  sheets  of  questions  concerning  Poehl's  sperm.  The 
object  is  to  obtain  papers  on  the  subject  for  the  International 
Medical  Congress  to  be  held  at  Moscow  this  year.  M. 
Prunier  explained  the  result  of  his  researches  on  the  prepara- 
tion of  ordinary  ether,  and  showed  the  presence  of  sulphonic 
acids  and  sulphonal  derivatives,  both  in  ordinary  commercial 
ether  and  in  the  residues  of  its  manufacture.  These  bodies 
are  especially  noticeable  in  the  liquid  known  as  "  sweet  oil  of 
wine,"  as  well  as  in  the  oils  that  have  served  for  rectifying 
the  raw  product.  To  determine  sulphonic  acid  or  sulphonal 
derivatives  in  the  presence  of  sulphuric  acid  and  sulphuric 
ethers  he  eliminates  the  free  sulphuric  acid  with  chloride  of 
barium.  Then,  after  prolonged  boiling  in  an  aqueous  and  acid 
solution,  and  saturating  with  baryta-water  to  decompose  the 
sulphovinic  acid  and  neutral  sulphuric  ether,  the  filtered 
liquid  retains  the  sulphonal  derivatives.  After  evaporating 
the  product  almost  to  dryness  the  residue  is  treated  with 
permanganate  and  nitric  acid,  which  oxidise  the  sulphonals 
and  convert  the  sulphur  into  sulphuric  acid  M.  Lepinois 
read  a  paper  on  the  action  of  iodine  on  albuminoids.  M. 
Leidi6  referred  to  the  danger  of  using  crystal-glass  apparatus 
for  sterilising  liquids  containing  alkaline  salts  on  account  of 
the  traces  of  lead  that  may  exist  in  the  glass ;  and  MM. 
Leger,  Thibaut,  and  F.  Vigier  referred  to  the  preparation  of 
artificial  serum. 

The  Association  of  ex-Hospital  Pharmacists.— On 
May  15  ninety  members  of  this  Society  met  for  their  annual 
banquet  at  Marguery's  Restaurant,  Paris.  M.  Blaise  occupied 
the  chair,  and  there  were  present  many  well-known  pharma- 
cists, such  as  MM.  Astier  (the  Municipal  Councillor),  Catillon, 
Demaizieres,  Professor  Bourquelot  (of  the  Paris  School  of 
Pharmacy),  and  a  goodly  sprinkling  of  chief  hospital  pharma- 
cists, such  as  MM.  Patein,  Portes,  Leger,  and  Guinochet. 
It  was  a  pleasant  gathering  of  the  "  nursery  "  of  French  phar- 
maceutical science.  The  Association  has  a  benevolent  fund, 
but  it  exists  chiefly  to  keep  up  the  bond  of  fellowship 
amongst  colleagues  liable  to  be  widely  separated  in  life. 
M.  Demaizieres,  who  has  been  recently  elected  a  Vice- 
President  of  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists, 
has  a  conspicuous  shop  at  the  corner  of  the  Avenue  de 
Villiers  and  Rue  Jouffroy — a  wealthy  and  growing  neighbour- 
hood. His  unanimous  election  is  a  tribute  to  his  impartiality, 
as  the  Parisian  and  provincial  members  of  the  Association 
form  dissentient  parties  the  on  the  P.A.T.A.  question.  M. 
Dem,aizieres  is  an  ex-hospital  pharmacist,  a  botany  medallist 
of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  was  in  1894  President  of 
the  Syndical  Chamber  of  Paris  Pharmacists.  M.  Champigny, 
who  made  a  humorous  speech,  is  the  head  of  the  well-known 
firm  of  A.  Champigny  &  Co.,  manufacturers  of  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  Rue  Jacob.  He  was  formerly  in  the  retail 
business,  and  at  one  time  occupied  the  pharmacy  in  the  Rue 
de  Clichy,  since  made  famous  as  being  the  scene  of  a  bomb- 
explosion.

Rinderpest-sebum.  —  It  is  reported  that  Dr.  Alexander 
EdiDgton,  the  Cape  bacteriologist,  has  discovered  a  really 
efficacious  serum  for  rinderpest.  Dr.  Koch's,  he  says,  only 
gives  immunity  for  six  weeks. 

Methylated  Spirit  in  the  Transvaal.— The  Public 
-Prosecutor  at  Johannesburg  has  advised  druggists  not  to 
supply  methylated  spirit  to  natives  without  a  written  order 
from  the  bearer's  employer.  It  seems  that  the  black  men 
nave  become  as  fond  of  the  fluid  fire  as  Glasgow  ladies  and 
Edinburgh  Grassmarket  folk. 

Cutting  the  Cutters.— The  Chicago  State  Board  of 
■rnarmacy  has  recently  prosecuted  eight  department-stores 
ror  selling  proprietary  articles  by  unregistered  assistants  or 
not  having  the  drug-departments  in  charge  of  registered 


pharmacists.  Fines  were  imposed  in  all  cases.  Several  drug 
gists  have  also  been  fined  for  similar  offences. 

A  BARON  as  a  Druggist.— It  was  found  when  Mr. 
Johann  Neponnich,  a  Mount  Arlington,  N.J.,  druggist,  died 
last  month  that  he  was  Baron  von  Fuerstenwaerther  Bur- 
gaasse  zu  Odenbach,  and  was  born  in  Gratz,  Austria,  in  1835. 
He  had  fought  in  the  Austrian  army  against  Garibaldi,  and 
afterwards  went  out  to  the  United  States,  where  he  took  to 
the  drug-business.  He  was  at  one  time  an  examiner  to  the 
New  York  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

White  v.  Bowne. — We  have  on  several  occasions  reported 
the  proceedings  in  an  action  initiated  by  A.  J.  White 
(Limited),  of  New  York,  against  S.  W.  Bowne,  of  Scott  & 
Bowne,  in  respect  to  alleged  libels  about  Paskola.  The 
action  was  raised  in  the  state  of  Ohio.  Now  another  for 
#200, 000  has  been  commenced  by  the  A.  J.  White  Company 
in  New  York  State,  the  defendants  being  Mr.  Bowne,  G.  C. 
Pease  (formerly  in  Scott  &  Bowne's  employment),  G.  F. 
Spinney  (publisher  of  the  Nero  York  Times),  and  Dr.  R.  G. 
Eccles.    This  action  also  refers  to  Paskola. 

Pure  Drugs  in  Pennsylvania. — A  Pure-drug  Bill  has 
been  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Harrisburg, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  put  down  adulteration  of  drugs. 
The  term  "drug"  means  any  medicinal  substance  or  any 
preparation  authorised  or  known  in  the  "  Pharmacopoeia  of 
the  United  States"  or  the  "  National  Formulary."  The  Board 
of  Pharmacy  of  the  State  is  empowered  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  and  to  appoint  an  analyst.  The  penalty 
on  conviction  under  the  Act  will  be  #50  or  thirty  days'  im- 
prisonment as  a  minimum,  and  $100  or  ninety  days'  imprison- 
ment as  a  maximum. 

The  "Societa  Co-operativa  Toscana.— The  Co-opera- 
tive Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Tuscany  has  lived  through 
the  first  three  months  of  its  existence,  and  the  secretary  lias 
issued  a  report  stating  that  the  concern  is  in  a  fairly  flourish- 
ing condition,  and  that  requests  for  membership  are  constantly 
received.  Up  to  the  present  the  work  of  the  society  is 
limited  by  statute  to  the  province  of  Tuscany.  The  result  of 
the  first  quarter's  trading  has  been  a  profit  of  about  61. 
(169.20  lire).  Up  to  the  present  the  society  has  a  working 
capital  of  2,210  lire,  and  the  turnover  during  the  first  three 
months  amounted  to  4,864  lire. 

A  Notable  Woman  has  passed  away  in  Mrs.  Eliza 
Rudolph,  of  New  Orleans.  Her  husband  was  a  pharmacist 
there,  but  died  in  1878,  two  years  after  his  marriage,  leaving 
her  with  two  children  to  support.  She  resolved  to  qualify 
herself  as  a  pharmacist,  but  was  refused  admission  to  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  at  New  Orleans.  Finding  that  there  was 
nothing  in  the  law  to  prevent  her  qualifying,  she  studied 
privately,  and  passed  the  Board  examinations,  being  the 
first  woman  to  qualify.  When  theNew  Orleans  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  started  she  was  appointed  its  secretary,  a 
position  which  she  held  up  to  her  death.  Two  years  ago  the 
Tulane  University  conferred  upon  her  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Pharmacy,  so  highly  esteemed  were  her  intellectual  quali- 
ties. 

Hemlock  in  Anise. — A  couple  of  months  ago  the  firm  of  ' 
Jansen  &;  Van  den  Hoever,  in  Rotterdam,  imported  from 
Seitz  and  Zublin  at  Bari,  in  Italy,  three  bales  of  anise.  The 
inspector  of  the  Board  of  Health  at  the  Hague  prohibited  its 
sale  in  Holland  on  the  ground  that  it  contained  10  per  cent, 
of  conium-seed.  Being  thus  unable  to  dispose  of  the  seed  in. 
their  own  country,  the  importing  firm  sold  it  to  Germany, 
and  up  to  the  present  it  cannot  be  traced  into  whose  hands 
the  goods  have  passed.  The  German  papers  have  issued  a 
warning  against  the  purchase  of  anise  from  the  Rotterdam 
house  in  question.  Mr.  Van  Itallie,  a  Dutch  pharmacist, 
writes  on  this  subject  that  the  adulteration  was  detected 
because  the  Customs  at  Rotterdam  gave  him  a  sample  of  the 
goods  for  examination,  as  the  Dutch  law  prohibits  the 
importation  of  anise  containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  of 
conium.  Mr.  Van  Itallie  found  10  per  cent,  of  conium  in  it,, 
and  called  the  attention  of  the  authorities  to  the  dangerous 
character  of  the  consignment,  with  the  result  that  the  parcel 
was  seized  by  the  police,  and  not  released  until  an  undertaking 
was  given  that  the  goods  should  not  be  sold  in  Holland. 
Mr.  Van  Itallie  points  out  that  an  easy  way  to  ascertain  the 
exact  percentage  of  the  admixture  is  by  sifting.  This,  hew- 
ever,  cannot  be  done  with  the  smaller  varieties  of  anise. 
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T^OE  the  third  time  in  the  history  of  the  Society  the 
■*■  firm  of  John  Bell  &  Co.,  OxfordStreet,  W.,  have  given  it 
a  president — first  there  was  Jacob  Bell  (the  father  of  British 
Pharmacy),  who  forty  years  ago  occupied  that  position ;  then 
Thomas  Hyde  Hills,  who  was  in  harness  as  an  officer  from 
1863  to  1876  ;  and  now  his  nephew,  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  the 
popular  President  of  to-day,  who  presided  at  the

The  toastmaster's  voice  was  now  heard  calling  :  "  Gentle- 
nen,  be  pleased  to  charge  your  glasses,  and  pray  silence  for 
Valter  Hills,  Esq.,  the  President,"  which  announcement  was 
eceived  with  shouts  of  "  Hurrah  !  " 

The  Loyal  Toasts. 
The  President  said :  Gentlemen,— The  first  toast  on 
rar  list  is  that  of  "  Our  most  gracious  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria,"  and  I  give  it  you  on  the  present  occasion  with  all 
he  greater  pleasure  because  her  Majesty  is  about  to  cele- 
>rate  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  her  reign.  I  was  not 
>resent  in  1837  when  she  came  upon  the  throne — (laughter) 
—but  I  know  that,  looking  back  upon  the  progress  of  the 
axty  years,  there  have  been  few  advances  so  notable  as 
hose  which  have  been  made  in  our  calling ;  and  we,  gentle- 
lien,  may  with  all  heartiness  drink  this  loyal  and  dutiful 
oast. 

This^  was  done  with  musical  honours  and  with  much 
enthusiasm.  After  which  "  The  Prince  and  Princess  of 
•Vales  and  the  rest  of  the  Royal  Family  "  were  toasted.  It 
vas  now  seen  that  the  President  was  in  excellent  voice, 
vas  speaking  splendidly,  and  was  in  good  humour ;  for, 
ipin  rising,  he  said,  "I  don't  think  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  is  in  want  of  any  revenue,  but  any  who  want  to 
moke  may  smoke."  The  Meister  Glee  Singers  then  sang 
'  My  Golden  Love,"  which  was  but  the  prelude  to  the  next 
oast, 

"The  Benevolent  Fund  op  the  Pharmaceutical 

Society  of  Great  Britain." 
In  giving  this  the  President  said  the  toast  was  un- 
doubtedly that  of  the  evening,  and  one  which  would  be 


received  with  the  utmost  enthusiasm,  although  the  speaker 
lacked  that  eloquence  which  the  subject  deserved.  (No,  no.) 
Perhaps  the  first  thing  he  should  say  was,  it  was  a  great 
pity  there  was  need  of  a  Benevolent  Fund — (hear,  hear) — 
and  probably  they  might  give,  as  the  alternative  toast, 
"Success  to  Chemists" — (hear,  hear)— but  they  must  re- 
cognise that  there  was  need  of  help  to  individuals  and 
families  connected  with  the  drag-trade  who  had  fallen  into 
distress,  and  there  was  the  bright  side  to  the  matter 
that  he  would  like  to  emphasise — viz.,  that  the  need  for 
such  a  fund  called  forth  their  sympathies;  and  one  thing 
they  could  not  dispute  was  that  they  were  brethren  in  spite 
of  the  competition  which  threatened  to  become  more  extreme. 
(Applause.)  Well  was  it  that  they  should  insist,  on  a  wider 
knowledge  of  the  benefits  of  the  most  excellent  Benevolent 
Fund,  as  the  larger  number  of  registered  persons  were  absent 
from  the  list  of  subscribers.  How  was  it,  he  asked,  that 
some  of  them  held  aloof?  There  was  no  fund  j  of  this 
character  administered  so  cheaply;  none  which/  had  so 
little  deducted  for  expenses,  as  19s.  6d.  in  the  pound 
went  to  those  deserving  help,  and  it  was  extended  to  sub-, 
scribers  and  non-subscribers  alike,  to  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  to  those  outside  the  Society 
Although  there  might  be  matters  connected  with  the  Society 
which  some  subscribers  did  not  approve  of,  he  did  not  think 
that  upon  this  point  there  was  ground  for  disapproval.  All 
the  money  went  to  those  who  needed  it,  and  they  desired  not 
only  subscriptions  from  the  wealthy,  but  from  those  who 
were  not  so  well  off,  as  the  small  sums  and  the  large  went  to 
relieve  the  distress.  The  fund,  he  said,  had  been  founded 
fifty  years  ago,  and  the  amount  now  distributed  annually  was. 
more  than  2^000/.,  or 
double  the  interest 
on  the  investments. 
It  had  made  great 
progress  since  the 
last  festival  dinner. 
In  1868  1901.  was 
distributed  to  annui- 
tants, and  129/.  in 
casual  grants.  In 
1896  2.232/.  was  dis- 
tributed to  annui- 
tants, and  563/.  in 
casual  grants,  while 
the  subscriptions  had 
risen  during  the  same 
period  from  551/  to 
1.739/.  The  interest 
had  increased  from 
274/.  to  1,051/.  Last 
year  the  sum  of 
2,795/.  was  distri- 
buted, which  was  5/. 
more  than  the  re- 
ceipts. During  the 
existence  of  the  fund 
130  persons  had  re- 
ceived annuities,  and 
at  the  present  time 
45  annuitants  were 
receiving,  on  the 
average,  50/.  each. 
This  was  the  fifth 
festival  dinner,  and  he  mentioned  with  gratitude  the  interest 
which  had  been  taken  in  the  fund  by  local  secretaries, 
specially  mentioning  Glasgow,  Liverpool,  Northwich,  and 
Manchester.  Mr.  Kemp  had,  in  the  last  place,  been  able  to 
collect  114/.  They  all  knew  the  good  work  which  the  fund 
was  doing,  and  although  there  were  many  subjects  upon 
which  they  might  have  differences  of  opinion,  upon  this  one 
they  were  all  of  one  mind — this  one  of  relieving  distress  ; 
for  all  good  men  were  agreed  that 

In  faith  and  hope  the  world  will  disagree, 
But  all  mankind's  concern  is  charity  ; 
All  must  be  false,  that  this  one  great  end 
And  all  of  God,  that  bless  mankind  and  mend. 

This  conclusion  to  the  President's  speech  was  received 
with  very  hearty  applause,  and  the  toast  was  drunk  with 
enthusiasm.    The  President  announced  that  the  Secretary

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•would  later  on  read  the  list  of  special  donations.  Mr 
William  Forringfcon  then  sang  "  Oh,  Oh,  Hear  the  Wild 
Winds  Blow." 

The  Noeth  British  Branch. 

Mr.  Maetindale,  in  giving  this  toast,  said:  We  know 
that  Scotland  stands  where  it  did,  and  the  North  British 
Branch  is  inclurlod  in  that  declaration,  for  Mr.  Laidlaw 
Ewing  is  there  at  the  head  of  affairs.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  mantle  of  the  late  John  Mackay  has  fallen  upon  Mr. 
Ewing,  considering  the  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out 
the  arduous  duties  of  his  office  during  the  past  few  years. 
Proceeding,  Mr.  Martindale  said  that  personal  misfortune 
came  to  Scotchmen  as  well  as  Englishmen,  and  therefore 
Scotch  pharmacists  had  an  interest  in  the  fund,  as  it  was 
administered  for  the  relief  of  all  distressed  chemists,  inde- 
pendent of  whether  they  were  north  or  south  of  the  Tweed. 
They  knew  that  Scotchmen  were  loyal  to  charities,  and  he 
instanced  the  Caledonian  Asylum  of  this  city  as  an  example 
of  it,  concluding  by  proposing  the  toast,  coupling  with  it  the 
name  of  Me.  Laidlaw  Ewing,  who  in  his  reply  said  :  On 
behalf  of  the  North  British  Branch,  I  return  you  my  best 
thanks  for  the  way  in  which  you  have  received  this  toast. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Martindale,  whose  heart,  I  am 
afraid,  has  paid  me  too  great  a  compliment.  The  North 
British  Branch  has  varied  interests,  and  comprises  several 
ladies  and  various  gentlemen,  but  I  will  not  speak  of  our 
work  in  the  North,  for  you  are  here  to-night  to  listen  to  that 
beautiful  music.  Our  Executive  is  the  counterpart  of  the 
Council  in  London  ;  it  has  the  semblance  of  authority  without 
the  reality,  and  escapes  that  criticism  which  beats  upon  the 
august  body.  (Laughter.)  I  here  reply  also  for  the  Board 
of  Examiners  for  Scotland.  Whether  it  is  the  personality  of 
the  Board,  or  our  spacious  and  beautiful  examination-hall, 
or  the  attractions  of  our  noble  city,  we  seem  as  time 
goes  on  to  draw  a  larger  and  larger  number  of 
examinees.  But  I  am  afraid  we  have  to  send  many  of 
them  empty  away.  (Laughter.)  There  is  only  one  other  body 
in  Scotland  for  whom  I  am  entitled  to  reply — viz.,  the 
local  secretaries  who  are  charged  with  the  collection  for  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  I  myself  have  often  to  plead  for  it, 
and  chemists  always  say  to  me,  "  What  is  the  use  of  sub- 
scribing, seeing  that  you  have  no  Scotch  applicants  on  the 
list?"  (Laughter.)  It  is,  I  think,  Thackeray  who  says  that 
the  one  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the  Scotchman  is 
self-conceit.  I  cannot  account  for  this — (renewed  laughter) 
— because  we  are  neither  more  sober  nor  more  righteous  than 
Englishmen,  but  I  suppose  it  is  the  fact  that  when  we  get 
money  we  keep  a  good  grip  of  it,  or,  as  we  say  in  the  North, 
"we  keep  a  close  grip  o'  the  bawbees."  Perhaps  that  was 
what  Thackeray  meant.  We  are.  however,  all  members  of 
one  Society,  and  in  asking  the  local  secretaries  to  further 
the  interest  of  the  fund,  my  argument  is  that  by  so  doing 
they  call  forth  an  emblem  of  humanity,  that  charity  is  twice 
blessed  to  him  who  gives.  (Applause.) 

"  The  British  Phaemaceutical  Confeeence." 

This,  the  next  toast,  was  given  by  Mr.  John  Harrison, 
the  Vice-President.  In  giving  it  he  recalled  the  fact  that 
the  Conference  was  founded  in  his  own  neighbourhood,  at 
Newcastle,  thirty-four  years  ago,  and  he  maintained  that 
during  its  existence  it  had  done  much  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  pharmacy  and  pharmacists,  and  he  appealed  to  all  alike 
to  give  it  their  hearty  support,  and  especially  to  support  their 
good  friend  Dr.  Symes,  of  Liverpool,  who  was  to  preside  at 
the  meeting  in  Glasgow  in  August. 

Dr.  Symes's  reply  was  somewhat  marred  by  the  persistent 
talking  which  went  on  in  the  hall.  He  said  that  for  many 
years  he  had  advocated  that  every  member  of  the  trade 
should  be  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that 
evening  he  was  to  advocate  the  same  for  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference.  He  knew  that  at  the  present  day, 
when  such  a  notion  was  put  forward,  the  cry  of  Old  bono? 
was  sure  to  be  raised.  In  the  case  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  he  considered  that  the  answer  was  quite 
easy,  as  the  advantages  wdrich  accrued  to  those  who  attended 
the  Conference  meetings  were  of  real  value,  and  while  if 
they  did  not  attend  them,  they  got  a  year-book  which  was 
value  for  the  subscription  paid,  and  was  always  useful  to 
men  who  made  a  living  in  pharmacy.    If  they  considered  for 


a  moment,  it  was  out  of  pure  pharmacy  that  chemists  made 
their  living ;  a  third  or  fourth  of  what  they  did  gave  them 
their  living,  and  the  fourth  was  in  those  things  wherein  they 
exercised  their  craft ;  the  rest  did  not  pay.  He  claimed  that 
chemists  should  not  fail  to  join  the  Conference,  because  it 
gave  not  only  intellectual  advantages  but  material  influence, 
the  meetings  being  most  pleasant  and  social,  while  the  whole 
range  of  Presidents  up  to  the  last  were  men  of  high  intellect. 
In  the  olden  times  men  came  from  the  East,  but  this  year 
the  President  of  the  Conference  was  from  the  West.  There 
was  a  precedent  in  that,  for  one  man  had  come  from  the 
West  —  George  Frederick  Schacht  —  to  occupy  the  presi- 
dential chair  at  the  Conference;  and  next  day  his  portrait  was 
to  be  presented  to  the  Society,  and  he  hoped  there  would  be 
a  large  gathering  to  pay  this  last  tribute  to  his  memory. 
(Applause.) 

"The  Visitors." 

Mr.  Samuel  Ralph  Atkins  was  called  upon  to  propose 
this  toast.  On  the  present  occasion  he  said,  they  had  fewer 
visitors  than  usual,  because  this  decennial  dinner  was  for  a 
specific  purpose,  but  the  toast  lost  none  of  its  significance 
and  importance,  for  if  ever  there  was  a  year  in  which  they 
were  favoured  with  visitors,  it  was  this  year,  when  the 
sixtieth  anniversary  of  her  Most  Gracious  Majesty's  ascen- 
sion to  the  throne  was  to  be  celebrated.  (Applause.)  He 
had  heard  that  80,000  of  their  American  cousins  had  booked 
their  passages,  and  visitors  were  coming  in  their  thousands 
from  the  vast  dependency  of  India,  coming  from  the 
Australasian  colonies,  coining  from  that  greater  Britain 
beyond  the  seas,  and  consider  what  they  were  coming  for  to 
this  island  home  of  ours.  They  were  coming  to  pay  honour 
to  her  who  was  by  far  the  noblest  of  queens  who  had 
sat  upon  a  throne ;  coming  to  see  this  wonderful  city 
of  London,  which  had  baffled  all  that  prophets  had 
ever  said  of  it;  coming  to  see  not  only  London, 
but  our  country  towns  with  their  cathedrals,  abbeys,  and 
castles  of  old  ;  coming  to  see  oar  green  meadows,  our  wood- 
lands, and  all  the  delights  of  rural  England;  coming  to 
see  our  hives  of  industry,  and  all  that  went  to  make  up  the

power  of  the  great  British  Empire.  (Applause.)  He  di< 
not  stand  there  to  talk  "  bunkum,"  but  he  would  say  that  u 
their  country  they  had  a  great  republic  with  a  constitutiona 
monarchy.  Proceeding,  Mr.  Atkins  said  that  the  visitor 
were  also  coming  to  see  our  literature,  science,  and  art 
and  if  our  art  was  below  that  of  the  ancient  Greeks,  oil 
literature  and  science  were  unparalleled  in  the  history  oi  tn' 
world.  They  were  not  coming  simply  to  learn,  but  to  t(fc 
us,  for  we  have  not  all  the  wisdom."  (Laughter.)  If  trie, 
had  not  that  night  many  visitors,  they  had  some  distinguunei 
ones ;  and  there  was  one  gentleman  present  who  hailed  no 
Victoria  (a  happy  name  to  conjure  with),  who  came  from  j 
city  of  Melbourne — a  city  whose  name  appealed  to  them,  a 
Lord  Melbourne  sixty  years  ago  was  the  adviser  ot  on 
youthful  Queen.  He  had  not  the  pleasure  of  this  gentleman 
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jrsonal  acquaintance,  but  he  knew  his  father,  and  lie 
ntured  to  say  that  he  had  a  name  which  bore  the  mark  of 

ooress  politically,  intellectually,  socially,  and  commer- 

xlTy — viz.,  the  Honourable  F.  S.  Griniwade,  member  of  the

s  drunk  heartily,  and 

Mr.  Grimwade  returned  thanks  for  the  cordial  manner  in 
ich  his  name  had  been  received,  and  especially  expressed 
acknowledgment  to  Mr.  Atkins  for  the  reference  to 
(the  speaker's)  father.    Those  references  awoke  in  him 
ociations  of  over  forty  years  ago,  when  he  remembered 


being  introduced  by  his  father  to  that  prince  of  pharmacists, 
Mr.  Jacob  Bell.    On  that  occasion  he  had  had  the  honour  of 
lunching  with  Mr.  Bell,  and  went  away  with  the  impression 
that  he  was  a  great  man.    It  therefore  gave  him  particular 
satisfaction  to  be  able  to  greet,  as  President  of  the  Society, 
the  present  head  of  the  historic  firm  of  John  Bell  &  Co. 
When  he  (Mr.  Grimwade)  was  in  London  twelve  years  ago, 
the  then  President  of  the  Society  (Mr.  Michael  Cartcighe) — 
(loud  cheers) — had   received   him   most  hospitably,  and 
showed  him  over  the  Society's  house  at  Bloomsbury  Square. 
The  admirable  arrangements  impressed  him  greatly.  In 
his    pharmaceutical    career    in    Australia    he    had  had 
occasion    to    engage    assistants    for    all    parts    of  the 
colonies,    and    he    had    been    always    pleased    if  he 
could  get  a  man  who  had  qualified  at  Bloomsbury  Square, 
for,  providing  his  moral  character  was  all  right,  he  knew  that 
he  could  rely  upon  such  a  man  knowing  his  business,  and  he 
could  send  him  away  thousands  of  miles  with  every  confidence 
in  his  abilities.    His  faith  in  Bloomsbury  Square  was  not 
diminished    Twelve  years  ago  he  had  sent  his  elder  and 
second  sons  to  be  taught  a  course  of  pharmacy  by  Mr.  Charles 
Umney.    His  boys  were  in  England  for  several  years,  and 
they  both  passed  through  Bloomsbury  Square.  Mr.  Grimwade 
then  went  on  to  speak  of  the  joy  it  gave  him  as  an  English- 
man to  visit  the  old  country  this  year.  His  wife,  his  children, 
and  his  grandchildren  were  all  Australian  born,  yet  they  felt 
it  their  proudest  distinction,  even  before  being  Australians, 
was  to  be  Britishers.    They  in  England  could  hardly  realise 
the  feeling  of  patriotism  that  existed  in  Australia,  and  the 
pleasure  it  gave  the  colonists  to  come  home  occasionally  to 
England  and  to  find  her  advancing  and  great  as  she  is  to- 
day.   In  no  department  of  trade  or  science  had  the  advance 
been  greater   than  in  pharmacy.     His   own    father  was 
apprenticed  to  a  chemist  in  1825,  and  had  to  pay  300Z.  for 
seven  years'  apprenticeship.    The  first  two  years  he  was  put 
to  menial  work,  and  the  last  two  he  had  to  manage  the 
business  without  fee  or  reward.    There  was  no  Bloomsbury 
Square  then  with  its  museum,  its  professors,  and  its  genial 
secretary— (cheers) — and  very  few  men  had  any  opportunity 
of  really  mastering  the  profession  of  pharmacy.    "  I  belong  " 
said  Mr.  Grimwade  in  conclusion,  '•  to  the  lower  branch  of 
the  profession  ;  I  am  only  a  wholesale  man — (laughter) — but 
I  am  not  ashamed  of  it,  and  I  am  greatly  interested  in  phar- 
macy proper,  and  glad  to  see  around  me  a  gathering  of  men 
evidently  prosperous  and  well  content — (laughter) — who 
belong  to  its  ranks.    Mr.  Atkins,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has  done 
me  an  injustice.    He  said  he  did  not  know  me,  and  he  had 
never  met  me  before.    Well,  I  am  only  a  poor  Australian, 
but  one  of  my  pleasantest  recollections  of  my  last  visit  twelve 
years  ago   is  of  being  introduced  to  Mr.  Atkins  by  Mr. 
Carteighe  and  having  lunch  with  him.''  (Laughter.)

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The  Donations. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Brejiridge  read  the  list  of  donations, 
which  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  He  confined  him- 
self to  the  larger  sums,  and  when  he  had  come  to  the  end, 
through  much  applause,  he  remarked  that  the  sum  came  just 
75/.  short  of  the  2,000/.,  and  suggested  that  that  might  be 
met  before  they  departed  that  evening.  The  President  re- 
marked that  the  Secretary  might  go  to  bed  that  night  with 
an  easy  mind  on  that  score,  because  he  was  pleased  to  say 
that  Colonel  Probyn  bad  told  him  he  would  like  to  see  the 
2.000/.  made  up,  and  authorised  him  to  make  his  donation 
100  guineas  instead  of  ten  guineas,  thus  making  the  list  a 
record  one.  A  gentleman  at  the  far  end  of  the  hall  called 
out  that  he  should  like  to  increase  his  donation  from  five  to 
ten  guineas. 

••The  President." 

This  was  the  last  toast  of  the  evening,  and  it  was 
given  by  Mr.  A.  L.  Savory  in  an  admirable  little  speech, 
which  made  one  wonder  why  he  makes  so  little  use  of 
an  obvious  talent.  He  complimented  Mr.  Hills  upon  the 
manner  in  which  he  had  discharged  the  duties  of  the  chair 
during  the  past  year,  and  especially  following  such  a  strong 
President  as  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe.  He  referred  also  to 
the  enormous  amount  of  work  done  by  the  Council,  and  said 
that  Mr.  Hills  had  guided  his  deliberations  with  all 
the  geniality,  good  sense,  good  judgment,  patience,  and 
tact  necessary  for  such  a  position.  He  recalled  the  fact 
that  the  historic  house  of  which  Mr.  Hills  was  the  head  had 
given  the  Society  admirable  Presidents  in  Jacob  Bell  and 
Thomas  Hyde  Hills,  and  he  was  perfectly  certain  that  Mr. 
Walter  Hills  would  maintain  the  traditions  of  his  house. 
The  toast  was  drunk  with  musical  honours,  led  off  by  the 
toastmaster  ;  and  Mr.  Hills  courteously  replied,  paying  a 
tribute  to  the  admirable  assistance  that  he  had  received 
from  the  Secretary  and  his  exceedingly  efficient  staff.  In 
the  course  of  his  remarks,  he  said  that  Mr.  Grimwade  had 
been  telling  him  that  out  in  Australia  they  said  that  Scotch- 
men got  all  the  money,  Irishmen  all  the  billets,  and  English- 
men did  all  the  work.  He  understood  that  Mr.  Carteighe 
claimed  to  have  some  association  with  Ireland,  and  as  he 
had  left  the  hall  he  might  say  more  freely  that  Mr.  Carteighe 
had  the  billet,  but  with  that  billet  he  had  done  an  enormous 
amount  of  work.  The  company  then  separated,  the  general 
■opinion  being  that  it  had  been  a  successful  function.

A  passenger  on  board  the  steamship  Glenartncy,  which 
was  wrecked  some  time  ago  off  the  Arabian  coast,  hear  Aden, 
relates  that  after  the  beaching  of  the  vessel  a  crowd  of  Arabs 
swarmed  on  board  and  broached  the  cargo.  They  drank  beer 
and  Worcestershire  sauce  with  impartiality,  and  apparently 
with  equal  zest,  and  thickly  spread  their  native  bread  with 
cherry  tooth-paste,  of  which  they  discovered  a  couple  of 
boxes.  This  they  seemed  to  regard  as  a  particularly  delicious 
kind  of  butter. 


THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  fifty-sixth  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held  on  Wednesday 
at  the  House  of  the  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square  Mr  1 
Walter  Hills,  the  President,  in  the  chair.     The  attendance  ! 
was  larger  than  usual,  about  200  being  present,  including 
many  from  the  provinces. 

The  President's  Address. 
The  report  having  been  taken  as  read,  its  adoption  was  i 
moved  by  the  President,  who  commenced  by  observing  • 
that  he  had  now  attended  the  annual  meetings  for  over 
twenty  years,  and  he  well  remembered  how  under  the  old 
arrangement  the  adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and 
seconded  by  prominent  and  eloquent  members  not  on  the  : 
Council.     Perhaps  it  was  natural  for  him  on  this  his  first 
appearance  in  the  capacity  of  President  at  an  annual  meet-  i 
ing  to  refer  for  a  moment  to  one  such  occasion— the  annual 
meeting  of  1874—  the  first  over  which  his  late  uncle  pre- 
sided.   He  felt  that  he  had  some  excuse  for  directing  their  ' 
attention  for  a  moment  or  two  to  a  meeting  held  twenty-  ; 
three  years  ago,  because  the  subject  of  education,  which  he 
considered  to  be  the  key-note  of  the  report  now  presented  to 
them,  was  also  very  prominent  on  that  occasion.    It  was 
interesting  to  note  that  towards  the  end  of  the  meeting, 
Mr.  Atkins,  who  was  not  then  a  member  of  Council,  and' 
who  had  previously  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
moved — 

That^  the  Preliminary  examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  be  discontinued  after  the  year 
1876,  and  that   the   certificates   of   legally-constituted  j 
examining  bodies  be  accepted  in  lieu  thereof. 

This  motion  was  not  put  to  the  meeting,  but  a  short  discus" 
sion  ensued',  for  the  subject  was  at  that  time  receiving  con"  ; 
siderable  attention.  Although  the  transference  of  the  conduct 
of  the  examination  to  the  College  of  Preceptors  was  made  j 
two  years  later,  it  had  been  left  for  the  present  Council  to  ! 
endorse  in  the  amended  by-laws  the  motion  tentatively  put  i 
forward  at  that  meeting.    The  report  of  the  Council,  sub- ! 
mitted  to  the  same  meeting  referred  at  length  to  the  im- 
portant changes  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  carried  out  during  \ 
the  previous  year.  These  changes  were  broadly  the  severance  j 
of  the  intimate  connection  which   had  hitherto  existed 
between  the  Council  and  the  school,  and  the  commencement  | 
of  shorter  courses  of  instruction.    In  both  these  particulars 
the  older  arrangements  had  recently  been  revived,  with 
modifications,  by  the  present  Council.    He  now  proposed  j 
to    say    a    few    words    with   reference   to   the  present 
report.    He  was  not  at  all  depressed  as  to  the  financial  , 
position  of  the   Society,  about  which  much  had  been  i 
written  lately.    He  was  not  one  of  those  who  thought  that 
the  primary  object  of  a  Council  such  as  theirs  should  be  to 
save  money  and  make  investments  for  the  benefit  of  posterity. ) 
In  his  opinion  the  first  aim  should  be  to  spend  as  much  as 
was  available  on  all  objects  which  were  desirable  or  bene-  \ 
ficial  to  the  whole  body.    They  were  all  aware  that  during 
the  last  few  years  a  considerable  portion  of  their  income, , 
and  some  of  their  invested  capital,  had  been  spent  both  here , 
and  in  Edinburgh  for  the  purchase  of  premises  and  for  the! 
erection  and  equipment  of  buildings  better  adapted  for 
examination  and  other  purposes  than  had  previously  been , 
available.    The  money  for  this,  as  well  as  for  the  provision 
of  new  offices,  Council  and  comrsittee  rooms,  &c.,  in  London, 
had,  he  thought,  been  wisely  spent.    It  had  enabled  them  to 
transact  their  business  with  greater  convenience  than  before,; 
and  had  afforded  more  roornin  the  older  buildings  for  other  j 
important  and  growing  departments  of  their  work.  The, 
report  stated  that   "it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the : 
anticipations  of  the  Council  with  reference  to  the  reduc-, 
tion  of  the  balance  on  the  Journal  account  have  been- 
well    founded,   and  it    is    confidently  hoped    that  the! 
improvement    will    be  continued."     They  would  notice) 
that  this  balance,  which,   exclusive  of   postage,  was,  Wj 
1894,  1,471/.,   and,  in  1895,  2,761/.,   had,  in  1896,  been 
reduced  to  2,229/.,  and  he  believed  that  at  the  end  of; 
1897  there  would  be  further  considerable  reduction.  The 
specially  large  sum  debited  to  the  Journal  in  the  1895  ac 
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count  was  fully  explained  twelve  months  ago  by  his  prede- 
cessor, whose  hopeful  anticipation  on  that  occasion  with 
regard  to  the  Journal  had  been  since  fully  realised.  He 
thought  they  would  agree  with  him  that  their  Journal  was 
now  quite  up  to  date,  and  supplied  a  large  amount  of  useful 
information  to  its  readers.    He  was  glad  to  know  that  in  its 
present  form  it  was  much  appreciated  and  widely  read,  with 
a  corresponding  value  both  to  advertisers  and  to  proprietors. 
In  estimating  the  cost  at  which  the  Journal  was  supplied  to 
each  member,  it  was  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  about 
•  '400  copies  wrere  given  away  weekly  to  honorary  and  corre- 
sponding members,  institutions,  &c.    In  this  way  the  Society 
was  doing  good  public  work,  by  promoting  the  diffusion 
amongst  the  intelligent  classes  of  the  community  of  know- 
ledge respecting  the  history  and  progress  of  pharmacy.  Too 
much  importance  must  not  be  attached  to  the  figures  relat- 
ing to  fees  and  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  school, 
because  they  covered  a  time  of  transition,  and  therefore 
were  somewhat  deceptive.     A   large  proportion   of  the 
■students'  fees  received  in  1896  would  be  paid  out  during  this 
year,  but  he  believed  that  the  future  cost  to  the  Society  of  the 
school  and  research  department,  under  present  arrange- 
ments, would  be  considerably  less  than  during  the  last  few 
years.    As  regarded  the  examinations,  he  regretted  that 
such  a  large  proportion  of  candidates  failed  to  satisfy  the 
examiners.    Should    their  amended    by-laws    come  into 
operation,  he  thought  the  percentage  of  failures  would  be 
reduced.    Passing  on  to  the  paragraph  headed  "Council,"  he 
said  it  seemed  strange,  no  doubt,  to  them,  as  it  did  to  him, 
that  Mr.  Carteighe  was  not  occupying  the  chair  to-day.  At 
fourteen  consecutive  annual  meetings  he  bai  presided,  and  for 
that  period  hehadungrudingly  devoted  his  time  and  abilities 
as  President  to  the  welfare  of  the  Society.    Their  special 
thanks  were  due  to  him  for  that.    The  President  next  ex- 
pressed regret  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Schacht  so  soon  after  his 
retirement  from  the  Council,  and  went  on  to  say  that  the 
important  alterations  arising  from  the  reorganisation  of  the 
school,  which  he  believed  had  been  generally  approved,  were 
working  well.    They  had  a  large  number  of  students  taking 
the  elementary  course,  and  next  year  they  hoped  to  have  a 
larger  class  for  the  advanced  course  mainly  composed  of 
those  who  were  at  present  taking  the  elementary  course. 
The  extension  of  these  courses  would  doubtless  be  of  great 
advantage  to  the  student,  and  the  close  connection  restored 
between  the  Council  and  the  school  by  the  appointment  of  a 
"visitor  from  the  School  Committee  was  also  satisfactory.  He 
was  sorry  that  grants  for  the  encouragement  of  provincial 
education  were  not  given  more   frequently.     Too  often 
local    associations  which    had  a  fair  beginning  under- 
went a  gradual  process  of  disintegration  under  the  depress- 
ing   influence    of    apathy    and    indifference,    but  all 
requests  for  help  were  carefully  as  well  as  sympathetically 
•considered.    As  regarded  the  research  department  of  their 
■school,  in  case  there  should  be  any  disappointment  that 
there  were  at  present  no  published  records  of  completed 
investigations,  he  might  say  that  work  in  that  direction  was 
'being  done,  and   that  he  hoped    in    due  course  useful 
results  would  follow.    It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that 
research  was  a  lengthened  process,  and  could  not  be  done  to 
order;  also  that  one  of  the  objects  contemplated  by  the 
•establishment  of  this  department  was  to  teach  their  advanced 
■students  the  method  of  research.    He  trusted  that  after  the 
•expiration  of  their  Major  course  in  1898  several  students 
would  find  it  practicable  to  work  for  some  time  in  the 
research  laboratory.   A  large  number  of  infringements  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  Council.    Most  of 
them  were  of  the  usual  somewhat  monotonous  character.  As 
a  rule,  when  cases  were  brought  into  Court  south  of  the 
Tweed,  they  had  no  cause  to  complain  of  any  want  of 
sympathy  on  the  part  of  County  Court  judges  with  the 
■object  of  the  Society  to   enforce  the  conditions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act;  but  in  Scotland  there  was  considerable 
difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  law.    It  must 
be  remembered  that  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  registered 
chemists  and  druggists  and  medical  practitioners  were  allowed 
to  carry  on  business  for  the  sale  and  dispensing  of  poisons, 
and  that  the  interpretation  of  the  Act  had  unfortunately 
placed  limited  companies  outside  the  scope  of  its  provisions. 
It  had  also  been  decided  in  the  Divisional  Court  by  Mr. 
Justice  Havkins  that  each  sale  of  such  poisons  must  be 
made  by  the  hands  of  a  registered  person.  It  followed,  then,  I 


that  on  the  premises  of  chemists,  medical  men,  and  limited 
companies  alike  proceedings  under  the  15th  section  could  only 
be  taken  against  the  unqualified  individual  by  whose  hands 
the  sale  was  made,  and  who  was  in  many  cases,  from  a  moral 
point  of  view,  the  less  guilty  person.     He  regretted  that 
such  was  the  case,  but  as  far  as  he  could  see  there  was  no 
other  method  of  procedure.    And  this  condition  of  things 
sometimes  induced  an  apparent  sympathy  on  the  part  of 
sheriffs  and  others  with  the  unqualified  assistant  against  whom 
proceedings  were  taken  ;  this  sympathy  was  shown  by  the 
ridiculously  small  penalties  that  were  imposed,  and  the  costs 
allowed,  and  also  by  the  general  tenor  of  remarks  made 
during  the  conduct  of  the  cases.     This  was  very  marked 
during  the  hearing  of  cases  brought  recently  before  Shei  iff 
Mair  at  Airdrie,  these  being  cases  of  the  sales  of  poisons 
by  the  unqualified  assistants  of  medical  men.    In  giving 
judgment,  the  Sheriff  was  reported  to  have  said  that  he  did 
not  see  why  these  professional  witnesses  should  be  sent  into 
this  district  to  trap  the  doctor's  assistant.    Now  he  (the 
President)  said  it  was  not  the  custom  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  seek  out  cases  of  infraction  of  the  rharmacy 
Acts.    In  order  to  obtain  evidence  it  was  necessary  to  pn> 
cure  purchases  of  poisons,  and,  having  regard  to  the  natural 
reluctance  of  neighbours  to  appear  in  any  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings, it  was  often  unavoidable  to  employ  persons  called 
by  the  Sheriff  "  professional  witnesses."     The  points  he 
wished  to  emphasise  were — (1)  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  take   proceedings  against  all 
persons  who  were  infringing  the  Pharmacy  Acts  ;  (2)  that, 
proceedings  are  taken  against  the  unqualified  assistants  of 
registered  chemists  equally  with  those  of  medical  men  and 
companies  when  the  sales  of  poisons  are  not  under  the 
required  supervision ;  (3)  that  in  many  cases,  as  he  had 
previously  indicated,  proceedings  were  only  possible  against 
the  person  who  actually  handed  over  the  poison.     It  was  to 
be  hoped  that  before  long  the  assistant  who  had  been  fined 
would  discover  that  there  was  a  remedy  provided  by  the  law, 
and  that  he  would  succeed  in  obtaining  compensation  from 
his  employer.    He  protested  against  the  Sheriff's  remark 
that  "some  private  interest  is  involved,"  and  he  repeated  that 
the  Council,  in  proceeding  against  these  persons,  were  only 
carrying  out  statutory  obligations.    If,  in  thus  doing  their 
duty  and  protecting  the  interests  of  the  public,  the  advantage 
was  on  the  side  of  qualification,  it  was  only  what  was  just 
and  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
With  regard  to  the  amounts  of  penalties  awarded,  it  was 
unsatisfactory  that  in  Scotland,  where  the  proceedings  bore 
rather  a  criminal  than  a  civil  character,  the  Sheriffs  had  the 
power  of  inflicting  merely  nominal  fines.  The  extreme  smallness 
of  the  fines  and  of  the  expenses  frequently  allowed,  together 
with  the  considerations  to  which  he  had  alluded,  increased  the 
difficulties  of  cairying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  north  of  the  Tweed.    The  case  of  the  Society  v.  Fox 
alluded  to  in   the  report  was   of  great  interest.  With 
respect  to  patent  medicines  the  Council  continued  to  care- 
fully watch  the  applications  for  patents,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  granting  of  any  which,  in  their  opinion,  had  no  claim  to 
a  right  to  be  so  protected.    He  rejoiced  at  the  substantial 
addition  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  at  their  festival  dinner. 
Having  briefly  alluded  to  the  work  of  the  North  British 
Branch  and  Mr.  Ewing's  services,  and  slightly  touched  upon 
the  losses  to  the  Society  by  death,  the  President  repeated 
that  he  considered  education,  in  its  widest  sense,  to  be  the 
prominent  feature  of  the  report  before  them.    That  repoit 
seemed  to  imply  that,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the 
Council,  the  best  weapons  for  the  pharmacist  of  the  future 
with  which  to  combat  the  difficulties  that  beset  his  progress 
were,  firstly,  a  liberal  general  education,  the  test  for  the 
possession  of  which  was  provided  for  in  their  amended  by- 
laws ;  and,  secondly,  together  with  apprenticeship  or  pupilage, 
a  sound  technical  training,  such  as  was  now  provided  by  the 
lengthened  curriculum  in  the  Society's  school.     But  as  in 
the  moral  world  there  were  sins  of  omission  as  well  as  those 
of  commission,  and  critics  who  overlooked  neither,  he  would 
like  to  say  that,  so  far  as  he  knew  the  opinions  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the,  Council,  they  were  quite  prepared  to  apply  for 
Parliamentary  powers  to  consolidate  the  Society  by  the 
election  to  membership  of  all  chemists  and  druggists.  It 
was  necessary,   however,   to  remind  them  that  failures 
of  previous  efforts  in  that  direction  had  been  largely  due  to 
the  want  of  unanimity  and  energetic  support  which  were 
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required  to  carry  such  a  Bill  through  Parliament.  It  was 
not  possible  to  create  any  outside  public  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject, and  there  would  be  considerable  difficulty  in  getting  a 
Department  of  State  to  take  it  up.  It  was  all  the  more 
necessary,  therefore,  that  evidence  should  be  afforded  to  the 
incoming  Council  of  a  very  general  desire  that  such  a 
change  in  the  constitution  of  the  Society  should  be  effected, 
and  that,  should  a  Bill  dealing  with  it  be  presented  to 
Parliament.,  their  friends  throughout  the  country  should 
with  no  uncertain  voice  make  their  wishes  known  to  the 
members  of  Parliament  of  their  respective  districts.  In 
that,  as  in  all  other  changes  which  the  Council  might  from 
time  to  time  consider  to  be  beneficial  for  all  who  practised 
pharmacy,  it  was  well  to  remember  that,  unless  they  were 
ready  at  times  to  rink  individual  differences  for  the  common 
good,  very  little  progress  could  be  expected.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  they  took  as  their  motto  "  Union  is  strength,"  they 
might  confidently  expect  that  many  of  their  aspirations  for 
the  advance  of  pharmacy  might  in  due  time  be  realised. 
(Loud  cheers.) 

The  Vice-Peesident  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Foe  Extending  the  Poisons  Schedule. 

Mr.  Leo  Atkinson  did  not  think  the  report  should  pass 
without  some  recognition  of  the  reorganisation  of  the 
Society's  school,  a  most  arduous  work,  and  he  believed  that 
the  changes  made  would  meet  with  general  acceptance. 
Referring  to  the  condition  of  the  poisons  schedule,  he 
observed  that  since  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  thirty 
years  ago,  there  had  been  only  a  very  slight  alteration  in  it; 
and  when  they  took  into  consideration  the  enormous  advances 
which  had  been  made  in  therapeutics,  and  the  enormous 
number  of  new  remedies  introduced,  they  might  fairly  well 
see  that  it  was  quite  time  there  was  some  alteration  made  in 
the  schedule.  He  was  not  bitten  very  seriously  with  the 
carbolic-acid  question.  He  knew  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  made  representations  with  regard  to  the  sale  of 
carbolic  acid,  but,  considering  the  variety  of  uses  to  which  it 
was  applied,  he  doubted  whether  they  would  be  able  to  get 
the  Privy  Council  to  place  such  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  it 
as  to  confine  it  absolutely  to  the  registered  chemist  and 
druggist.  He  did  not  think  in  the  interest  of  the 
trade  that  it  was  necessary  to  take  any  very  active 
steps  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid,  because  if 
they  did  the  result  might  be  the  breaking  down  of 
that  line  of  distinction  which  was  previously  threatened 
when  the  Government  proposed  to  deal  with  such  poisons  as 
this.  He  thought  their  attention  should  rather  be  confined  to 
such  substances  as  sulphonal,  antipyrin,  phenacetin,  and 
cocaine.  Respecting  the  last  he  said  that  the  law  with 
regard  to  the  sale  of  coca-wine  was  in  a  chaotic  state,  as  the 
chemist  was  required  to  put  the  maximum  of  cocaine  and  of 
extractive  into  the  preparation  he  sold,  while  the  grocer  and 
the  oilman  could  sell  anything  in  the  nature  of  alcoholic 
trash,  and  he  would  like  to  see  that  remedied. 

Glyn-Jones  and  the  P.J 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  before  making  a  few  remarks  as  to  the 
conduct  of  the  Society's  Journal,  asked  whether  the  question 
of  its  contents  was  unreservedly  in  the  hands  of  the  editor, 
or  whether  it  was  subject  to  a  committee. 

The  President  replied  that  he  thought  that  what  appeared 
in  the  Journal  was  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  unreservedly, 
but  of  course  his  conduct  was  subject  to  criticism,  and  could 
be  brought  before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  complained  that  a  letter  sent  to  the 
Journal  to  be  inserted  in  the  issue  of  May  8,  dealing  with 
Pharmaceutical  Council  election  [see  C.  §  D.,  May  8,  page 
745],  was  not  allowed  to  appear.  The  editor  had  explained  to 
the  readers  that  it  had  always  been  held  that  the  Journal  was 
not  the  place  in  which  to  bring  influence  to  bear  upon  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  election;  but  past  copies  of  the 
Journal  showed  that  letters  had  appeared  dealing  with  such 
questions — individual  candidates  had  been  selected  and  named 
and  voters  had  been  asked  to  vote  for  or  against  them.  In  this 
very  election  letters  had  appeared  seeking  to  influence  the 
candidature  of  London  members  as  against  country  members, 
and  he  maintained  that  those  gentlemen  who  lived  in  the 
country,  and  who  sought  seats  upon  the  Council,  had  quite 
as  much  right  to  think  they  were  eligible  as  Londoners.  He 


objected  to  partiality,  and  said  that  they  had  a  right  to  the 
use  of  their  Journal  to  express  their  opinions.  By  comparing 
the  P.A.T.A.  with  an  outside  society  like  the  Anti-Vivisection 
Society  as  the  editor  had  done,  the  want  of  sympathy  which 
was  so  often  complained  of  was  manifested. 

Old  Voices. 

Mr.  Hambeook  (Dover)  expressed  the  hope  that  he  would 
live  to  see  the  time  when  all  associates  in  business  would  be.- 
made  members  of  their  Society. 

The  Peesident  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  seeing  Mr.. 
Hambrook  present,  especially  as  he  was  a  founder  of  tfae- 
Society. 

Mr.  Peecy  Wells,  rising  from  a  back  bench,  was  scarcely 
recognised  by  the  members  in  his  skull-cap  and  look  of 
robust  health.  He  soon  made  it  known  that  he  was  Mr. 
Percy  Wells.  He  thought  they  had  heard  his  voice  before.  - 
(Laughter.)  He  did  not  go  there  that  day,  he  added,  to  ■ 
criticise  the  action  of  the  Council,  because  his  previous  ex- 
perience was  that  notwithstanding  all  that  the  councillors 
might  promise  before  election,  once  they  did  get  in  a.- 
shade  came  over  them,  and  they  dropped  into  a  normal, 
condition.  (Laughter.)  They  seemed  to  be  pachyderma- 
tous, and  became  impenetrable.  One  subject  upon  which  he 
desired  to  speak  was  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence.  There 
was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  their  expenditure  was  ex- 
ceeding their  yearly  income.  Last  year  they  had  to  borrow 
1  500/.  to  carry  them  on,  and  although  they  had  paid  that 
back  they  had  to  borrow  1,500/.  again,  which  was  still  owing,, 
and  interest  was  accruing. 

The  Peesident  :  It  has  been  repaid,  Mr.  Wells. 

Mr.  Wells  :  It  appears  on  this  statement,  any  way,  but  I 
won't  quibble  about  that.  Proceeding,  he  said  he  never 
gave  the  Council  credit  for  being  business  men — (laughter). 
— and  also  he  wished  to  say,  in  the  politest  language  pos- 
sible, that  if  they  were  not  guilty  of  suppressio  vcri  in  con- 
nection with  the  financial  statement,  they  at  least  suppressed 
important  facts.  From  this  he  proceeded  to  criticise  the 
financial  statement,  especially  animadverting  to  an  extra- 
ordinary editorial  in  the  official  Journal  on  May  15.  He 
complained  that  it  was  unjust,  unfair,  and  unwarrantable 
merely  to  say  "  This  is  the  balance  to  the  debit  of  the  Journal 
account."  They  had  a  right  to  know  what  was  the  total  expen- 
diture in  connection  with  the  Journal,  the  cost  of  printing, 
what  was  paid  the  editor  and  sub-editor.  Some  time  ago  they 
paid  the  editor  500/.  a  year,  and  the  sub-editor  250/.,  he 
believed.  Now  the  Society  had  a  right  to  know  whether  the 
remuneration  was  continued  or  increased.  As  to  the  editorial 
contributions,  he  declared  that  he  could  do  the  whole  work 
himself  in  half  an  hour  every  week,  and  he  was  so  con- 
temptuous of  the  index,  about  which  he  did  not  care  a 
button,  that  he  made  an  index  himself.  The  Journal  was 
chiefly  what  was  known  as  "  scissors  and  paste."  Mr.  Wells- 
was  proceeding  in  this  strain  amidst  considerable  interrup- 
tion, cries  of  "  Order,  Order  !  "  and  "  Don't  be  insulting,"  being 
frequent.    He  replied  that  he  had  not  been,  but 

The  Peesident,  to  quell  the  tumult,  said  that  he  was- 
sure  Mr.  Wells  would  try  to  keep  clear  of  personalities,  and 
remember  in  giving  expression  to  his  own  views  that  others- 
had  characters  and  reputations  at  stake. 

Mr.  Wiggins  complained  that  Mr.  Wells  kept  referring  to- 
"  he,  he,"  without  specifying  an3'one. 

Mr.  Wells  replied  that  he  had  not  attacked  the  reputation, 
of  anybody.  As  to  his  saying  "he,"  well,  was  he  to  repeat 
"  the  editor  "  every  time  ?  That  was  not  necessary,  as  he- 
had  referred  to  the  editor  at  the  outset.  If  they  liked,  he 
would  call  him  Dr.  Paul ;  but  that  would  be  almost  personal.. 
(Laughter.) 

A  Voice  :  Speak  of  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  and  not 
on  literary  matters.    ("Hear,  hear,"  and  laughter.) 

Mr.  Wells  replied  that  if  scissors  and  paste  made^ 
literature — (laughter) — he  had  lived  in  vain  for  nearly 
seventy-three  years.  Criticising  the  Journal  contents,  he- 
asked  how,  in  the  name  of  patience,  it  interested  the  majority 
of  the  readers  to  know  that  some  little  coterie  had  dined 
together  or  gone  out  to  cricket  or  golf  ?  (Laughter.)  The 
paper  would  be  made  more  interesting  and  educational,  and, 
reflect  more  credit  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  if  they 
took  out  about  two-thirds  of  what  he  would  call  the  twaddle. 

A  Voice:  "Time."  Another  Voice  :  "  Sit  down."  A  third:. 
•'Make  Mr.  Wells  editor." 
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Mr.  Wells  :  "  No  ;  Mr.  Wells  does  not  consider  himself  fit 

-to  be  editor."  He  went  on  to  refer  to  two  sums  of  ten 
guineas  each,  the  one  under  the  head  of  "  Library," 
and  the  other  "  Museum,"  charged  for  the  heads  of  these 
departments  attending  annual  meetings.  It  was  peculiar, 
he  said,  that  the  expenses  of  the  curator  and  librarian  in 
attending  meetings  should  be  exactly  ten  guineas.  This  was 

■said  amidst  a  good  deal  of  protest  on  the  question  of  taste. 
In  conclusion  he  expressed  the  hope  that  in  future  the 

'Council  would  take  members  of  the  Society  into  their  con- 
fidence, that  the  total  expenditure  in  connection  with  the 

.Journal  would  be  plainly  shown,  and  that  by  judiciously 
sifting  the  wheat  from  the  chaff,  and  giving  readers  only  the 
wheat  in  the  paper,  the  conductors  of  it  would  be  able  to 
decrease  its  cost. 

The  Official  Keply. 

The  President  said  that  if  no  other  gentleman  had  any 
remark  to  make  he  would  like  to  say  one  or  two  words  with 
tregard  to  the  speeches  to  which  they  had  listened.  He  was 
delighted  to  see  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  present, 
-and  they  hoped  he  would  be  long  spared,  and  would  live  to 
--see  the  consolidation  of  the  Society.  (Cheers.)  He  thanked 
Mr.  Atkinson  for  the  confidence  he  had  expressed  with  regard 
to  the  general  policy  of  the  Council,  and  especially  with 
.reference  to  the  scheme  as  regarded  the  schedule.  That 
matter  was  constantly  under  their  notice,  and  the  Council 
would  bear  in  mind  the  remarks  made.  With  regard  to  Mr. 
Jones's  speech  he'  repeated  that  Dr.  Paul,  in  his  judgment, 
was  the  responsible  editor  of  the  Journal,  and  they  gave 
'him  a  considerable  amount  of  rope,  and  they  believed  that 
their  confidence  in  him  was  deserved.  (Cheers.)  He  did 
not  think  that  with  regard  to  this  particular  matter  Dr.  Paul 
liad  made  a  mistake,  (Hear,  hear  )  It  was  open  to  any 
member  of  the  Society  to  send  a  letter  to  the 
editor  with  reference  to  a  coming  election,  and,  provided 
there  was  nothing  libellous  in  it,  he  might  expect 
the  letter  to  be  inserted.  But  if  any  combination 
of  persons  sent  a  letter,  then  he  thought  it 
was  open  to  the  editor  to  say  he  did  not  think  it  wise  to 
insert  the  letter.  He  rather  deprecated  any  letter  that  said, 
"Do  not  vote."  He  was  not  in  favour  of  any  expression  of 
opinion  which  said  that  a  man  should  not  receive  support. 
However,  that  was  a  matter  of  opinion.  Mr.  Percy  Wells 
had  spoken  at  considerable  length,  but,  at  the  end  of  his 
remarks,  he  (the  President)  was  not  much  wiser  than  when 
he  started.  If  he  was  of  opinion  that  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  waste-paper  in  the  Journal,  he  was  surprised  that  he 
had  taken  the  trouble  to  index  it.  (Laughter.)  With  regard 
to  the  items  of  expenditure,  he  maintained  that  the  Council 
was  elected  by  members  who  had  confidence  in  them,  and, 
whatever  Mr.  Percy  Wells  might  say  as  to  their  ability  and 
position,  he  believed  that  the  members  and  associates  of  the 
Society  had  confidence  in  them  that  they  had  a  fair  amount 
of  business  capacity.  (Cheers.)  He  believed  it  was  in  the 
interests  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Journal  that  the  figures 
which  were  asked  for  should  not  be  given.  (Hear,  hear.)  With 
reference  to  the  ten  guineas  for  the  curator  attending  some 
meetings  in  the  country,  it  was  the  express  wish  of  the 
'Council  that  the  Curator  and  Librarian  should  attend,  and 
•  the  question  whether  they  expended  all  the  allowance  or  not 
■was  not  worth  consideration.  It  was  right  they  should  have 
■a  fair  amount  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  meetings  they 
were  asked  to  attend.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  now  moved  that 
the  report  and  statement  of  accounts  be  received  and 
adopted. 

Mr.  S.  Lloyd  Stacey-  said  he  understood  Mr.  Percy  Wells 
■to  appeal  to  the  auditors.  He  was  quite  prepared  to 
-make  some  remarks  if  the  meeting  so  wished.    (No,  no.) 

The  resolution  was  then  put  and  carried,  with  one  dis- 
sentient. 

What  Does  This  Imply  ? 

Mr.  Stacey  desired  to  make  a  statement  as  to  the  position 
•of  the  auditors.  He  noticed  in  the  Journal  a  statement 
that  the  balance  of  the  Journal  account  was  2,200/.  odd,  and 
that  the  figures  were  vouched  for  (and  were,  therefore, 
•correct)  by  the  auditors.  The  figures  were  perfectly 
•correct  as  a  matter  of  income  and  expenditure,  but 
the  auditors  did  not  vouch  for  any  inference 
that  they  might  draw  from  the  figures.    He  had  naver  seen 


a  balance-sheet  of  the  Society,  and  it  was  important  that 
the  members  should  not  be  misled  in  respect  to  the  annual 
statement,  which  did  not  show  how  they  stood.  The  books 
of  the  Society  were  most  correctly  kept,  and  the  document 
he  had  to  sign  as  an  auditor  was  merely  a  statement  of 
the  actual  income  and  expenditure.  The  auditors  checked 
every  figure,  and  vouched  for  the  statement  as  submitted 
being  correct ;  but  they  thought  it  desirable  that  the  accounts 
should  be  placed  in  a  more  business-like  form.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Appendices. 

Mr.  Campkin  desired  to  know  if  no  sufficient  statement 
of  account  could  be  given  with  regard  to  the  Journal 
expenditure ;  how  it  was  that  during  the  past  three  months 
some  elaborate  statistics  were  given  with  regard  to  it. 
There  must  be  some  accounts  published  to  enable  those  who 
had  criticised  the  accounts  of  the  Journal  to  make  statements. 
He  gathered  from  information  he  had  been  able  to  obtain  that, 
during  the  past  twenty-eight  or  twenty-nine  years  the  Journal 
had  undoubtedly  shown  some  deficiency.  In  the  country 
they  had  been  led  to  believe  that  the  Journal  had  cost  con- 
siderably more  in  the  aggregate  than  the  amount  of  the 
subscriptions,  and  some  of  them  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  statements  were  not  founded  upon  fact,  and  that 
the  members'  subscriptions  had  not  been  entrenched  upon  to 
the  amount  of  one-half.  He  had  ascertained  that,  roughly, 
for  the  past  twenty-nine  years  the  excess  of  expenditure 
over  receipts  had  amounted  to  something  like  900/. '  (sir), 
which  made  the  cost  of  the  Journal  to  members  something 
between  7s.  and  8s.  per  member,  thus  leaving  lis.  or  12s.  in 
favour  of  the  Society.  If  he  was  correct  in  that  view,  there 
must  have  been  some  publication  of  accounts  in  connection 
with  the  Journal.  It  was  erroneous,  therefore,  to  say  there 
were  no  means  available  to  obtain  this  information,  and 
when  they  came  there  they  expected  to  elicit  information. 

Mr.  James  Mackenzie  rose  to  move — 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  is  satisfied  that  gfeat  improvements  in  the  con- 
stitution, powers,  and  working  of  the  Society  are  required 
in  order  to  provide  adequate  protection  to  its  members 
and  associates,  securing  also  greater  protection  and 
safety  to  the  public.  Resolves — "  That  until  some 
beneficial  change  has  been  effected  constitutionally,  no 
alteration  in  the  by-laws  is  called  for  at  the  present  time." 

The  President  said  he  was  quite  willing  to  hear  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie make  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  first  part  of  his 
resolution,  but  with  regard  to  the  second  part,  it  would  be 
out  of  order  to  resolve  what  he  proposed,  as  the  Council  had 
already  agreed  to  refer  for  confirmation  amended  by-laws  to 
a  special  meeting  which  was  to  follow. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  did  not  appear  to  relish  this  treatment, 
and  argued  the  point  a  bit ;  when  Mr.  Carteighe  appealed 
to  him  to  postpone  his  speech  until  the  by-laws  meeting. 

The  President  then  produced  the  registers  as  required 
by  law,  scrutineers  were  appointed,  the  present  auditors 
(Messrs.  Butt,  Lescher,  Stacey,  Umney,  and  Yates)  were  re- 
elected, and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  until  Thursday  at 
3  p.m. 


THE  SPECIAL  MEETING. 

At  1.35  the  meeting  was  resolved  into  a  special  general 
meeting  of  the  members  and  associates  for  the  purpose  of 
abrogating  the  fourteen  by-laws  of  the  Society,  numbered 
11  to  2A  of  section  X.,  and  of  considering,  and,  if  thought 
proper,  of  confirming  and  approving,  new  by-laws  to  be 
submitted  to  the  said  meeting  by  the  Council  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  incorporation  of  the 
said  Society,  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  and  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868. 
The  President  moved  — 

That  the  fourteen  by-laws  of  the  Society,  Nos.  11  to  24  of 
section  X.,  be  abrogated,  and  that  the  new  by-laws  now 
submitted  to  this  meeting,  Nos.  11  to  23,  be  confirmed. 

He  said  they  were  dealing  with  two  special  points  in 
the  amended  by-laws.  The  first  was  with  reference  to  the 
First  examination,  which  it  was  suggested  should  be  discon- 
tinued after  June,  1900,  and  that  registration  as  an  appren- 
tice or  student  should  be  contingent  upon  the  production  of 
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certificates  of  general  education  granted  by  the  examining 
bodies.    That  really  covered  an  important  alteration  in  the 
scope  of  the  examination.  It  was  proposed  that  in  future  there 
should  be  a  test  provided  to  prove  the  existence  of  a  more 
general  and  liberal  education  on  the  part  of  those  who  were 
about  to  enter  the  profession.    With  regard  to  that  point,  so 
far  as  he  could  judge,  the  feeling  of  the  members  and 
associates  was  unanimous.    It  was  proposed  that  there  should 
be  a  registration-fee  of  ten  guineas,  and  a  uniform  fee  of  three 
guineas  afterwards.    He  thought  the  general  feeling  was 
in  favour  of  the  scheme.    There  was   only   one  official 
jarring  note.   Mr.  Wootton  had  in  regard  to  the  second  point 
written  a  letter  giving  a  specific  reason  for  his  disapproval, 
but  he  (the  Chairman)  thought  it  was  hardly  germane  to  the 
question.    He  said  that  if  it  should  be  adopted  by  the 
Society  and  approved  by  the  Privy  Council,  it  would  encou- 
rage an  unfair  competition.    He  did  not  think  that  was 
germane  to  the  question.    Mr.  Wootton  went  on  to  say  that 
the  policy  was  "  unjust  and  unjustifiable."    He  failed  to  see 
where  it  would  be  unjust  and  unjustifiable.    They  were 
merely  saying  that  in  future,  in  their  opinion,  it  was  desir- 
able in  the  interests  of  the  Society  that  a  ten-guinea  fee 
should  be  paid,  and  that  it  would  be  sufficient,  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  registration.    They  were  within  their  right  in 
asking  for  a  reasonable  fee.  It  was  no  more  than  reasonable, 
for  if  they  looked  at  other  bodies — for  instance,  the  dental 
profession  and  that  of  the  veterinary  surgeon — they  found 
the  fees  were  twenty  guineas  in  each  case.    In  their  case, 
therefore,  it  was  not  unreasonable  to  say  that  a  sum  of  ten 
guineas  should  be  paid.    In  the  case  of  the  candidate  him- 
self, he  would  value  more  highly  what  he  had  paid  a  higher 
fee  for,  and  he  would  no  doubt  obtain  it  back  in  some  form 
afterwards.    The  Council  also  thought  that  if  these  by-laws 
came  into  operation  there  would  be  fewer  failures.  (Hear, 
hear.)    It  had  been  said  that  the  average  sum  paid  for 
qualifying  examination  was  about  8/.  or  eight  guineas  at  the 
present  time.    If  a  man  went  on  failing,  he  would  only  pay 
three  guineas  for  each  time  that  he  came  up.    Much  had 
been  said  about  the  large  amount  that  the  Society  was 
going  to  make  by  the  change.    He  believed  there  would  be 
a  considerable  loss  to  the  Society  by  the  change  which  they 
contemplated  so  far  as  the  First  examination  was  concerned. 
Even  if  the  Society  did  make  anything  by  it,  it  would  be 
for  the    benefit  of  the   whole  body  of    members  and 
associates,   as  well   as  the  registered  persons,  that  the 
Society  should  not  lack  in  the  sinews  of  war.  (Cheers.) 
They  did  not  know  what  expenses  they  might  have  to  incur 
one  of  these  days  in  the  matter  of  proposed  legislation  or 
legal  matters,  and  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  Society 
to  be.  fairly  well  off.    The  money  was  always  wisely  spent, 
and  he  believed  they  would  have  confidence  in  the  Council. 
If  they  did  derive  a  little  extra  income,  that  would  also  be 
spent  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  pharmaceutical  body. 
(Cheers.) 

The  Vice-President  seconded  the  resolution. 

Amendments  Ruled  Out. 
Mr.  Mackenzie  rose  to  move  his  resolution  as  an  amend- 
ment. 

The  President  said  that  no  amendment  was  possible.  The 
powers  of  that  meeting  were  simply  to  say  "  Yea  "  or  "  Nay  " 
to  the  by-laws.  The  legislative  body  was  the  Council,  and 
they  had  approved  of  the  by-laws  in  accordance  with  the 
statute.    This  also  applied  to  Mr.  Wootton's  motion. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  said  it  was  refreshing  to  find  the  Council 
desired  to  redeem  their  position.  At  the  same  time  it  was 
useless  to  talk  about  putting  more  restrictions  and  exacting 
more  fees  until  the  Society  was  put  into  the  position  of 
granting  the  members  who  qualified  that  protection  which 
was  the  very  basis  of  the  intentions  of  the  founders  in  their 
statement  in  1843.  It  was  protection  that  they  wished,  and 
that  they  must  have  in  regard  to  companies,  which  were 
being  established  all  over  the  country.  He  would  have  liked 
to  have  seen  Justice  Hawkins's  decision  carried  to  the  House 
of  Lords. 

Mr.  Carteighe  interposed  and  said  that  the  case  referred 
to  could  not  be  carrried  to  the  House  of  Lords,  because  the 
Judges  refused  to  allow  an  appeal. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  contended  that  they  needed  an  amend- 
ment of  the  law.  They  had  arrived  at  the  time  when  the 
Council  should  be  informed  that  they  wanted  legislation  in 


the  direction  of  unity.  They  should  take  the  College  of 
Surgeons  of  London  or  Edinburgh  as  a  basis,  and  do 
as  they  did,  and  make  one  grand  standard  of  member- 
ship. They  must  have  one  standard  of  membership 
before  they  could  get  the  unity  they  needed. 
They  ought  to  have  a  law  which  would  put  an  end  to  the 
anomalies  of  which  they  had  to  complain.  (From  this  point 
Mr.  Mackenzie  was  subject  to  considerable  interruption 
owing  to  the  impatience  of  the  members,  and  it  was  not 
possible  at  the  press  table  to  follow  his  speech  exactly.)  He 
maintained  that  the  Society  ought  to  have  a  law  rather  than 
a  by-law,  because  a  law  would  make  an  enormous  difference 
to  our  Society.  A  by-law,  he  held  further,  would  not  give 
them  what  they  wanted — funds,  it  was  admitted,  in  what  were 
wanted.  The  object  of  these  amended  by-laws  could 
have  been  more  satisfactorily  attained  by  an  amended  Act, 
because  by  that  means  they  could  secure  uniformity  of  member- 
ship. At  the  same  time  he  admitted  that  certain  persons  who- 
were  now  in  business  had  been  admitted  members  of  the 
Society  on  terms  different  from  those  now  prescribed  by  the 
proposed  by-laws,  and  it  was  a  hardship,  he  contended,  that 
they  should  be  prosecuted.  These  prosecutions,  he  con- 
tended, had  been  adverse  to  the  interests  of  the  Society, 
because  young  men.  particularly  in  Scotland,  seldom  or  never 
got  rid  of  the  results  of  such  prosecutions.  A  young  man, 
serving  an  apprenticeship  in  the  country,  came  into  Glasgow 
or  other  of  the  large  cities,  tried  to  get  a  situation  in  a 
doctor's  shop  or  a  surgeon's  because  he  would  have  greater 
opportunity  for  study,  and  worked  hard  to  be  qualified.  If 
he  had  been  before  the  Sheriff  for  some  small  breach  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  and  was  fined,  he  might  subsequently  pass 
his  examination.  Well,  thereby  he  had  his  revenge  on  the 
Society,  but  the  stigma  of  having  been  before  the  Sheriff 
still  remained  to  him,  and  one  after  another  refused  tc- 
entertain  his  applications  for  a  chemist's  situation.  Just  as- 
a  judge  said  the  other  clay,  he  did  not  like  the  appearance  of 
a  case  in  which  a  young  man  was  prosecuted  for  selling  a- 
paltry  pennyworth  of  laudanum,  and  the  prosecution  of 
whom  was  begun  five  months  after  the  sale  took  place. 

The  President  (intervening)  said  he  could  not  follow 
what  the  case  of  the  young  man  had  to  do  with  the  by-laws. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  maintained  that  it  bore  on  the  Minor 
examination,  because  if  that  examination  certificate  could  be- 
more  easily  procured  it  would  not  bear  so  hardly  upon  the 
young  men.  If  they  would  have  young  men  come  into  the- 
Society  they  must  make  friends  with  them.  It  was  all  very 
well  to  say  that  they  were  getting  better-educated  young- 
men  ;  that  may  be  so,  but  were  they  getting  as  many  under 
the  new  conditions  ?  [Interruption,  and  a  Voice  :  There  are  a 
number  of  us  here  who  have  come  long  distances,  and  we 
want  to  get  home  to  night.  (Laughter.)]  Mr.  Mackenzie- 
went  on  to  plead  for  unity  among  the  members,  so  that  they 
might  consolidate  their  funds  rather  than  trifle  with  by- 
laws which  would  not  answer  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  intended. 

The  Meeting  Invalidated. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton  :  Mr.  President,  I  understand  that  your 
ruling  applies  to  my  amendment. 

The  President  indicated  that  it  did. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  Then  I  ask  you  to  take  note  that  I 
respectfully  protest  against  it  because  I  believe  you  have- 
invalidated  the  meeting.  It  does  not  now  matter  whether  I 
speak  in  favour  of  my  own  amendment  or  against  your  motion.. 

The  President  :  I  merely  repeat  what  I  have  already 
said — this  meeting  has  been  convened  for  the  purpose  of 
considering,  and,  if  thought  proper,  confirming  and  approving,, 
the  by-laws  to  be  submitted  to  the  said  meeting  by  the 
Council.  I  rule  it  is  incompetent  to  do  anything  else  than 
to  approve  or  disapprove  of  the  by-laws  now  before  us. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Wootton  :  Of  course  I  submit  to  your  ruling. 

'the  President:  As  I  said  before,  I  am  willing  to  hear 
you  with  regard  to  thejpoint  that  you  wish  to  discuss. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  Of  course  your  ruling  does'  not  give  us  the- 
opportunity  of  voting  for  the  by-laws  we  wish  to  see  adopted. 
1  want  to  vote  for  13,  for  instance,  but  not  for  the  14th. 

The  President  :  Oh,  but  you  can  speak  on  any  of  the- 
by-laws,  of  course. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  that  he  would  limit  his  remarks  to  the 
one  by-law  which  dealt  with  the  increased  Minor  examina- 
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on-fees.  He  had  carefully  read  and  studied  all  the  argu- 
ments that  had  been  put  forward  on  behalf  of  the 
reposition  that  had  already  been  made.  When  they 
,-ere  first  submitted  to  the  Council  they  were  almost  unani- 
mously advocated  on  the  ground  that,  either  expressly  or 
uiplied,  the  examitjation-fee  at  the  present  rate  did  not  pay. 
t  was  not  so  stated  in  so  many  words,  but  it  was  intimated 
iy  a  good  many  speakers  that  the  men  coming  into 
he  trade  did  not  pay  as  they  should  do  for  the 
irotection  which  the  Society  was  going  to  give  them. 
Hear,  hear.)  A  great  many  of  the  speakers  had  in- 
licated  that  the  work  of  the  Society  was  of  such  an 
ssential  and  beneficial  character  that  it  was  right  to  im- 
>ose  extra  fees  on  the  men  coming  into  the  trade.  He  held 
hat  that  inference  had  not  been  proved  at  all :  it  could  not 
ie  proved,  because,  however  beneficent  the  work  might  be, 
t  was  certain  they  had  no  power  to  compel  people  to  pay 
?or  their  beneficence.  If  it  could  be  shown  that  the 
examinations  at  the  present  late  did  not  pay,  using  the 
.erm  in  the  broadest  possible  sense,  he  perfectly  agreed 
hat  they  had  a  right  to  obtain  that  increase.  His 
loint  was  that  any  of  the  financial  statements  from  1892 
o  1896  showed  that  the  present  fees  far  more  than  paid 
or  all  charges  that  could  be  fairly  debited  to  them. 
Ihe  revenue  for  1896  from  examination-fees  was  9,659/. — 
hat  included  a  small  sum  of  less  than  400/.  received  for  the 
Major  examination,  and  as  the  cost  of  that  examination  was 
probably  greater  than  the  revenue  from  it,  that  only  affected 
the  argument  as  against  himself.  The  total  cost  of  the 
examinations  was  3,492/.,  leaving  a  gross  profit  of  6,167/.  ; 
but  that  cost  did  not  cover  the  expense  incurred  to  the 
Society.  There  were  clerical  expenses,  rent  of  the  places 
where  the  examinations  were  held,  and  many  other  incidental 
matters ;  and  it  had  also  been  pointed  out — and  very  pro- 
perly, too — that  all  men  coming  into  the  trade  might  fairly 
be  expected  to  pay  their  proper  proportion  towards 
the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  which  is 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
with  that  he  heartily  agreed.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was 
difficult  to  get  anything  like  a  fair  statement  of  what  pro- 
portions should  be  charged  to  the  examinations.  Some  of 
those  who  had  considered  the  matter  thought  that  perhaps 
a  half  of  the  office  expenses  might  be  charged ;  that  he 
thought  was  a  very  handsome  allowance.  But  suppose  they 
charged  the  whole  of  the  expense  of  rent  of  office,  the  salaries 
andwages,  repairs,  furniture,  fire,  gas,  water,  coals,  cleaning, 
stationery  and  printing— not  the  Journal — postage,  and  all 
that  class  of  expenses  to  the  examination-fees,  there  would 
still  be  700/.  left ;  and  yet  the  Council  now  put  forward  a 
claim,  which  they  proposed  to  submit  to  the  Privy  Council, 
for  a  nearly  double  qualifying-fee,  In  the  early  stages  of 
the  discussion  on  this  matter,  one  of  the  early  supporters  of 
the  Council  argued  that  it  was  possible  to  prove  anything  by 
shuffling  figures.  Their  side  had  been  trying  the  experiment 
of  shuffling  the  [figures.  An  article  in  the  official  Journal 
last  week  dealing  with  the  dual  function  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  really  the  strongest  argument  that 
could  be  brought  in  support  of  the  amendment  which 
he  had  not  been  allowed  to  put.  The  writer  set  himself  to 
prove  that  the  subscriptions  of  the  members  fully  paid  for  all 
the  Society's  expenses,  and  that  the  examination-fees  did 
not  fully  pay  for  all  the  public  functions  of  the  Society, 
and  he  showed  this  by  two  accounts.  The  items  in  these 
accounts  were  astonishing.  One  would  like  to  ask,  if  the 
expenses  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  were  to  be  charged 
to  the  candidates  because  it  was  a  model  school,  why 
should  not  the  expenses  of  the  Journal  be  charged  in  the 
same  way  because  it  was  a  model  journal?  (Laughter.) 
v\hy  should  the  museum  be  charged  to  outsiders  and  the 
library  to  the  Society  ?  Why  should  the  incidental  expenses 
ot  the  Society  meetings  be  charged  to  the  Society,  aDd 
nothing  allowed  for  the  roof  that  covered  them  ?  Until-  he 
read  that  article  he  scarcely  recognised  how  utterly  weak 
and  hopeless  the  case  of  the  Council  was.  (Laughter.)  He 
asked  them  to  go  back  upon  their  state  since  the  Pharmacy 
Act  was  passed.  A  clear  profit  of  6,000/.  was  made  out  of  the 
examination-fees  in  1869,  and  for  many  years  subsequently  it 
seemed  impossible  for  the  expenditure  to  overtake  the  income, 
till  Mr.  Carteighe  came  to  the  rescue.  (Laughter.)  He  was 
appointed  President  in  1882  and  held  office  till  1893.  In 
■IBM  the  expenditure  was  14,314/.,  and  in  1895 -the  last 


year  Mr.  Carteighe  had  the  funds  under  control — it  rose  to 
21,800/.,  or  a  rise  of  50  per  cent.  He  did  not  allege 
that  Mr.  Carteighe  was  solely  responsible  for  this  large 
increase  in  expenditure,  for  the  Council  had  approved  of  it 
and  were  responsible  for  it.  It  could  easily  be  proved  that 
almost  the  whole  of  this  increased  expenditure  had  been 
devoted  to  Society  purposes.  Of  course  he  knew  that  the 
Pharmacy  Act  gave  them  power  so  to  devote  the  money. 
The  question  for  the  meeting  to  vote  upon  was  whether  it. 
was  a  fair  thing  to  charge  all  these  Society  expenses  to  those 
■who  were  coming  into  the  trade.  Why  should  not  the 
membership  fee  be  increased  to  two  guineas,  a  new  by-law 
for  which  he  would  gladly  vote?  'Ihe  President  had  inti- 
mated that  the  fees  were  to  be  increased  in  the  interests 
of  the  candidates  themselves.  If  the  meeting  held  that 
view  they  would  b3  supposed  to  vote  for  the  President's 
motion.  A  good  many  false  issues  had  been  raised 
during  the  discussion  on  these  by-laws,  and  he  hoped 
members  would  not  be  misled  by  them.  He  was  alluding 
to  one  or  two  of  these  when  Mr.  Park  remarked  that 
The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  had  misreported  him,  and 
touching  on  a  speech  by  Dr.  Symes  at  Liverpool,  the 
President  said  that  subject  was  not  before  them.  Mr. 
Wootton  said  he  was  arguing  that  these  questions  should 
not  influence  the  vote,  which  should  depend  on  whether  the 
members  of  the  Society  would  pay  for  their  own  indulgences 
or  whether  they  would  sponge  on  the  men  coming  into  the 
trade  who  were  least  able  to  afford  to  pay. 

A  London  County  Councillor  Speaks. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  was  rather  surprised  at  the  minor 
key  in  which  Mr.  Wootton's  remarks  were  pitched.  From 
what  they  had  read  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  he 
expected  to  have  heard  more  of  a  fighting  speech.  He 
entirely  joined  issue  with  Mr.  Wootton  on  the  point 
whether  the  fees  of  the  candidates  paid  the  costs  of  the 
Society.  The  Society  had  two  sources  of  revenue — the 
subscriptions  of  members  and  the  fees  of  candidates — 
and  both  those  sums  were  very  properly  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Society.  He  said  it  emphatically  that  the 
fees  of  candidates  were  always  intended  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Society.  At  line  271  of  the  charter  it  was 
recited  that  the  fees  paid  to  the  Council  should  be  for  the- 
general  expenses  of  the  Society,  and  the  identical  words 
were  used  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1861.  It  was  perfectly 
certain  that  the  fees  received  from  candidates  had 
never  entirely  paid  the  general  expenses  of  the- 
Society,  and  that  but  for  the  voluntary  subscrip- 
tions of  members  there  would  have  been  an  annual  deficit. 
Doubtless  Mr.  Wootton  had  discovered  from  reading  the 
articles  in  the  Journal  that  he  was  treading  on  treacherous 
ground  when  dealing  with  this  matter,  for  he  had  touched 
but  lightly  upon  it.  In  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  of 
May  15,  he  used  the  words  "direct  expenses,"  and  the  infer- 
ence was  that  the  fees  which  were  not  used  for  direct 
expenses  went  into  the  coffers  of  the  Society.  Perhaps 
the  insertion  of  the  word  "  direct "  made  the  statement 
strictly  correct  ;  but  it  might  be  read  without  that 
qualification  being  noticed.  His  answer  to  that  was,  that 
it  was  always  intended  that  the  fees  should  pay  the- 
greater  proportion  of  the  general  expenses  of  the  Society. 
Of  course  he  admitted  that  the  Journal  was  an  item  that 
was  only  supplied  to  members,  but  the  5,000/.  paid  by- 
members  quite  covered  the  deficit  upon  the  general  account. 
Mr.  Robinson  took  up  other  points  in  the  article,  inferring 
by  his  remarks  that  the  statements  claimed  not  to  be- 
answered  he  could  reply  to  fully,  but  he  confined  himself 
chiefly  to  the  first  point — viz.,  that  the  examinations  yield  a 
surplus — and  having  disposed  of  it  he  pointed  out  that  these 
by-laws  were  introduced  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Society, 
and  he  therefore  ventured  to  hope  that  there  would  be  an 
overwhelming  majority  in  their  favour.  It  must  not  be- 
supposed  that  candidates  did  not  pay  more  than  five  guineas 
at  present ;  the  total  fees  came  to  about  8/.,  and  the  raising 
of  the  fees  would  make  them  more  careful  in  preparing  them- 
selves for  examination,  as  well  as  benefit  the  funds — two- 
good  things,  he  apprehended,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society. 
He  declared  that  the  expenses  of  the  Journal  were  in  no- 
way connected  with  the  raising  of  the  fees,  although  he 
admitted  that  the  Journal  might  be  made  more  attractive  to 
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its  subscribers.  Still  he  was  not  quite  satisfied,  and  suggested 
that  the  Council  should  spend  more  money  on  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Journal,  and  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Richard  Rey- 
nolds commenting  favourably  upon  the  change  in  that  paper. 
The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  had  asked  if  these  extra  fees 
would  ever  have  been  asked  for  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
Journal  deficiency  ?  He  would  ask  if  any  one  but  an  editor 
would  have  put  such  a  question  ? 

Men  fbom  the  East. 

Mr.  Gltn- Jones  was  in  the  same  difficulty  as  Mr.  Wootton  ; 
some  of  the  proposed  by-laws  he  was  in  favour  of,  but  he 
■could  not  vote  for  the  whole  as  they  stood.  He  contended 
that  it  was  unfair  to  charge  the  cost  of  the  library  and 
museum  to  the  candidates,  because,  till  they  became  members, 
they  had  no  right  to  enter  these  places.  There  were  a  large 
number  of  persons  who  believed  that  this  by-law  was  intended 
to  benefit  the  Society  at  the  expense  of  the  outsider.  One 
man  could  take  a  horse  to  the  water,  but  could  not  make 
him  drink ;  this  by-law  seemed  to  be  intended  to  make  him 
pay  for  the  water  whether  he  drank  or  not.  If  they  wished 
to  secure  the  support  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Society,  the 
Council  must  show  them  that  the  income  they  were  asking 
for  was  to  be  used  in  their  interest.  There  was  a  large 
majority  who  did  not  think  that  that  was  so ;  he  thought 
they  were  wrong,  and  in  saying  that  he  asked  whether  it  was 
right  to  compel  persons  entering  the  trade  to  pay  whether 
they  saw  the  advantages  or  not  ?  It  was  like  asking  a 
man  to  lunch,  and  making  him  pay  for  all  the  expensive 
dishes. 

Mr.  A.  P.  Baenaed  thought  the  whole  battle  that  day  had 
been  between  the  journals.  He  wanted  to  see  if  there  were 
any  corresponding  advantages  for  the  increased  fees.  The 
harder  it  was  made  for  anyone  to  enter  a  trade  the  greater 
number  of  illegal  opponents  would  there  spring  up.  In  the 
East-end  of  London  an  enormous  lot  of  drug-stores  were 
springing  up  which  were  just  outside  the  pale  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Would  it  not  be  better,  before 
they  altered  the  by-laws,  that  they  should  get  an  amended 
Act?  He  therefore  suggested  that  the  meeting  should 
support  the  amendment,  so  as  to  bring  up  the  whole 
question. 

On  Behalf  or  Students. 

Mr.  G.  S.  V.  Wills  said  he  had  read  a  large  number  of 
letters  from  secretaries  of  local  districts,  and  they  were  in 
the  dark  as  to  what  was  the  cause  for  the  proposed  increase 
in  the  fees.  Some  thought  that  by  the  increased  fee  they 
would  become  life  members,  and  he  had  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty in  persuading  them  to  the  contrary.  Personally  he 
believed  the  rise  in  the  fees  would  injuriously  affect  the 
number  of  entrants  and  encourage  the  increase  of  illegiti- 
mate stores.  Mr.  Wills's  speech  was  much  interrupted  by 
the  members,  and  it  was  scarcely  possible  to  make  a  con- 
secutive note  of  his  sentences  ;  indeed,  his  voice  latterly 
was  heard  above  a  perfect  storm  of  feet-tramping-,  cries  of 
"  Vote  !  *'  and  so  on.  Ultimately  Mr.  Wills  declared  that 
the  Society  could  save  money  on  examinations  by  conducting 
them  in  writing. 

"We  must  Suppoet  the  Council." 

Mr.  ChAELES  Umney  said  that  as  an  auditor  he  could 
reply  to  Mr.  Wootton  in  one  sentence — the  Council  wanted 
more  money,  and  he  as  an  auditor  did  not  see  where  else 
they  could  get  it  except  from  examination-fees.  They  must 
get  the  money  somewhere,  for  the  expenses  were  growing, 
and  would  grow  still  further,  and  although  he  did  not  agree 
with  many  of  the  arguments  for  the  by-laws,  he  thought 
it  was  his  duty  and  that  of  everyone  present  to  vote 
for  the  by-laws,  as  they  must  support  the  Council.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

About  the  Peeliminaey. 

"?Mr.  Petee  MacEwan  asked  the  President  and  Solicitor 
to  look  at  the  proposed  by-law  11,  where  the  first  part  spoke 
of  the  First  examination  as  it  would  be  conducted  up  to  July, 
1900,  and  the  second  proposed  to  abolish  the  examination 
and  accept  in  lieu  of  it  certificates  of  other  examining  bodies. 
He  was  not  hostile  to  change,  but  he  was  not  sure  that  they  were 


competent  to  delegate  this  part  of  their  functions.  He  could 
find  no  authority  for  it  in  the  Acts.  The  sixth  section  of  the ' 
1868  Act  said,  "No  person  shall  conduct  any  examination1 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  until  his  appointment  has  been  j 
approved  by  the  Privy  Council."  Seeing  that  the  First! 
examination  was  treated  as  an  examination  in  the  first  part; 
of  clause  11  of  the  by-laws,  then  it  must  be  conducted  by  the  ^ 
persons  mentioned  in  the  Act,  and  the  examiners  of  thej 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Board  could  not  be  such  persons. 
What  he  wanted  to  know  was  whether,  after  1900,  they  were 
to  regard  the  First  examination  as  an  examination  or  a 
regulation.  If  the  former,  could  the  solicitor  assure  them 
that  they  were  acting  legally  by  delegating  their  functions  I 
to  other  bodies  ?  As  to  the  Minor  fee,  Mr.  Umney  had  let 
the  cat  out  of  the  bag  by  declaring  that  why  they  raised  the 
fee  was  because  the  Council  needed  the  money. 

The  Solicitoe,  replying  to  the  question  regarding  clause  11, 
said  that  there  was  but  one  examination  for  any  status,  and 
the  Preliminary  was  the  first  part  of  it.  The  examiners 
appointed  would  be  examiners  in  the  particular  subjects 
reserved  for  them.  A  part  of  their  duty  would  be  to  look  at 
the  certificates  which  the  examinee  would  produce,  and  they: 
themselves  would  become  satisfied  by  means  of  those  certifi-- 
cates  that  the  applicant  was  competent  in  certain  respects,  i 
and  the  examination  would  then  go  on. 

Mr.  Geiffiths,  commenting  on  the  notice,  said  that  the! 
Council  had  stultified  themselves  by  issuing  a  notice  contain- 1 
ing  Mr.  Mackenzie's  resolution  as  part  of  the  business  for1 
the  day,  and  then  the  President  ruled  that  it  was  out  of  order.1 
He  advocated  the  curtailment  of  expenditure.  To  increase 
the  fees  was,  he  thought,  beginning  at  the  wrong  end,  and' 
he  urged  that  if  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  was  now  thirty 
years  old,  were  amended  up  to  date,  the  Society  would 
become  prosperous  without  additional  fees. 

The  Peesident  urged  that  the  increased  fees  appeared  to 
the  Council  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  of  the  trade. 
They  would  get  a  better-educated  class  of  candidates,  and 
these  would  prepare  themselves  properly  before  presenting 
themselves  for  examination.  He  could  only  declare  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  that  if  they  made  any  more  money- 
he  did  not  say  that  they  would  do  so — the  Council  would 
spend  the  money  for  the  general  advance  of  pharmacy. 
(Applause.) 

At  this  point  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  amended 
by-laws  was  put,  and  carried  by  a  large  majority,  eleven  j 
only  voting  against  the  motion. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  and  Council  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Caeteighe,  and  carried  with  acclamation. 


GEORGE  FREDERICK  SCHACHT. 

Peesentation  of  a  Poeteait  to  the  Society 

Immediately  after  the  special  general  meeting  most  of  the 
members  proceeded  to  the  examination-hall,  where  beer  and 
sandwiches  were  served  ;  and  when  the  tables  were  cleared  , 
those  present  gathered  round  a  curtained  easel,  whereon  stood 
a  covered  portrait  of  the  late  Mr.  G.  F.  Schacht.  Mr. 
Carteighe  explained  that  he  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Savory  had  acted 
as  secretaries  of  a  small  committee,  and  he  added  that  letters 
of  apology  for  absence  had  been  received  from  Messrs.  Gibbs, 
N.  H.  Martin,  and  Townshend  (Bristol).  Mr.  Martin's  letter : 
he  read  by  request.  In  it  Mr.  Martin  spoke  of  Mr.  Schacht 
as  his  hero  of  pharmacy,  and  he  highly  extolled  his  services 
to  the  craft.  _  I 

Mr.  Savoey  expressed  regret  that  Mr.  Giles  was  unavoid- 
ably absent,  because -he  could  have  spoken  of  Mr.  Schachts 
early  life.  He  said  that  shortly  after  Mr.  Schacht's  death 
there  had  been  a  conversation  in  the  Council  as  to  the ; 
possibility  of  getting  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Schacht,  and  as  he 
thought  Dr.  Frank  Schacht  had  an  excellent  likeness  of  his 
father  he  had  made  inquiries,  with  the  result  that  they  had  a 
replica  of  it  made  by  the  artist,  and  their  object  in  meeting 
was  to  formally  hand  over  the  portrait  to  the  Society. 
Although  he  could  not  speak  of  Mr.  Schacht's  early  life, ,  he 
yielded  to  none  in  his  respect  for  him  as  a  pharmacist.  Mr. 
Schacht  had  started  as  a  pupil  with  his  grandfather  in  about 
1836  or  1837,  and  had  spent  seven  years,  which  was  then  the 
recognised  time  of  pupilage.    Of  his  later  career  they  were  . 
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well  aware.  From  the  beginning-  to  the  end  his  life  as  a 
armacist  had  been  marked  by  great  ability,  enthusiasm, 
d  devotion  to  the  Society.  He  was  one  of  the  Society's 
st  passed  men — his  diploma  No.  2,  he  thought.  He  was 
jg  connected  with  the  Society  as  a  Councillor,  and  as  a 
ce-President.  He  had  the  privilege  of  intimate  friend- 
ip  with  Mr.  Schacht,  which  began  while  he  was  an 
prentice  at  Bath,  and  he  could  never  forget  all  that 

had  been  to  him.  It  was  their  endeavour  to  per- 
tnate  the  memory  of   one   who  had  worked   so  well 

the  Society,  and  they  had  had  this  portrait  done  so  that 
ey  might  not  be  wanting  in  their  duty  to  a  man  whose 
me  had  long  been  honoured  and  loved  in  British  pharmacy. 
Mr.  Savory  then  unveiled  the  portrait,  which  is  a  most 
riking  likeness. 

The  President,  on  receiving  it,  remarked  that  he  could 
t  altogether  say  that  it  was  a  pleasure  to  do  so,  because 
e  loss  which  they  had  sustained  during  the  past  was 

deeply  regretted  by  them ;  but  since  he  had  been 
ken  away  they  could  not  do  better  than  have  this 
cellent  and  lifelike  portrait  to  place  with  others  in  the 
mncil-chamber.    Mr.  Martin  had  spoken  of  Mr.  Schacht  as 

hero,  and  to  him  he  was  an  ideal  pharmacist,  exceed- 
gly  capable  in  his  own  line,  and  one  who,  whenever  he  had 
give  his  vote  on  any  question,  did  not  do  so  until  he  was 
solutely  assured  of  the  justice  of  his  action.  He  recalled 
e  pleasure  that  it  had  been  to  be  associated  with  Mr.  Schacht, 
d  thanked  the  committee  and  subscribers  for  entrusting 
e  Society  with  such  a  valuable  memento. 
The  President  mentioned  that  the  painter  was  Mrs.  Tabor, 
d  they  ought  to  be  very  grateful  to  her  for  the  excellent 
keness  she  had  produced. 

We  understand  that  the  subscription-list  is  still  open,  and

MEETING  AT  BRIGHTON. 
fTVHE  Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy  held  a  meeting  on 
L    May  13  at  the  Grand  Hotel  to  di  cuss  the  P.A.T.A. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  was  in  the  chair.    Mr.  Glyn-Jones  came 
from  London,  and  there  were  nearly  fifty  chemists  present. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  in  an  effective  speech,  explained  the 
•objects  of  the  P.A.T.A.  He  said  the  public  did  not  expect 
'  ■chemists  to  work  for  nothing,  but  they  would  certainly  go 
where  they  could  get  things  cheapest.  That  was  the  only 
reason  of  their  forsaking  the  chemist  for  the  stores.  But  if 
the  prices  were  all  fixed,  there  would  be  no  inducement  to 
go  to  the  stores  or  such  places.  He  had  always  argued  that 
goods  should  be  sold  at  advertised  price,  and  if  this  were 
done  it  would  at  once  remove  the  lever  the  cutters  make  so 
much  use  of.  The  Association  had  not  been  formed  to 
fleece  the  public,  but  merely  to  obtain  a  reasonable  and 
adequate  profit  for  the  chemist.  That,  he  thought,  should 
be  from  20  to  25  per  cent.,  and  that  he  considered  was  as 
much  as  could  be  expected  on  patents.  Some  men  who 
were  pioneer  cutters  were  now  very  glad  of  the  Association, 
and  he  had  heard  from  some  of  the  biggest  of  these  that 
cutting  patents  had  ceased  to  be  a  draw  to  the  public,  as 
everyone  did  the  same.  Many  large  firms  who  were  expected 
to  offer  strenuous  opposition  were  heartily  glad  to  see  the 
■success  of  the  Association,  and  their  chances  with  the  firms 
they  were  at  present  fighting  rested  with  the  retail  chemists. 
Some  manufacturers  hesitated  about  placing  their  prepara- 
tions on  the  list,  because  the  black-list — that  is,  the  list  of 
cutters  who  are  refused  supplies — contains  some  of  the 
biggest  buyers.  The  movement  could  only  be  ultimately 
■successful  if  they  could  secure  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
the  trade. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Costerton  (of  Headland  &  Co.,  Brighton  and 
Hove)  proposed  the  usual  resolution.  This,  he  said,  was  the 
first  real  attempt  to  get  the  trade  to  combine  for  their  own 
benefit,  and  now  that  they  had  the  opportunity  they  should 
all  take  advantage  of  it  and  support  the  movement.  There 
were  those  in  the  town  who  were  looked  upon  as  enemies  to 
the  craft,  but  he  thought  they  were  not  so  by  their  own 
wish.  His  own  firm  were  not  the  first  to  begin  cutting,  but 
would  be  among  the  first  to  welcome  any  change  for  the 
better.  By  unity  and  combination  such  a  change  could  be 
brought  about. 

Mr.  Padwick  seconded  the  resolution,  which,  he  said, 
appealed  to  the  common  sense  of  retailers.  He  suggested 
that  they  should  all  express  their  opinions  to  the  travellers 
who  called  on  them,  as  they  were  the  feelers  of  the  whole- 
sale trade. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Savage,  following  up  some  remarks  by  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  on  the  Council  election,  said  what  was  wanted 
was  that  "chemists  and  druggists"  should  be  as  eligible  for 
■election  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists. 

Mr.  Martin,  of  Lewes,  made  a  vigorous  speech  in  support 
of  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Lynch,  of  London,  also  spoke,  expressing  himself 
heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  movement. 

Mr.  Aston,  of  Worthing,  also  supported  the  resolution,  but 
asked  if  there  was  not  a  flaw  somewhere,  as  there  are  now 
some  firms  who  get  and  sell  under  the  fixed  price. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  in  reply,  said  there  were  some  chemists 
who  signed  the  agreement  and  then  handed  over  goods  to  the 
enemies  of  the  cause,  but  it  was  possible  to  trace  the  source 
and  stop  supplies. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Williamson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Yates, 
the  Brighton  Association  was  appointed  the  local  executive 
of  the  P.A.T.A.    A  special  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr. 


Davenport,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Savage,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Gwatkins,  for  having  placed  Dr.  C.  Brown's  chlorodyne  on 
the  list.  The  usual  complimentary  votes  of  thanks  were  also 
passed,  and  some  twenty  new  members  joined  the  Associ- 
ation. 

MESSRS.  NEWBERY  AND  THE  P.A.TA. 
Messrs.  F.  Newbery  &  Son  are  publishing  with  their 
catalogue  a  reprint  of  letters  which  they  have  written  to 
certain  of  their  correspondents  who  have  remonstrated  with 
them  for  not  becoming  active  members  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  or 
have  asked  them  why  they  have  not  done  so.  Messrs. 
Newbery  s;ate  generally  that  they  consistently  conform 
to  all  the  regulations  imposed  by  proprietors,  and  that 
when  they  find  that  chemists  as  a  body  desire  them  to 
become  coercionists,  they  shall  deem  it  their  duty  to  follow 
the  unmistakable  call.  At  present  they  say  surprisingly 
few  of  their  customers  have  written  to  them  on  the  subject. 
They  shall  continue  to  do  all  they  can  to  further  the  general 
interests  of  retailers,  but  they  hold  that  "  protection  "  and 
"coercion"  are  as  yet  on  their  trial.  They  state  that  of  the 
twenty-seven  names  on  the  "  cut-off  "list  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  only 
five  send  them  some  of  their  miscellaneous  orders,  while 
one-half  of  the  entire  number  are  absolutely  unknown  to 
them. 

THE  LIVERPOOL  BRANCH. 

A  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  members  of  the  P.A.T.A.  was 
held  on  Thursday  last,  at  which  the  following  local  secre- 
taries for  the  P.A.T.A.  were  appointed  : — Local  secretary  for 
Liverpool  :  T.  S.  Wokes,  Grassendale.

Important  steps  were  decided  upon  relating  to  carrying  out 
the  details  of  the  P.A.T.A.  at  Liverpool. 

Some  discussion  took  place  with  regard  to  the  attitude 
towards  the  movement  taken  up  by  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &,  Co., 
and  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  : — 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  members  of  the  P.A.T.A., 
recognising  the  friendly  attitude  of  Messrs.  Evaiis,  Sons 
&  Co.,  and  remembering  their  communication  "  that  they 
would  act  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  their  retail 
friends,"  desire  to  express  their  regret  that  Messrs. 
Evans,  Sons  &  Co.  have  not  yet  given  their  support  to 
the  P.A.T.A.,  and  to  hope  that  they  will  see  their  way  to 
do  this. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  was  heartily  thanked  for  his  kindness  in 
allowing  the  meeting  to  take  place  at  the  Liverpool  School 
of  Pharmacy. 


THE  Zd.  BOOKING-FEE. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  P.A.T.A., 
held  on  Friday  last,  a  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  R.  Bell,  of 
Halifax,  requesting  the  P.A.T.A.  to  arrange  for  a  deputation 
from  the  wholesale  ard  retail  sections  of  the  Association  to 
wait  upon  Messrs.  Sutton  &  Co.,  requesting  them  to  dispense 
with  charging  the  Zd.  booking-fee  on  parcels.  The  question 
was  carefully  discussed,  and  ultimately  a  resolution,  as 
follows,  was  unanimously  carried : — 

That  as  the  P.A.T.A.  was  started  chiefly  in  the  interests -of 
the  retail  trade,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  the  question  of  the  2d.  booking-fee  should  be 
fought  out  between  the  wholesale  trade  and  the  carriers, 
as  the  latter  would  not  be  likely  to  give  up  so  large  an 
income,  and  would  naturally  charge  it  indirectly  to  the 
retailer.

THE    PHARMACEUTICAL  MEETINGS. 

An  annual/meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  Mr. 
Carteighe  in  a  subordinate  position  must  have  seemed  some- 
what anomalous  to  modern  frequenters  of  these  entertain- 
ments, and  his  role  was,  we  should  think,  a  difficult  position 
for  Mr.  Carteighe  to  fill.    It  is  only  just  to  him  to  say  that 
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he  performed  the  part  admirably.  His  successor  (Mr.  Walter 
Hills)  somewhat  disappointed  his  audience  at  first  by  reading 
a  typewritten  speech,  which  was  nothing  more  than  the 
report  extended,  but  redeemed  his  reputation  afterwards  by 
conducting  a  somewhat  troublesome  meeting  in  a  firm  but 
good-humoured  style.  His  readiness  and  discretion  in  reply 
to  criticisms  and  sudden  interruptions  showed  that  the  dis- 
trust in  his  own  power  suggested  by  the  manuscript  was 
entirely  unfounded,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  in  Mr.  Hills's 
succeeding  presidential  addresses  he  will  not  hamper  himself 
with  the  objectionable  "book." 

The  business  of  the  annual  meeting  was  got  through  with 
unusual  celerity,  a  smaller  number  of  complainants  than 
usual  seeking  to  catch  the  Chairman's  eye.  Mr.  Leo  Atkinson 
thought  it  was  about  time  something  was  added  to  the 
poisons  schedule.  Carbolic  acid,  he  intimated,  would  not 
be  a  welcome  addition  to  him ;  but  he  urged  that  some  of 
the  newer  synthetic  medicines,  and  especially  that  cocaine, 
should  find  a  place.  We  should  have  thought  that  cocaine 
was  already  included  under  the  general  designation  of 
' *'  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids." 

Mr.  Percy  Wells,  who  has  a  special  gift  for  making  the  fur 
fly,  irritated  his  audience  by  some  general  criticisms  of  the 
Journal;  but  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  appeared  for  the  first  time 
on  these  boards,  secured  a  fair  share  of  sympathy  for  his 
specific  grievance  against  the  much-suffering  editor.  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones's  offspring,  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso- 
ciation, "  which  has  over  2,000  members,  of  whom  1,400  or 
1,500  are  subscribers  to  the  Society,"  thought  it  was  full- 
grown  enough  to  have  a  voice  in  the  election.  So  its  secre- 
tary, representing  those  2,000,  wrote  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,  making  the  audacious  suggestion  that  its  members 
should  vote  only  for  members  of  Council  known  to  be  in 
sympathy  with  the  P.A.T.A.  views,  and  suggesting  the 
erasure  of  the  names  of  such  essential  lights  of  the  Council 
as  Mr.  Carteighe  and  Mr.  Savory,  who  had  not  replied  to  a 
P.A.T.A  inquiry  and  who  were  known  to  be  proprietors  of 
unprotected  articles.  As  was  to  be  expected,  the  letter  was  not 
inserted,  but  in  a  thoughtless  moment  the  editor  published  his 
reason  for  suppressing  it,  which  gave  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  an 
opportunity  of  which  he  took  good  advantage.  His  circular 
letter  seems  to  have  touched  the  spot.  Mr.  Hambrook,  of 
Dover,  a  founder  of  the  Society,  expressed  in  a  few  words 
his  hope  that  before  long  it  would  be  found  possible  to 
extend  the  privilege  of  membership  to  chemists  who  had 
passed  the  Minor  examination.  Mr.  Stacey  made  a  rather 
significant  speech  as  an  auditor,  intimating  that  the  auditors 
were  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  the  figures  in  the 
financial  statement,  but  not  for  any  inferences  drawn  from 
them.  This  in  reply  to  a  statement  in  the  official  journal 
which  suggested  that  the  auditors  shared  the  views  there 
expressed.  Mr.  Stacey  left  before  the  special  meeting: 
perhaps  he  had  a  pressing  engagement. 

Then  came  the  special  meeting  and  the  by-laws.  The 
President  proposed  their  adoption  in  a  singularly  short 
speech.  More  in  sorrow  than  in  anger  he  referred  to  the 
"  jarring  note  "  which  emanated  from  42  Cannon  Street.  The 
new  fees  might  bring  in  a  little  more  money  ;  who  could 
tell?  Certainly  the  new  Preliminary  would  bring  in  less; 
how  much  less,  who  could  tell  1  If  by  chance  a  ten-guinea 
fee  should  prove  to  yield  more  than  a  five-guinea  fee,  the 
Council  might  be  trusted  to  use  the  money  for  the  greatest 
good  of  the  whole  body.  Above  all,  it  was  in  the  interest 
of  the  candidates  that  the  fee  was  to  be  raised.  The  Vice- 
President  seconded  his  chief  in  the  fewest  words  possible. 
Then  with  ruthless  decision  the  President  shattered  at  a 
blow  all  the  little  amendments  which  three  or  four  members 
had  compiled  with  such  laborious  care.    They  were  all  out 


of  order.    Mr.  Mackenzie  had  one  which  aimed  at  requiring 
the  Council  to  get  more  protection  for  the  trade  before  they 
tinkered  the  by-laws ;   Mr.  Wootton  wanted  to  agree  to 
thirteen  and  disagree  with  the  fourteenth  ;  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
wanted  to  postpone  the  decision  until  a  committee  of  inquiry 
should  have  ascertained  how  much  of  the  Society's  expendi- 
ture was  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act;  and  Mr.  Wills  wanted  some  changes  in  the  examination 
system  instead  of  the  increased   fees.     These  amateur 
attempts  were    all  annihilated,    and   their   authors  were 
only    permitted  to   speak  and  vote  for  or  against  the 
President's  motion  just  as  it  stood.    Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson. 
L.C.C.,  was  the  apologist  of  the  by-laws,  and  he  made  a 
rattling  speech,  the  burden   of  which  was  that  it  was 
only  those  that  were  hurt  that  cried  out,  which  to  Mr. 
Robinson  seemed  a  shocking  thing  for  them  to  do ;  and  a 
triumphant  demonstration  that  the  candidates  did  not  pay 
the  whole  of  the  Society's  expenses,  which  Mr.  Robinson 
evidently  thinks  they  should  do. 

The  fact  that  the  opposition  to  the  doubling  of  the  fee 
for  the  .Minor  examination  was  so  emphatically  condemned 
by  a  majority  of  some  ten  or  twelve  to  one  may  be  evidence 
of  the  inability  of  its  opponents  to  present  the  case  effec- 
tively, but  makes  no  difference  to  the  merits  of  that  case. 
There  was  no  reasonable  doubt  of  the  result  from  the  first. 
The  "loyalty"  of  its  members  is  the  soundest  asset 
which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  possesses,  and  it 
seems  guaranteed  to  stand  any  strain.  There  is  a  trial 
which  it  may  yet  have  to  be  put  to,  however, 
which  will  test  it  more  severely  than  any  that  has  gone 
before.  The  Council  may  find  it  necessary  to  ask  them  to 
double  their  fees.  Mr.  Umney  declared  his  intention  of 
voting  for  the  new  by-laws  expressly  on  the  ground  that  the 
Society  wants  more  money  and  must  have  it,  and  he  sees  no 
other  chance  of  getting  it  except  by  extracting  it  from  the 
candidates.  Mr.  Umney  is  an  auditor  of  the  Society, 
and  certainly  understands  its  financial  position.  But  his 
ethics  from  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  point  of  view  seem  to 
us  to  be  those  of  Rob  Roy,  "  that  those  should  take  who  have 
the  will,  and  those  should  keep  who  can."  If  the  expenses  of 
the  Society  are  so  much  on  the  increase,  why  in  the  name  of  all 
that  is  honest  should  not  the  subscription  of  the  members  be 
increased?  They  would  not  pay  two  guineas  is  the  only 
answer  forthcoming.  Possibly  they  would  not ;  but,  if  so, 
they  should  be  contented  with  one  guinea's  worth  of  service. 

Mr.  Robinson's  lecture  to  the  conductors  of  this  journal 
was  unquestionably  kindly  meant,  and  on  that  account  we 
thank  him  for  it;  but  does  not  his  distrust  in  journalism 
lead  him  into  an  inconsistency  ?  If  an  editor  has  no  other 
purpose  in  life  but  to  grind  his  own  axe,  is  he  likely  to 
champion  the  unpopular  side  ? 

"THE  WHITE   SLAVES  OF  ENGLAND." 

Last  year  Mr.  Robert  H.  Sherard  contributed  to  Pearson's 
Magazine  a  series  of  highly-sensational  articles  on  the  con- 
ditions of  labour  in  some  British  industries.  These  have 
just  been  republished  in  book-form  (Bowden),  under  the  title 
of  "  The  White  Slaves  of  England,"  with  a  preface  in  which 
the  author  asserts  that  his  "  revelations,"  to  use  the  stock 
cant-word  of  the  sensational  journalist,  have  set  the  world 
ringing  with  denunciations  of  the  inhumanity  of  English 
employers.  It  is  such  an  easy  thing  to  denounce  your  neigh- 
bour. If  Mr.  Sherard  can  get  Mr.  Pearson  to  appoint  him 
a  "  Special  Commissioner  "—we  believe  that  is  the  term— to 
investigate  the  white  slavery  existing  in  Paris,  where  he 
lives,  he  will  be  able  to  write  a  book  far  surpassing  in 
sensational  interest  the  one  he  has  already  given  us.  He 
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can  get  up  a  lot  of  his  copy  in  his  armchair  by  reading  his 
favourite  French  authors.  But  he  will  find  the  French 
employers  much  less  inclined  to  allow  him  about  their  places 
of  business  than  even  the  Britishers  whom  he  denounces  so. 
Mr.  Sherard's  book  is  a  curious  mixture  of  the  pathetically 
true  and  the  merely  sensational ;  all  facts  that  could  place 
the  employer  in  a  favourable  light  have  been  carefully  ex- 
cluded ;  all  the  workers'  hardships  are  represented  in  the 
most  lurid  colours.  The  alkali-workers  are  one  of  Mr. 
Sherard's  trump  cards ;  St.  Helens  and  Widnes  are  his 
central  plague-spots.  We  have  already  referred  to  the 
author's  statements  regarding  the  workers  in  those  towns 
when  his  articles  first  appeared  in  print,  and  they  do  not 
seem  to  call  for  further  comment  now,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  his  book,  by  the  addition  of  a  lengthy  introduction  and 
an  unwieldy  appendix,  has  swollen  to  twice  the  size  of  the 
Magazine  articles.  We  will  only  state  that,  in  a  note 
headed  "  A  Word  of  Explanation,"  Mr.  Sherard  expressly 
states  that  his  alkali-article  does  not  refer  to  Messrs. 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  (Limited)  or  Lever  Brothers.  "  I  was 
informed  on  every  side,"  he  says,  "  that  both  these  firms 
treat  their  men  with  fairness,  and  even  liberality."  All  Mr. 
Sherard's  scorn  seems  to  be  reserved  for  the  United  Alkali 
Company,  whose  Widnes  manager,  be  it  noted,  committed 
the  enormity  of  point  blank  refusing  Mr.  Sherard's  illustrator 
admission  to  the  company "s  works.

It  is  significant  that  the  eleventh  hour  should 
have  been  selected ;  it  is  doubly  significant  that,  having  pre- 
cluded the  possibility  of  a  published  reply  before  the  mem- 
bers have  recorded  their  votes,  such  a  travesty  of  figures 
should  have  been  put  forth  as  a  reply  to  our  criticism. 
Sayeth  the  oracle  (adopting  our  view  of  the  dual  functions 
of  the  Society)  :  The  Society's  expenditure  on  behalf  of  its 
members  consists  only  of  the  following

As  the  revenue  from  examination  and  registration  fees  was 
but  9,659/.  4s.,  we  have  here  a  deficit  of  2,396/.  14s.  This  is 
the  answer  to  "the  outcry  raised  during  the  last  two  months,"' 
which  is  "  as  unreasonable  as  it  was  uncalled  for."  The 
wonder  is  that,  with  such  a  crushing  reply  at  hand,  the 
figures  were  not  brought  out  two  months  ago  to  silence  us 
and  all  others  who  dared  to  think  that  the  adherents  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  enjoy  "  luxuries."  Nothing  of  the 
kind  was  the  case ;  they  have  simply  a  journal,  Society  meet- 
ings, a  library,  a  contract  with  Sutton,  and  a  calendar,  none 
of  which  can,  by  the  longest  stretch  of  the  imagination,  be 
considered  a  luxury.  We  had  always  considered  that  the 
Society  had  a  house,  for  which  it  paid  rent  and  taxes,  a 
museum  and  a  curator,  an  office  with  a  secretary,  and  a  staff 
of  clerks  who  use  stationery  and  postage-stamps,  a  school  of 
pharmacy,  and  three  professors  with  their  assistants,  a. 
Council  which  travels  by  rail  and  eats  luncheons,  even  a 
solicitor,  and  that  editors  and  librarians  do  not  carry  on 
their  callings  like  gutter-merchants,  with  a  little  tray  in 
front  and  no  landlord  to  trouble  them.  But  it  seems  that  the 
Society  has  had  none  of  these  things  since  1868.  They 
belong  now  to  those  who  pay  for  them — the  drug-trade  at 
large — who  have  generously  allowed  the  Society  to  keep 
possession  all  these  years  for  nothing. 

That  is  too  good  a  view  of  the  matter  for  us.  The  oracle 
must  try  again,  and  next  time,  seriously,  if  possible,  for  the 
Society  happens  to  have  a  history,  published  accounts,  and 
exceedingly  specific  regulations  conserving  the  rights  of  its 
adherents,  and  excluding  outsiders  in  the  trade  from  the 
Society  privileges.  The  Pharmacy  Act  did  not  shift  the 
maintenance  of  the  Society  from  its  adherents  to  exa- 
minees, it  only  permitted  the  Society  to  treat  examination- 
fees  as  part  of  its  revenue.  We  gather  from  the  pre-1868 
record  that  the  Society  had,  independent  of  its  school, 
Journal  (which  was  profit-yielding),  and  examiners'  fees, 
annual  charges  of  1,900/.  a  year  to  meet.    This  was  the 
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average  for  1864-68.  These  charges  have  increased  as 
the  Society  has  increased.  If  we  deduct  500/.  from 
the  1,900/.  as  the  examinations'  share  of  administrative  ex- 
penses in  1868  and  the  average  for  the  library  (78/.)  we  have 
1,400/.  remaining.  There  were  2,100  subscribing-members, 
&c,  then,  there  are  5,700  now,  and  a  rule-of-three  sum  gives 
us  3,800/.  as  the  share  of  the  administrative  and  other 
expenses  which  the  Society's  adherents  should  pay  on  the 
1868  basis.  This  is,  we  believe,  a  fair  way  of  putting  it. 
The  Society,  Pharmacy  Act  or  no  Pharmacy  Act,  needs  a 
house,  officers,  and  all  those  other  things  which  it  had  before 
examinations  were  made  compulsory,  and  no  reasonable 
person  can  expect  to  get  these  things  without  paying  for 
them ;  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  does,  but  it  is  not  in  the 
category.    Therefore  we  must  complete  its  sum  : —

possible  for  the  writer  of  that  article  to  entertain.

QUEER  CONDENSED  MILK. 

Dr.  Forbes  Ross  tells  a  strange  tale  in  Treatment  about  the 
origin  of  the  cheaper  brands  of  condensed  milk.  Spite  of 
all  that  analysts  have  written  about  condensed  separated 
milk  they  seem  to  have  overlooked  one  source'of  adulteration 
—viz.,  the  familiar  "tiger-nut."  Dr.  Ross  has  it  on  good 
authority  that  at  the  present  time  this  article  is  being  largely 
imported,  and  bought  by  certain  milk-manufacturers  for  the 
purpose  of  adulterating  their  wares.  The  tiger-nut  is  not 
unpleasant  to  taste,  the  flavour  being  strongly  suggestive  of 
condensed  milk.  It  is  possible,  adds  Dr.  Ross,  that  in  this 
ingredient  we  have  the  explanation  of  some  cases  of  con- 
densed-milk wasting  and  dyspepsia.

ANOZOL. 

Dr.  Policardo  Diaz,  of  Salamanca  City,  Mexico,  is  a  wag, 
or  something  else.  He  has  communicated  a  note  to  the 
Spatula  on  "anozol,"  a  fancy  word  derived  from  the  Greek, 
and  meaning  "  without  bad  smell."  Here  are  the  doctor's 
own  words  about  the  thing  : — 

A  pure  accident  led  me  to  discover  a  rapid  and  a  sure  process 
for  taking  away  from  iodoform  its  objectionable  odour,  at  the 
same  time  increasing  rather  than  diminishing  its  antiseptic  pro- 
perties. This  I  did  by  the  addition  of  a  new  substance  that  is  by 
itself  a  powerful  antiseptic.  This  substance  is  thymol,  or  acid 
thymic,  in  powder  mixed  with  iodoform,  in  the  proportion  of  10 
to  20  centigrammes  for  1  gramme  of  pure  crystallised  iodoform, 
which  loses  completely  its  peculiar  odour,  the  resulting  odour 
being  that  of  thyme. 

It  is  clever  of  the  doctor  to  discover  what  has  been  known 
to  most  pharmacists  for  years.  It  is  the  "  anozol "  which 
we  like,  however.  There  is  a  stroke  of  genius  in  the  word, 
and  the  editor  of  the  Spatula  gives  the  finishing  touch  to 
the  communication  by  filling  up  the  column  with  a  pretty 
little  Cupid,  ticketed  "  Ready  for  his  Summer's  Campaign," 
and  gazing  upon  "  anozol." 

RADIOGRAPHIC  PROGRESS. 

The  announcement  that  Dr.  John  Macintyre,  of  Glasgow, 
has  been  able  to  combine  the  cinematograph  with  the  .-r-ray 
apparatus,  so  as  to  produce  radiographs  showing  the  move-, 
ments  of  the  bones,  is^as  startling  as  the  announcement  of 
"RirntgenV  discovery.  This  is  but  one  of  many  progressive 
steps  made  recently.  Most  of  them  have  been  admirably 
summarised  by  Mr.  A.  C.  C.  Swinton  in  a  paper  communi- 
cated to  the  Royal  Society,  of  which  a  full  reprint  with 
illustrations  is  now  appearing  in  the  Chemical  jVc/cs,  com- 
mencing May  7.  Our  space  at  present  does  not  permit  us  to 
make  an  adequate  abstract  of  the  paper.  In  last  week's 
J*rttc?H>hwe -is  an  admirable  example  of  the  applicability  of 
the  x  rays  to  medical  diagnosis,  Drs.  Dalgarno  and  Galloway, 
of  Aberdeen,  showing  a  skiagram  of  the  thorax  with  an 
aneurism  plainly  indicated.  In^the  British  Medical  Journa. 
Drs.  Ireland  and  Howlett,  of  Hull,  point  out  a  simple 
method  of  overcoming  the  inefficiency  of  vacuum  tubes  after 
running  them  some  time.  It  consists  in  wrapping  the  cathodal 
extremity  of  the  bulb  in  damp  cotton  wool  or  lint,  one  end 
of  which  touches  and  surrounds  the  bulb  at  the  cathodal 
end,  whilst  the  other  is  attached  to  the  cathodal  wire.  The 
effect  is  instantaneous.  A  bulb  that  prior  to  the  attachment 
of  the  wool  had  refused  to  light  up  at  once  became  flooded 
with  a  most  beautiful  blue-green  effulgence.  We  may  also 
note  that  Mr.  A.  C.  Cassor  has  produced  a  fluorescent  screen, 
6  feet  long  by  1\  foot  wide,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
whole  skeleton.    A  special  tube  is  used  with  the  screen. 

LADY  PHARMACISTS  IN  PRUSSIA. 

The  first  question  which  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the 
new  Prussian  Council  for  Pharmaceutical  Affairs,  created 
some  time  ago,  is  the  admission  of  women  to  the  profession 
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of  pharmacy.  The  agitation  for  this  admission  has  been 
carried  on  intermittently  for  more  than  a  generation,  but  up 
to  the  present  with  little  success,  the  chief  reason  being  the 
general  disinclination  in  German  Government  circles  to  the 
granting  of  further  social  rights  to  women.  It  does  not  appear 
that  even  the  advocates  of  women  pharmacists  go  so  far  as  to 
demand  that  ladies  shall  be  allowed  to  own  pharmacies,  and 
it  is  pointed  out,  on  the  other  hand,  that  under  the  existing 
conditions  there  is  already  a  large  supply  of  assistants.  It 
seems  to  be  taken  for  granted,  however,  that  some  conces- 
sion to  the  modern  spirit  will  be  made.  Apotheker  Eilers, 
who  writes  on  this  subject  in  the  Apotheker  Zeitung,  con- 
siders that,  especially  in  small  country  pharmacies,  women 
pharmacists  would  be  most  useful,  although  he  does  not 
think  that  they  would  be  physically  strong  enough  to  carry 
on  the  duties  required  of  assistants  in  large  industrial  towns. 
Mr.  Eilers  has  made  inquiries  from  friends  of  his  in  Holland 
(where  women  have  been  employed  as  pharmaceutical  assist- 
ants for  many  years)  as  to  the  manner  in  which  they  do  their 
work  as  compared  with  men.  The  answers  are  entirely  in 
favour  of  women,  who  are  said  to  have  taken  the  place  of 
men  in  a  great  many  shops,  as  they  are  satisfied  with  smaller 
salaries  and  work  more  neatly  and  carefully.  In  Dutch 
hospitals  and  official  pharmacies  for  the  supply  of  medicines 
to  the  poor,  qualified  women  are  now  generally  employed  as 
managers  in  the  yjlace  of  men. 

NOT  BRITISH  TOBACCO. 
According  to  official  reports,  says  the  British  Medical 
Journal,  tobacco  is  adulterated  with  sugar,  alum,  lime,  flour 
or  meal,  rhubarb-leaves,  saltpetre,  fullers'  earth,  starch,  malt- 
commings,  chromate  of  lead,  peat  moss,  molasses,  burdock- 
leaves,  common  salt,  endive-leaves,  lampblack,  gum,  red  dye, 
scraps  of  newspapers,  cinnamon-stick,  cabbage-leaves,  and 
straw  brown  paper.  This  is  an  absurd  statement,  and 
possibly  refers  to  the  tobacco  of  some  other  country. 
Somerset  House  claims  to  assure  us  that  the  tobacco-supply 
of  this  country  is  amongst  the  purest  of  products  consumed 
by  the  public. 

AMERICAN  DENTISTS. 

We  hear  so  much  from  the  "legitimate  profession"  about 
the  iniquities  of  American  dentistry  as  practised  in  this 
country  that  it  is  well  to  look  at  the  other  side  of  the  matter 
now  and  then.  A  correspondent  sends  us  the  following 
notes,  which  are  curious  reading : — 

Mr.  C.  F.  W.  Boedecker,  a  New  York  dentist,  has  been 
summoned  to  Berlin  to  render  professional  service  to  a 
member  of  the  Kaiser's  family.  He  has  been  offered,  but 
declines,  the  appointment  of  resident  dental  surgeon  to  the 
Imperial  family. 

Recently  a  well-known  American  dentist  of  Paris,  Dr. 
John  H.  Spaulding,  was  called  to  Russia  to  attend  profes- 
sionally the  Governor  of  Warsaw  and  his  family.  Dr. 
Spaulding  was  a  guest  at  the  Governor's  Palace  on  the 
occasion  of  the  wedding  of  his  Excellency's  sister-in-law, 
Mademoiselle  de  Ralli,  to  Prince  Alexis  Lobanow,  nephew  of 
the  last  Russian  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

Dr.  T.  W.  Evans,  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  profession  in 
Paris,  and  has  attended  most  of  the  crowned  heads  of 
Europe,  appears  still  to  be  the  favourite  dentist  of  the 
English  Royal  family,  and  a  chair  is  specially  kept  at 
Buckingham  Palace  for  his  use  when  operating. 

It  is  a  little  humiliating  to  Europe,  and  especially  to 
England,  that  both  dentists  for  royal  families  and  daughters- 
in-law  for  aristocrats  should  have  to  be  imported  from  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic  ;  but  we  console  ourselves  with  the 
thought  that  we  are  the  richer  for  it  all. 

RONTGEN  RAYS  AS  A  DEPILATORY. 

We  have  mentioned  several  ca-:es  in  which  Rontgen  rays 
have  caused  falling  off  of  the  hair.  Professor  Kaposi,  com- 
menting upon  this,  explains  that  the  first  stage  of  the  action 
consists  in  the  rays  irritating  the  deeper  blooi- vessels  of 


the  skin,  and  that  the  hair  subsequently  comes  out  in  con- 
sequence of  the  nutrition  of  the  skin  being  thus  interfered 
with.  He  also  states  that  the  dermatitis  caused  by  the 
Rontgen  rays  resembles  that  from  which  Alpine  climbers 
suffer  after  exposure  to  the  glare  of  sunshine  reflected  from 
snow  or  glaciers. 

BUFFALO  AND  BABIES'  BOTTLES. 

A  curious  regulation  has,  says  the  Medical  Press,  been 
devised  and  ordered  to  be  complied  with  by  the  Board  of 
Health  of  Buffalo.  X. Y.    It  is  to  the  following  effect  :— 

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
use  or  to  engage  in  the  sale  of  any  bottle,  mechanism,  or 
other  device  for  the  artificial  feeding  or  nursing  of  infants 
or  children  under  three  years  of  age,  which  has  connected 
therewith  a  rubber-tube,  hose,  or  such  contrivance. 

The  Press  rather  sympathises  with  this  ridiculous  order  by 
remarking,  "It  goes  without  saying  that  the  appliances 
here  condemned  are  extremely  difficult  to  clean,  easily 
become  foul,  and  have  nothing  to  recommend  them."  It 
is  not  difficult  to  keep  a  baby's  feeding-bottle  with 
a  tube  clean.  The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  put 
the  bottle  in  a  basin  of  water  immediately  the  baby 
has  stopped  feeding ;  then  put  the  fittings  in  also,  and 
give  the  teat  a  few  squeezes  under  the  water  (as  if  it  were 
the  bulb  of  a  syringe),  whereby  the  tube  is  drenched. 
Finally,  remove  the  teat,  and  allow  the  tube  and  fittings  to 
remain  in  the  basin  until  they  are  needed  again.  All  parts 
of  the  bottle  and  fittings  should,  of  course,  be  brushed  care- 
fully at  least  once  a  day.  It  also  goes  without  saying  that 
the  persons  who  most  need  to  be  made  to  keep  the  baby's 
bottle  clean  are  those  whom  no  regulations  will  affect ;  but 
there  are  very  many  mothers  who  really  do  not  know  how  to 
do  it,  because  they  have  never  seen  it  done,  and  feeding- 
bottle  makers  and  retailers  generally  seem  to  be  superior  to- 
giving  them  printed  instructions.  If  we  made  feeding- 
bottles  we  should  make  capital  out  of  this  paragraph  by 
getting  up  a  short  illustrated  essay  on  the  subject,  printed 
as  a  booklet  to  go  with  every  feeding-bDttle  sold;  but  we 
must  leave  that  for  others  to  do.  There  is  money  in  it. 
CHEAP  CLINICALS. 

There  is  again  a  good  deal  of  heartbreaking  amongst 
London  makers  of  clinical  thermometers  regarding  the  ex- 
tremely low  prices  which  they  have  to  meet,  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  very  low  rates  quoted  for  German-made 
goods.  It  is  a  fact  that,  until  a  few  years  ago,  the  pricea 
charged  for  the  best  English-made  thermometers  were  exces- 
sive— 8s.  to  10s.  apiece  being  not  an  uncommon  figure— but 
clinicals  are  now  offered  at  6s.  a  dozen  which  look  not  bad, 
and  may  be  accurate  if  the  mercury  could  be  made  to  move. 
It  is  not  altogether  German  competition  which  has  brought 
down  prices.  Mr.  J.  J.  Hicks  stated  some  little  time  ago- 
that  undivided  clinical  thermometers— English-made— were 
recently  hawked  from  a  barrow  in  Farringdoti  Road  for 
a  penny  apiece.  That  state  of  things  he  said  was  caused  by 
glass-blowers  making  a  quantity  of  thermometers  during 
the  week,  and  selling  them  "for  any  price  you  like"  on 
Saturday  morning,  in  order  to  get  a  little  ready  money.^  This 
unremunerative  labour  brings  in  a  distinct  danger,  which  it 
is  the  duty  of  pharmaceutical  retailers  of  clinical  thermo- 
meters to  guard  against,  and  we  recommend  them  to  test 
cheap  clinicals.  This  can  be  easily  done  by  taking  a  Kew- 
certificated  instrument  with  three  or  four  of  the  cheap  ones 
and  dipping  into  a  basin  of  water  at  98'  F.,  then  add  a  little 
hot  water  to  raise  the  temperature  a  degree  or  two,  and  note- 
how  each  thread  of  mercury-stands,  and  the  time  it  take* ^ 
move  to  the  higher  temperature.  In  this  way  it  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  form  an  opinion  about  the  value  of  an  instrument, 
and  a  few  trials  will  show  the  retailer  how  far  such  testing, 
is  necessary. 
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Jfluib  extracts.

THE  constant  and  increasing  demand  for  fluid  extracts, 
and  the  variability  of  the  preparations  sent  out  as  such 
by  different  manufacturers,  necessitates  that  only  those 
should  be  used  which  have  been  obtained  from  a  reliable 
source  or  made  under  personal  supervision.  The  British 
Pharmacopoeia  contains  a  small  number  compared  with  the 
many  preparations  which  have  a  more  or  less  permanent 
place  in  our  establishments.  It  is,  perhaps,  fortunate  that 
more  are  not  chosen  out  of  the  hundreds  eloquently  adver- 
!  tised  in  the  price-lists  which  are  distributed  so  freely  in  this 
country.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  find  that  out  of  this 
greatness  many  have  been  found  worthy  of  a  prominent 
:  position,  and  are  frequently  prescribed  with  much  benefit  by 
medical  men.  When  properly  made,  an  aqueous  solution  of 
the  active  ingredients  of  a  plant  is  perhaps  its  best  prepara- 
tion, and  there  is  not  much  difficulty  in  its  manufacture, 
providing  the  raw  material  be  obtainable.  In  the  case  of 
fluid  extracts  made  with  rare  drugs  by  an  enterprising  firm, 
we  are  compelled,  for  a  time  at  least,  to  obtain  our  supplies 
£rom  them  ;  but  we  have  this  advantage — the  preparation  is 
nearly  always  the  same,  while  those  obtained  from  two  or 
more  wholesale  houses  have  differences  which  are  distinctly 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  chemist  and  detrimental  to  the 
patient. 

Liquid  extracts  of  ergot,  hamamelis,  golden  seal,  and  fucus 
are  to  be  found  of  various  densities,  and  all  differing  in 
depth  of  colour,  which,  when  dispensed,  make  the  medicine 
appear  quite  a  different  colour  to  that  previously  obtained 
probably  from  somewhere  else. 

Liquid  extracts  of  coca,  salix,  and  many  others  are  at 
-  times  supplied  quite  miscible  with  water,  and  in  some 
pharmacies  have  been  dispensed  as  clear  mixtures.  Two 
■quantities  of  fluid  extract  of  damiana  were  obtained  from 
j  the  same  house — one  made  a  green,  the  other  a  chocolate, 
mixture.  Liquid  extract  of  celandine  is  now  on  its  trial  in 
this  country  for  cancer.  It  has  been  much  used  in  Russia, 
and  here  considerable  interest  is  taken  in  the  treatment. 
The  first  quantity  was  obtained  from  a  well-known  house,  the 
second  and  third  from  different  places.  The  latter  were  not 
in  any  like  that  supplied  by  the  first  house.  When  mixed 
with  water  they  differed  in  colour,  smell,  and  taste  ;  it  was 
impossible  to  know  which  faithfully  represented  the  drug. 
Fortunately  the  administration  of  small  doses  has  not  been 
attended  with  any  evil  results,  and  it  is  extremely  doubtful 
under  such  conditions  if  any  good  is  likely  to  accrue  from 
larger  doses  when  the  pharmacy  of  the  case  is  considered 
for  at  least  a  moment. 

My  object  in  writing  this  note  is  to  call  the  attention  of 
manufacturers  to  the  matter.  The  inquiries  which  I  have 
made  at  leading  dispensing-houses  in  London  corroborate 
my  own  experience,  and  it  is  highly  desirable  that  some 
effort  should  be  made  to  produce  preparations  as  far  as 
ipossible  alike  in  physical  characteristics.

facilitates  the  operation.

for  retail  is  the  "Imperial"  Standard-developer  in  which 
both  pyro  and  metol  are  used.  It  has  the  advantage  of 
keeping  well,  and  is  consequently  suitable  for  keeping  ready 
put  up  for  sale.    I  have  had  a  good  run  on  it  lately.  The

I  notice  that  people  will  write  "  metabisulphite,"  although 
it  has  often  been  explained  that  the  double  prefix  is  ri- 
diculous. The  salt  is  really  an  anhydrosulphitc,  and  "  meta- 
sulphite  "  is  the  correct  name  for  it. 

Good  Pictures. 

Messrs.  Barclay  &  Sons  (Limited)  have  sent  for  my  in- 
spection several  photographs  taken  by  amateurs  with  their  50.s\ 
hand-camera.  Two  of  these  are  particularly  fine  sea-views, 
one  showing  the  breakers  and  surf  of  the  inrolling  tide,  and 
the  other  a  racing  yacht  at  full  speed.  There  is  not  a  bit  of 
blur  in  either  of  them.  A  R.  R.  lens  was  used  for  both,  also 
for  a  third  picture,  a  deck  view,  which  exhibits  the  capabili- 
ties of  the  camera  for  recording  detail.  A  fourth  picture, 
taken  by  the  same  camera  with  a  single  lens,  is  just  as  good 
in  its  way.  It  is  a  snap-shot  of  a  horse  entering  a  stable, 
and  the  animal  has  stopped  in  a  moment  of  temptation, 
induced  by  a  boy  holding  out  a  bowl  of  corn  to  it.  This  is  a 
well-conceived  picture  admirably  executed.

Plate-backing. 

I  notice  that  the  Paget  Company  and  B.  J.  Edwards  & 
Co.  are  now  supplying  certain  of  their  plates  ready  backed. 
The  Paget  Company  use  an  orange  collodion,  which,  being 
insoluble  in  water  and  transparent  to  red  light,  does  not 
interfere  with  development.  B.  J.  Edwards  &  Co.  call  their 
back  plates  "  Antihalo,"  and  use  a  soluble  medium,  readily 
removable.  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  backing  plates  for 
some  of  my  customers  with  the  "  Plate-backing  Fluid '" 
(C.  B.  Diary,  1896).  at  a  charge  of  6d.  a  dozen  quarter- 
plates  and  Is.  for  half -plates. 

Although 

The  Wellington  Negative  Paper 

has  been  out  some  months,  it  was  not  till  the  other  day  that 
I  had  an  opportunity  of  giving  it  a  thorough  trial.  It  is 
manipulated  in  the  same  way  as  films,  but,  as  it  is  more 
difficult  to  tell  when  they  are  fixed,  plenty  of  time  (half  an 
hour)  is  recommended.  I  used  amidol  developer,  made  by 
dissolving  2£  gr.  of  amidol  in  2  dr.  of  sodium  sulphite  solu- 
tion (5  oz.  in  20  of  water),  and  adding  10  drops  of  10- 
per-cent.  potassium-bromide  solution  and  water  to  make  an 
ounce.  The  negatives  thus  made  do  not  require  oiling,  as 
paper  negatives  used  to  in  the  early  days  of  photography, 
the  difficulty  of  the  grain  in  the  paper  having  been  over- 
come. Being  cheaper  than  both  plates  and  films,  and  with 
some  of  the  advantages  of  both,  I  think  they  ought  to  have 
a  good  sale. 
In  regard  to 

Developing-films, 
about  which  I  wrote  a  few  notes  the  other  week,  a  corre- 
spondent writes  to  suggest  pinning  the  films  by  their  corners 
on  to  a  piece  of  clean  cardboard,  and  says  he  has  used  this 
method  successfully,  but  with  the  saving  clause  that  it  is 
not  easy  to  judge  density  during  development.

THE  tenth  Cookery  and  Food  Exhibition  (is  not  pharmacy 
itself  a  glorified  form  of  cookery  ?)  has  just  closed  its 
doors.  It  was,  by  all  accounts,  a  very  successful  affair,  and 
the  circumstance  that  it  was  this  year  held  in  a  conveniently 
situated  place  (Niagara  Hall)  has,  no  doubt,  helped  to  swell 
the  attendance.  A  foreground  of  stalls  devoted  to  cookery- 
delicatessen,  and  long  rows  of  tables  filled  with  ornamental 
sweetmeats  and  giant  pastries  formed  a  ludicrous  contrast 
with  the  huge  scenic  painting  of  Niagara  Falls  on  the  walls; 
and  this  was  no  wise  diminished  by  the  fact  that  Van 
Houten's  cocoa-stand  in  the  gallery  was  decorated  with 
palms,  which  blended  indistinguishably  with  the  towering 
pine  and  the  hemlock  of  the  forests  on  the  Canadian  side, 
suggesting  a  return  of  the  ice  age. 

Among  the  exhibitors  more  or  less  intimately  connected 
with  pharmacy  were  Aemour  &  Co.,  who  showed  their  well- 
known  specialities,  and  whose  "  Vigoral "  appears  to  be  ac- 
quiring greater  popularity  every  year.  Giving  away  cookery- 
books  is  a  good  way  to  help  the  sale  of  a  preparation,  and  one 
-of  which  Armour  &  Co.  have  been  quick  to  take  advantage. 
The  Piston  Feeezing-machine  and  Ice  Company,  of 
Oxford  Street,  had  some  well-made  seltzogenes  and  charcoal 
filters  for  household  use,  and  the  Victobia  Date  Company 
(Limited),  as  usual,  shone  with  effective  showcards.  "  As- 
tonishing the  Natives  "  was  the  motto  on  the  one  here  shown, 
and  it  does  not  require  much  ingenuity  to  imagine  that  it  is 
the  "  Date  Vinegar  "  which  causes  the  astonishment.  One 
of  the  novelties  of  the  Exhibition  was  shown  by  the  Aerating 
Citeoid  Syndicate  (Limited),  of  10  Union  Court,  Old 
Broad  Street.  This  company  prepare  small  discs  of  com- 
'.pressed  powdered  ingredients  for  lemonade  and  other  summer 
drinks,  which  are  sold  under  the  name  of  ''citroids"  in 
boxes  of  one  dozen  each.  Dropped  in  water  they  rapidly 
dissolve,  and  produce  an  excellent  drink.  Vimbos  (Limited) 
have  now  established  a  claim  to  be  regarded  as  a  regular 
competitor  for  public  favour  at  exhibitions  of  this  kind. 
On  the  present  occasion  their  fluid  (manufactured  in  Scot- 
land) and  invalid  beef  and  lozenges  were  displayed  at  an 
elegant  stand.  Mr.  G.  ShippAM,  of  Chichester,  had  a  fine 
stand  of  delicacies,  including  some  excellent  specialities  for 
invalids.  Besides  robbing  Germany  of  its  especial  glory  by 
putting  up  a  "German  sausage  manufactured  in  England," 
Mr.  Shippam  offered  a  fine  chicken-broth  jelly,  and  a  variety 
of  concentrated  soups  in  glass  bottles.  The  firm's  roast 
pheasants  are  shot  quite  close  to  the  factory  at  Chichester. 

We  have  already  mentioned  that  Van  Houten's  Cocoa 
had  its  habitation  in  the  gallery,  where  cups  of  the  beverage 
.•are  retailed  at  Id.  each.  I  am  saved  the  trouble  of  hunting 
for  adjectives  wherewith  adequately  to  describe  the  excellence 
of  the  cocoa  by  the  fact  that  the  Exhibition  jury  have 
awarded  it  the  Prix  d ' Honneur  for  its  superiority. 

Jewsbuey  &  Brown,  of  Manchester,  had  one  of  the 
finest  exhibits  in  the  whole  show.  This  firm,  I  am  informed, 
make  no  charge  for  the  syphons  or  bottles  in  which  their 
specialities  are  sent  out,  but  lend  them  to  their  customers, 
who  are  not  held  responsible  for  deficiencies.  One  of  the 
■firm's  novelties  is  a  16-oz.  stoppered  bottle  for  lemonade, 
«oda,  ginger-ale,  &c,  which  can  be  closed  so  that  the 
contents  of  the  bottle  always  keep  in  good  condition. 
'THs  botMe  is  filled  on  a  machine  which  does  all  the  work 


of  pulling  off  the  stopper,  filling  the  bottle,  and  screw 
the  stopper  on  again.  The  "Crystal  Brew"  of  sterili: 
ginger-beer,  sold  in  glass-stoppered  bottles,  is  another  in 
vation  likely  to  be  much  appreciated. 

G.  F.  Sutton  &  Co.,  of  King's  Cross,  showed,  in  a  nice 
arranged  case,  a  variety  of  sauces,  relishes,  and  essenc 
and  a  novelty  in  the  shape  of  concentrated  lemon; 
crystals.  Potted  meats  and  soups  in  neat  glass  bottles,  a 
other  invalid  specialities  were  shown  by  Mr.  H.  Maeqi! 
of  74  Tottenham  Court  Eoad.  W. 

There  is  a  run  on  Liebig's  Cookery-book,  containing 
variety  of  recipes  for  making  appetising  dishes  by  the  1 1 
of  the  Liebig  Company's  Extract.  At  this  stand 
noticed  one  of  the  cleverest  advertising  novelties  of  1 
show.  It  consists  of  a  card  representing  a  fine  specimen 
the  extract-yielding  ox.  You  pull  a  small  ribbon  below  t 
picture,  and  the  ox  is  at  once  converted  into  a  jar  of  Liebi 
extract  "  with  the  blue  label."  F.  L.  Boethwick  &  Co.,  £ 
Kingsland  Road,  N.,  were  next  door  to  the  Liebig  Compan 
stand,  and  facing  the  part  of  the  room  set  aside  for  < 
monstrations  in  cookery — a  very  excellent  coign  of  'vanta 
from  which  to  push  the  sale  of  their  bouillon  and  Bort 
wick's  Liebig's  extract  of  beef.  The  Pkotene  (Patent1 
Limited,  of  87  Edgware'  Road,  W.,  are  the  proprietors  ' 
dried  animal  proteid,  obtained  from  milk.  They  claim  tl. 
their  food  is  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  offered  for  sale,  tl 
it  will  keep  for  any  length  of  time  in  any  climate,  and  c. 
not  only  be  taken  without  risk  by  diabetics,  but  actually 
made  palatable  for  them.  The  specialities  of  Bove 
(Limited)  are  ever  on  the  increase.  To  those  that  we  ha 
noticed  on  former  occasions,  the  company  have  now  add 
"  wild-cherry  sauce,"  bovril  celery-salt,  and  chocolates  cc 
taining  a  certain  proportion  of  bovril.

admiring  crowd.    Of  invalid  and  concentrated  foods  the 
is   an   enormous   variety.

jtners  to  renew  the  lease  of  that  house  from  time  to  time, 
though  the  business  had  long  outgrown  the  available 
commodation.    But  at  last  a  move  became  imperative,  and 

it  happened  that  a  few  days  ago  a  C.  $  B.  representative 
und  Mr.  Arthur  Kent  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  big  building 

Farringdon  Road  watching  over  the  removal  operations, 
id  surrounded  by  various  Lares  and  Penates  from  the  old 
rush-Home  in  the  shape  of  mahogany  nests  of  pigeon-holes 
id  other  fittings  of  highly  respectable  early  Victorian 
opearance. 

The  new  brush-warehouse  was  formerly  a  printing-works, 
lie  Messrs.  Kent  have  purchased  the  freehold  of  it,  and  they 
e  now  laying  out  several  thousands  of  pounds  on  the 
novation  of  the  building.  In  fact,  little  remains  intact  of 
le  old  house  but  the  outside  walls. 

At  the  time  of  our  representative's  visit,  the  whole  fabric 
as  still  in  the  hands  of  carpenters,  plumbers,  and  painters ; 
ut  if  Canadian  or  American  buyers  of  brushware  who  may 
isit  London  for  the  Jubilee  festivities  will  then  call  at  75 
'arringdon  Koad,  they  will  find  everything  spick-and-span, 
tad  will  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  finest 
howroom  in  the  brush-trade  in  England.  On  the  ground 
ioor  of  the  renovated  building  are  the  counting-house 
on  the  right),  the  invoicing  and  town  forwarding  depart- 
nents,  and  the  partners'  private  rooms.  The  whole  building 
s  heated  by  hot  water  on  Keith's  ^Eolian  Radiator  system, 
md  Mr.  Arthur  Kent,  from  his  private  office,  controls  the 
supply  of  electric  light  to  every  one  of  the  six  floors  of  the 
jrailding,  and  is  able  to  communicate  by  telephone  with  every 
•oom  in  the  house. 

A  big  new  staircase  has  been  constructed  in  teak,  which 
ras  the  reputation  of  being  the  most  fire-resisting  wood  on 
3arth,  and  a  new  teak-built  lift  connects  all  the  floors  of  the 
ouilding.  Presently  it  carried  Mr.  George  Kent  and  our 
[representative  to  the  top  floor,  which,  with  the  one  just 
below  it,  is  reserved  for  stock.  The  brushes  are  carried  up 
jliere  by  an  hydraulic  crane.  "  It  hauls  up  15  cwt.  in  fifteen 
jseconds,"  said  Mr.  Kent.  "  The  goods  from  our  factory  at 
Victoria  Park  are  brought  up  here,  checked  at  the  corner- 
counter,  and  put  in  their  respective  bins  until  required."  On 
.he  floor  below  our  representative  saw  several  receptacles, 
looking  like  the  familiar  yellow  tin  boxes,  on  rollers,  in  use 
for  carting  goods  about. 

"  Handy,  are  they  not  1 "  was  Mr.  Kent's  commen.  "  I 
got  that  notion  from  one  of  the  finest  warehouses  I  ever 
visited— the  S.  S.  White  Dental  Company,  at  Philadelphia." 

A  closer  inspection  showed  the  receptacles  to  be  made  of  a 
very  light  and  strong  fibre-pulp.  The  "  patent-linen  fibre- 
ware  baskets,"  to  give  them  their  full  title,  should  be  useful 
in  many  a  druggists  business— not  the  least  of  their  advan- 
tages being  their  lightness.  A  large  part  of  the  second  stock- 
floor  is  given  up  to  the  tooth-brush  department,  and  here  Mr. 
Kent  spoke  of  a  new  idea  in  tooth-brushes,  just  invented  by 
his  brother  Harold,  which  promises  to  be  a  great  success. 
But  this  is  taking  time  by  the  forelock,  for  the  "  Twice-a-day 
Brush"  is  not  yet  on  the  market.  In  passing,  two  other 
American  notions  struck  our  representative  as  characteristic 
of  the  readiness  of  this  old  firm  to  go  with  the  times.  One  is  a 
"Eire  and  Burglar  Alarm,"  which  indicates  to  the  policeman 
on  duty  whether  it  is  his  assistance  or  that  of  the  fire-brigade 
that  is  required,  and  on  what  floor  it  is  needed.  The  second 
is  the  system  by  which  the  whole  of  the  books  are  sent  down 
at  night  on  a  sort  of  portable  roller  book-rack  to  a  strong- 
room in  the  basement,  and  straightway  carried  up  to  the 
bookkeeping  department  in  the  morning. 

The  Messrs.  Kent  do  their  own  printing  now.  A  few  years 
ago  Mr.  Arthur  Kent  carried  a  small  hand-press  to  his  house 
and  commenced  to  qualify  as  a  compositor.  Then  he  taught 
his  office-boy,  and  shortly  three  machines  will  be  going  full 
in  the  basement  at  Farringdon  Road.    We  came  down  by  the 


new  stone  staircase  which  the  County  Council  have  made 
the  firm  build  as  an  emergency  exit.  It  is  a  handsome 
staircase,  but  it  takes  a  big  slice  out  of  one  corner  of  the  build- 
ing, and  it  has  not  increased  the  firm's  affection  for  the. 
authority  that  compelled  its  construction.  The  chances  that 
it  may  be  needed  are  extremely  remote,  for  every  precaution 
against  fire  has  been  taken.  The  lighting  and  heating 
methods  are  of  the  best.  Down  below,  in  a  corner  of  the  base- 
ment, the  iEolian  Radiator  furnace  is  bricked  in.  When  fed 
once  a  day  it  will  burn  for  ever,  like  the  Fire-worshippers' 
Altar.

THE  PHARMACY  ACT. 

More  Glasgow  Cases. 

Shebiff  Fyfe,  in  the  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court  on  Monday, 
disposed  of  two  more  cases  brought  at  the  instance  of  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Both  cases  were 
continued  from  a  previous  diet. 


THE  DIFFICULTY  ABOUT  GETTING  NAMES- 
OF  THE  SOCIETY  CENSURED. 


-OFFICER 


Minnie  Peat,  assistant  in  the  drug-shop  of  Dr.  MacDonald, 
282  Cumberland  Street,  pleaded  not  guilty  to  a  charge  of 
having  on  November  21  sold  a  quantity  of  laudanum,  she  not 
being  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist. 

Mr.  James  Barrie  prosecuted  for  the  Society,  and  the 
respondent  was  defended  by  Mr.  William  Gemmill. 

William  Spence,  one  of  the  agents  of  the  Society,  was  the 
first  witness.  He  spoke  to  making  the  purchase,  and  said 
that  so  far  as  he  saw  there  was  no  other  person  in  the  shop 
but  respondent.  The  doctor  might  have  been  on  the  pre- 
mises, but  he  certainly  was  not  in  the  front  shop.  He  called 
on  two  other  occasions  to  ferret  out  the  name  of  the  young 
lady.    He  asked  her  name,  and  she  refused  to  tell  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Gemmill :  I  am  a  chemist. 

Mr.  Gemmill :  Why  are  you  not  in  business  for  yourself  ?— 
That  is  my  business. 

I  should  like  to  know  why  you  are  not  in  business. 

Mr.  Barrie :  I  object  to  the  question.  A  man  may  be  a 
doctor  or  a  lawyer  without  practising. 

The  Sheriff:  A  man  may  be  an  eminent  lawyer  and  yet- 
spend  all  his  time  shooting  rabbits. 

Mr  Gemmill :  I  am  entitled  to  describe  this  witness. 

The  Sheriff :  You  are  not  entitled  to  describe  him  by 
attacking  his  personal  character.  They  do  it  in  England  ;. 
but  we  have  not  got  that  length  yet,  although  we  will  come 
to  it,  I  suppose. 

Joseph  Tait  corroborated  Mr.  Spence's  evidence. 

By  Mr.  Gemmill :  They  did  not  tell  the  young  woman  what 
their  object  in  purchasing  the  poison  was.  He  could  see 
quite  well  from  where  he  was  watching  outside  that  there 
was  nobody  in  the  shop  but  the  respondent.  The  door  was 
open. 

Miss  Peat,  the  respondent,  also  went  into  the  witness-box. 
She  stated  that  she  remembered  quite  well  that  it  was  not 
laudanum  but  a  seidlitz-powder  that  the  witness  Spence  got. 
The  door  was  closed  when  the  purchase  was  made,  and  she 
could  not  understand  how  Tait  was  able  to  witness  the^ 
purchase. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Barrie  :  Spence  called  twice  to  get 
her  name.  She  refused  to  give  it,  because  she  did  not  think 
she  was  bound  to  tell  her  name  to  anybody  who  chose  to  ask 
it.  She  did  not  know  when  he  asked  her  name  what  he  was. 
asking  it  for.  He  said  it  was  for  another  gentleman,  who 
was  anxious  to  know  it. 

Did  he  not  tell  you  he  was  an  inspector  and  that  he  was 
going  to  bring  a  prosecution  against  you  ? — No.  When  I 
went  out  he  was  standing  in  a  "  close,"  and  he  followed  me. 
I  was  terrified  going  through  the  G  een  (one  of  the  public 
parks  of  the  city). 

The  Sheriff :  And  you  refused  to  give  your  name  ?— Yes. 

The  Sheriff :  I  think  you  were  quite  right. 

Respondent,  in  reply  to  further  questions  by  Mr.  Barnev 
said  a  complaint  was  served  upon  her  in  the  name  of  Minnie 
Peat,  but  that  she  refused  to  take  it.    She  did  not  volunteer 
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to  give  her  name.  The  doctor  did  not  tell  her  not  to  give 
her  name. 

Mr.  Gemmill,  in  addressing  the  Court,  said  he  thought  it 
•was  high  time  that  the  Courts  showed  their  disapprobation 
-of  the  methods  used  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  con- 
ducting prosecutions.  He  hope  that  only  a  very  small 
penalty  would  be  imposed,  and  that  his  Lordship  would  allow 
•no  expenses. 

Mr.  Barrie  asked  his  Lordship  to  impose  the  ordinary 
penalty.  The  Society  had  done  its  utmost  to  get  the  name 
■of  the  respondent. 

Sheriff  Fyfe  asked  that  the  witness  Spence  should  be  re- 
called, as  he  had  a  few  questions  to  put  to  him. 

Mr.  Spence,  in  reply  to  his  Lordship,  said  he  told  the 
respondent  that  if  she  would  first  give  her  name  he  would  tell 
her  what  he  wanted  it  for. 

The  Sheriff :  Do  you  think  it  fair  to  treat  a  young  larly 
in  that  sort  of  way  1 — I  was  sent  to  get  the  name,  and  I  must 
get  it. 

The  Sheriff :  I  suppose  you  are  a  man  of  the  world  and 
know  that  all  sorts  of  dodges  may  be  resorted  to  to  get  a 
girl's' name  for  many  purposes.  Could  you  not  have  told  her 
point-blank  that  you  were  going  to  bring  a  prosecution,  and 
that  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society  you  required  her  name  ? 
— I  had  no  instructions  to  that  effect. 

The  Sheriff :  Whether  you  had  instructions  or  not  1 — I 
-have  to  follow  instructions,  my  Lord. 

Mr.  Barrie  said  his  Lordship  should  bear  in  mind  that  the 
officers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  not  the  same 
power  as  the  officers  who  acted  under  the  Sanitary  Statutes 
or  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Under  those  Acts  an 
inspector  could  go  into  a  shop  and  demand  the  shopkeeper 
"to  sell  any  commodity  which  was  kept  on  the  premises.  If 
the  officers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  went  into  a  shop 
and  told  the  shopkeeper  who  they  were,  they  would  be  re- 
fused a  sale.  He  did  not  think  reflection  could  be  thrown 
•upon  the  officers  for  the  means  they  adopted  to  get  names. 

Mr.  Gemmill  remarked  that  if,  having  announced  them- 
selves, the  officers  were  refused  a  name,  it  would  strengthen 
their  case,  but  when  they  treated  the  shopkeeper  in  the  way 
zthey  treated  the  respondent  they  deserved  no  sympathy. 

Sheriff  Fyfe  said  that  while  it  was  true  that  the  Society 
ought  to  get  the  information  necessary  to  bring  prosecutions, 
he  felt  strongly  that  they  ought,  in  fairness  to  the  people, 
tell  them  that  the  purchases  had  been  made  for  prosecution 
purposes.  He  sympathised  with  the  difficulty  these  people 
had  at  that  distance  of  time  in  remembering  whether  they 
sold  poison  or  not.  If  greater  powers  were  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  Act  the  Society  would  very  likely  have  no  great 
difficulty  in  getting  such  powers.  He  was  surprised  that  the 
:  Society  had  not  endeavoured  to  obtain  legislation  in  the 
direction  indicated,  rather  than  resort  to  modes  of  getting 
information  for  prosecutions  which,  to  say  the  least  of  it, 
were  not  in  accordance  with  fair  play.  In  that  particular 
case  he  must  strongly  express  his  disapprobation  of  the 
mode  adopted  by  the  officer  of  the  Society  when  endeavour- 
ing to  procure  the  name  of  the  respondent.  He  could 
hardly  believe  that  if,  at  the  time  the  purchase  was 
■  made,  he  had  there  and  then  asked  the  girl's  name,  she 
would  have  refused  to  give  it.  To  go  to  her  after  an  interval 
of  six  months  and  pester  her  for  her  name  without  telling  her 
definitely  what  he  wanted  the  name  for,  was  not  conduct 
which  reflected  credit  on  the  officers  of  the  Society,  and, 
in  his  view,  the  young  lady,  in  the  absence  of  any  explana- 
tion of  what  it  was  wanted  for,  was  perfectly  justified  in 
refusing  to  give  her  name  to  a  stranger.  To  mark  his  sense 
of  disapprobation  of  the  procedure  adopted  in  this  case, 
while  finding  the  charge  proven,  he  would  restrict  the  fine  to 
the  nominal  sum  of  2s.  6(1.,  and  allow  no  expenses. 

UNSEASONABLY  BEFUSING  TO  GIVE  HIS  NAME. 

Alexander  Wilson  Hendey,  assistant  (unregistered)  in 
Dr.  Dunning's  drug-shop,  at  383  Cumberland  Street,  admitted 
having  sold  laudanum  and  a  quantity  of  morphine. 

Mr.  Gemmill,  who  defended  in  this  case  also,  said  respon- 
dent had  no  recollection  of  having  sold  the  poisons  men- 
tioned in  the  complaint.  He  knew  the  evidence  that  was  to 
be  brought  against  him,  and  for  the  reason  mentioned  he 
was  not  able  to  rebut  it,  or  even  to  qualify  it. 

The  Sheriff  asked  if  that  was  not  the  converse  of  the 
previous  case.    It  was  a  case  where  the  accused  unreason- 


ably refused  to  give  his  name.    If  that  were  so,  he  had ; 
opinion  on  that  subject  also. 

Mr.  Gemmill  remarked  that  his  client  had  no  recollectii 
of  the  sales,  and  was  unable  to  instruct  him  as  to  h 
defence. 

Mr.  Barrie  said  Dr.  Dunning  had  two  shops,  and  at  tl 
last  date  one  of  the  assistants  in  the  other  shop  was  finei 
They  inquired  of  the  respondent  in  vain  on  several  occasioi 
for  his  name.  One  day  he  was  heard  addressed  by  a  certai 
name,  and  he  was  brought  before  the  Court.  It  turned  ou 
however,  that  this  was  not  his  name,  and  the  case  had  to  t 
dropped.  His  Lordship  had  ,  offered  some  advice  to  tb. 
Society  regarding  its  method  of  procuring  names,  and  h 
hoped  he  would  see  his  way  to  say  a  word  or  two  t 
assistants  regarding  their  refusal  to  give  their  names.  Th 
respondent  in  the  present  case  was  told  by  the  officers  wh 
they  were. 

Mr.  Gemmill  said  they  got  the  wrong  name  by  going  int 
the  shop  and  overhearing  it.  The  first  intimation  his  olion 
had  was  when  the  summons  was  served. 

The  Sheriff:  He  knew  that  the  officer  was  from  th| 
Society.  •  ] 

Mr.  Barrie :  His  agent  was  in  possession  of  the  name,  am 
he  refused  to  give  it. 

Sheriff  Fyfe  said  his  recollection  of  what  occurred  thi 
previous  court  day  was  quite  distinct,  and  the  case  was  pretty 
much  the  converse  of  the  other  case.  He  could  not  admi:, 
any  mitigating  circumstances  in  that  case  beyond  the  usua 1 
circumstance  of  his  having  only  been  the  hand  which  trans- 
mitted the  poison  to  the  public,  and  not  the  real  offender 
The  fine  would  be  10s.  with  21.  expenses. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DKUGS  ACT. 

Adulteeated  Glyceeine. 

At  Burslem  on  May  12,  Ambrose  Hilditch  and  Richard  Grey 
were  summoned  for  selling  glycerine  certified  to  be  adulte- 
rated with  14  per  cent,  of  water  and  15  per  cent,  of  water 
respectively.  Both  defendants  stated  that  they  bought  the 
glycerine  as  pure.    Fines  of  20s.  and  costs  were  imposed; 


Repoeting  to  the  Staffordshire  County  Council,  Mr.  E.  W. 
T.  Jones,  of  Wolverhampton,  the  public  analyst,  states  that 
during  the  past  quarter  he  has  analysed,  amongst  other 
articles,  twenty-four  samples  of  glycerine.  Two  were 
adulterated,  one  with  45  per  cent,  of  glucose  syrup,  and  the 
other  with  16  per  cent,  of  water. 

COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 
Doctoe  v.  Chemist. 
At  the  Edmonton  County  Court  last  week,  before  Judge 
Paterson,  Dr.  Macphail,  a  medical  man  practising  at  Stoke 
Newington,  claimed  from  Mr.  Cockerton,  a  chemist  now 
living  at  Stratford,  18/.  10s.  6d.  for  professional  attendance 
and  medicines.  The  defendant  asserted  that  some  of  the. 
visits  for  which  the  plaintiff  had  charged  were  in  the  nature 
of  friendly  calls,  and  that  he  made  up  some  of  the  medicines 
for  which  the  plaintiff  charged.  The  plaintiff  denied  these 
statements,  and  added  that  he  had  been  a  good  friend  to  the 
defendant  in  trying  to  obtain  employment  for  him.  The 
Judge  'Suggested  that  the  parties  should  try  to  settle  the 
matter.  The  defendant  offered  12L,  which,  however,  the 
plaintiff  declined.  Ultimately  the  Judge  awarded  the  plain- 
tiff 14/. 


An  American  Apothecaey. 
Mes.  Wadling,  of  Saltash,  who  described  herself  as  the 
daughter  of  a  doctor  with  over  forty  years'  medical  experi- 
ence, brought  an  action  at  the  Stonehouse  County  Court  on 
May  18,  before  Judge  Edge,  claiming  10/.  from  Mr.  Bennett, 
of  Saltash,  for  services  rendered  as  a  nurse  and  for  drugs 
purchased  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  Plaintiff  stated  that 
she  attended  the  defendant  for  several  months  in  1895,  and 
prescribed  and  supplied  various  medicaments.  She  had  spent 
over  11.  in  drugs  for  her  patient,  and  the  action  was  to  re- 
cover these  disbursements,  together  with  her  fees  for  profes- 
sional services. 
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[n  reply  to  the  Judge,  the  plaintiff  said  she  had  a  diploma 
an  apothecary,  but  it  was  in  America.  She  had  no  Eng- 
q  diploma,  nor  was  she  registered  in  this  country  as  a 
ctor  or  a  chemist. 

His  Honour  said  that  no  person  was  entitled  to  recover  for 
dical  or  surgical  advice,  or  for  medicines  prescribed  and 
□plied,  unless  duly  registered.    He  non-suited  plaintiff, 
'th  costs. 


THE  INDECENT  ADVERTISEMENTS  ACT. 

De  Voy,  of  Homer  Street,  Marylebone  Road,  M.  de  Van, 
Portobello  Road,  Netting  Hill,  and  M.  B.  Wright,  of  Great

0  answered,  and  through  his  solicitor,  Mr.  Reckitts.  jun., 
admitted  that  he  was  also  De  Van  and  Wright,  and  that 
adopted  the  other  names  for  business  purpose.    The  man 

ly  was  caught  by  Constable  Fanx  in  the  act  of  posting  the 
ifs.    Day,  who  has  been  a  fortnight  in  custody,  was  fined 
He  was  then  called  as  a  witness  against  De  Voy.  He 
sd  he  had  never  seen  De  Voy  before  that  day.    The  bills 
e  brought  to  him  by  a  man  who  paid  his  lodging-money 

1  gave  him  about  Is.  a  clay.    Two  post-cards  addressed  to 
B.  Wright "  were  found  on  Day,  and  they  asked  for  a

This  he  had  failed  to 
d  It  was  denied  that  the  word  "  dentist "  was  on  the  de- 
fdant's  plate  or  blinds,  but  it  was  admitted  that  in  reply  to 
t  question  "Are  you  Mr.  Harris,  the  dentist?"  he  had 
s"  ed  he  was.  The  Stipendiary  said  there  must  be  a  convic- 
t:  i,  and  he  imposed  a  fine  of  51.  and  costs.

he  was  a  clerk    in  a   manufacturer's   office,  and 
thrown  out"  of   employment  in   1885.    A  friend  of 
idvised  him  that  the  patent-medicine  trade  was  a  good 
and  required  little  skill  to  carry  on.    He  therefore 


borrowed  114/.  from  his  father,  and  started  at  High  Street, 
Crewe,  as  a  patent-medicine  dealer.  He  knew  nothing  of 
the  trade  before  he  started.  The  business  succeeded,  but 
branch  shops  which  he  opened  in  Wigan  and  in  Crewe 
proved  failures.  In  1891  he  left  the  shop  at  High  Street, 
Crewe,  in  charge  of  an  assistant,  and  accepted  a  situation  as 
a  traveller  in  cotton  machinery.  He  lost  that  situation  in 
1895,  and  started  in  Birmingham  as  a  commission  agent. 
The  business  at  Crewe  declined,  in  consequence  of  rival 
dealers,  bringing  down  the  profits  from  20  and  25  to  7|  and 
10  per  cent.  Another  cause  of  depreciation  was  the  restric- 
tions due  to  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act.  He  had  never  been  able 
to  repay  the  114/.  borrowed  from  his  father.  Twelve  months 
ago  his  deficiency  was  243/.  In  answer  to  the  Registrar,  he 
said  he  sold  all  kinds  of  patent  medicines  and  proprietary 
articles,  but  did  not  compound  medicines.  The  Registrar 
said  he  was  reminded  of  an  order  sent  to  a  patent-medicine 
dealer.  It  ran :  "  Please  send  me  two  bottles  of  your  pre- 
paration. I  gave  my  wife  two  spoonfuls  of  it  a  fortnight 
ago,  and  she  has  not  spoken  since.  I  consider  it  a  most 
valuable  household  medicine,  and  would  not  be  without  it 
for  the  world."    The  examination  was  concluded.

The  GOVERNMENT  Hood  ami  Dim  i;s  ACT. 

1\  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Jeffreys,  Dir.  Balfour  stated,  at 
the  end  of  last  week,  that  he  could  not  tix  a  date  for  the 
introduction  of  the  Bill.  At  this  date  this  answer  may  be 
taken  to  finally  dispose  of  the  prospect  of  any  such  Bill  being 
brought  in  this  year.  And,  as  no  private  member  is  likely 
to  have  a  chance  of  passing  a  Bill  whilst  the  Government 
has  one  of  its  own  on  the  same  subject  in  reserve,  Mr. 
Kearley  might  as  well  move  that  the  order  for  the  second 
reading  of  his  measure  be  discharged. 

Loud  Lister's  Maiden  Speech. 
Lord  Lister  made  his  maiden  speech  in  the  House  of  Lords 
on  Monday  last.  The  subject  under  discussion  was  the 
health  of  the  army  in  India,  especially  as  affected  by  con- 
tagious diseases.  Lord  Lister  spoke  from  the  Government 
side,  occupying  a  place  on  the  second  bench  behind  that 
assigned  to  the  members  of  the  Government  who  sit  in  this 
Chamber.  His  manner  well  accorded  with  the  best  tradi- 
tions of  Upper-House  oratory — being  graceful  and  quiet,  and 
combining  the  authoritative  and  the  deferential.  He  pro- 
nounced emphatically  in  favour  of  the  Contagious  Diseases 
Acts  on  medical  grounds,  and  implied  that  what  was  scien- 
tifically and  hygienically  right  could  not  be  morally  wrong. 
Lord  Hay  fair,  who  followed  Lord  Lister,  agreed  with  him  in 
the  main,  but  suggested  that  he  had  not  given  enough 
weight  to  the  consideration  that,  unless  regulations  of  this 
kind  were  consonant  with  public  feeling,  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  carry  them  out  effectively. 

The  Workmen  Compensation  for  Accidents  Bill. 

This  Bill  was  on  Tuesday  read  a  second  time  without  a 
division.  The  main  object  of  the  measure  is  to  secure  that 
compensation  shall  be  given  for  all  accidents  to  workmen, 
however  arising,  in  the  trades  to  which  the  Bill  applies. 
Judging  from  the  discussion,  it  may  be  assumed  that  on 


the  Liberal  side  amendments  for  the  abolition  of  the  doc  l 
trine  of  common  employment  and  to  prevent  contracting 
out  will  be  supported,  and  that  from  both  sides  of  the  Hous(i 
there  will  be  proposals  for  extending  the  application  of  tht 
Hill,  so  as  to  include  more  trades  than  are  now  covered 
Mr.  Tennant,  for  example,  is  concerned  to  secure  that  work 
people  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  aerated  waters,  am 
people  whose  occupations  subject  them  to  the  risk  of  lead] 
poisoning  and  kindred  evils,  shall  be  benefited  by  the  Bill 
In  some  quarters,  too,  the  argument  has  been  advanced  thai 
statutory  provision  should  be  made  not  only  for  accidents 
but  for  injury  to  health  due  to  the  nature  of  the  occupation 
The  Government,  however,  regard  the  Bill  as  a  new  de 
parturc,  and,  while  they  may  accept  amendments  to  make  i 
apply  to  some  other  trades,  they  will  be  chary  of  otherwisi 
enlarging  it.  As  to  the  effect  which  the  Bill  will  have  or 
the  interests  of  trade,  the  best  authorities  in  the  Hons, 
appear  to  be  agreed  that  it.  will  not  diminish  our  power  t| 
meet,  foreign  competition,  that,  by  means  of  insurance  th 
risks  to  individual  employers  will  be  minimised,  and  als. 
that  the  burden  created  will  be  largely  compensated  for  bj 
the  more  oordial  relations  which  will  exist  between  em 
plovers  and  employed  and  by  the  diminution  of  the  costs  o 
litigation.

MR.  G.  A  CHAMPION,  a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board 
of  Natal,  and  the  proprietor  of  one  of  the  finest  phar- 
macies in  that  colony,  called  at  our  office  the  other  day  with 
[the  request  that  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  might  be 
[temporarily  sent  to  him  in  London.  For  Mr.  Champion,  who 
'is  a  good  Briton,  as  well  as  a  Natalian,  wants  to  show  his 
■family  what  the  Mother  Country  is  like,  and  for  that  purpose 
he  has  taken  a  house  in  London  for  the  summer  months. 


In  the  course  of  the  ensuing  conversation  we  asked  Mr. 
Champion,  who  carries  on  a  wholesale  business  in  conjunction 
with  his  pharmacy,  and  is  a  customer  worth  securing,  where 
he  bought  his  goods. 

"  We  buy  everything  in  England,  excepting  a  few  Ameri- 
can patent  medicines,  such  as  Winslow's  and  Seigel's  syrups 
and  Ayer's  specialities.  We  have  a  very  fair  steamship  com- 
.  munication  with  the  States  once  a  month,  but  few  pharma- 
ceutical goods  come  from  America  besides  those  LI -[  have 
mentioned." 

"  Nor  from  Germany  1 " 

"  Not  direct,  with  some  slight  exceptions,  for  I  under- 
stand that  certain  chemists  in  Natal  buy  tinctures  from  that 
country.    We  do  not.    But  the  foreigners  know  my  firm  well  j 
enough,  for  scarcely  a  mail  comes  without  bringing  price- 
lists  from  Paris,  Germany,  or  the  States.    It  is  a  marvel  to  j 

'  me  how  those  people  get  the  addresses  of  the  Natal  chemists. 
But  we  do  not  take  much  notice  of  those  loose  circulars. 
They  mostly  go  into  the  waste-paper  basket." 

"Can  you  suggest  any  means  of  extending  the  British 
drug-trade  with  your  colony  1 " 

"  That  would  be  difficult,  considering  that  England  already 
has  almost  the  whole  of  it.  When  we  received  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain's circular  on  trade  the  Natal  Chamber  of  Commerce  met , 
to  consider  what  information  could  be  given.  But  asj 
the  value  of  the  direct  foreign  imports  by  druggists  was  less 
than  5  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  it  was  decided  that  there  was 
no  occasion  for  a  reply  from  that  trade.  I  am  not  including 
German  goods  bought  in  England — antipyrin,  for  instance, 

"-and. glass  bottles  of  some  kinds.  Those  we  count  as  British5 
goods." 

"  Which  does  not  seem  a  very  reasonable  thing.  And  how  is 
business  in  general  ?  " 

"  Very  good,  indeed.  Our  prosperity,  of  course,  depends 
largely  upon  that  of  the  country  behind  us,  especially  the 
Transvaal.  We  live  mainly  by  transit  trade.  When  the  gold- 
fields  were  first  worked  they  obtained  all  their  supplies  by 
way  of  Natal.  Then  Cape  Colony  built  her  line  through  the 
Free  State,  and  for  a  while  our  business  fell  to  next  to 
nothing.  That  was  a  bad  time  for  Natal.  But  since  we  have, 
our  own  railway  communication  with  the  inland  matters1 


have  rapidly  improved,  and  the  prospect  now  is  very  bright 
indeed." 

"  And  Delagoa  Bay,  which  is  the  most  direct  route  1 " 

"  Oh,  we  don't  feel  its  competition  at  all.  In  British  hands 
it  would  become  a  serious  rival,  no  doubt,  but  so  long  as  the 
Portuguese  are  there  we  can  be  easy.  And  we  have  one 
considerable  advantage  over  the  Cape  in  our  low  Customs 
tariff.  The  general  rate  of  duty  in  the  Cape  is  12h  percent., 
with  us  it  is  only  5.  So  that  merchants  in  the  Transvaal 
who  have  run  short  of  stock  and  want  to  replenish  before 
they  can  get  the  goods  from  England,  generally  find  it 
cheaper  to  send  their  orders  to  us  than  to  the  Capetown 
wholesale  druggists.  That  tariff  has  been  the  cause  of  a  lot 
of  bad  blood.  The  Cape  is  very  anxious  that  we  should  form 
a  Customs  Union  with  it,  but  we  don't  see  the  advantage. 
Our  5-per-cent.  duty  is  sufficient,  then  why  should  we  tie 
our  hands  to  please  the  Cape  ?  " 

Why  does  not  the  Cape  come  down  to  the  Natal  rate  ?  " 

"  Because  it  can't  afford  it.  Its  tariff  is  framed  to  please 
the  farmers.  Breadstuffs  pay  nearly  100  per  cent,  duty  that 
Cape  brandy  may  escape  excise.  There  is  a  growing  agita- 
tion in  Cape  Colony,  however,  in  favour  of  tariff  reform." 

"  Under  those  conditions  I  presume  that  Natal  is  a  cheaper 
place  to  live  in  than  Cape  Colony.  Which  brings  us  round 
again  to  pharmacy,  for  I  was  going  to  ask  you  about  what  I 
may  call  the  conditions  of  labour  in  pharmacy  in  your 
country." 

"  The  cost  of  living  in  Durban  is  certainly  less  than  in 
Capetown.  Besides,  Durban  is,  to  my  thinking  at  any  rate, 
a  much  pleasanter  city.  Natal  is  somewhat  hot  from 
December  to  February,  but  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  especially  in  the  dry  winter,  the  climate  is  almost 
Paradisic  ?  " 

"  And  how  about  the  assistants  in  this  Eden  ?  " 

"  As  a  rule,  a  Minor  man  gets  12Z.  a  month  outdoors.  In 
some  places  a  room  may  be  given  him  over  the  pharmacy, 
but  that  entails  attending  to  night  customers.  The  hours 
in  our  business  at  West  Street,  Durban,  which  I  will  take  as  a 
type,  they  alternate  daily  between  7  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  and 
7  A.M.  to  6  p.m.  On  Sundays  only  one  of  our  three  assistants 
is  on  duty,  but  in  most  shops  thei'e  is  Sunday  duty  every 


other  week.    On  alternate  Saturdays  ^the^ assistant  is  fr 
after  2  p.m." 

"  And  where  do  you  engage  your  men  ?  " 

"Often  in  England.  In  that  case  I  write  to  our  London, 
agent,  whofadvertises  in  the  C.  Jj-  B.  Supplement  and  engages 
a  man  for  three  years.  So  far  this  system  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily.  There  are  about  fifty  chemists  in  Natal  (I 
am  speaking  offhand),  and  these  probably  employ  a  hundred 
assistants  in  the  aggregate,  of  whom  most  hold  the  British 
diploma.  But  we  are  now  producing  an  excellent  home- 
grown article." 

"  I  understand  you  have  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the 
reform  of  pharmacy  in  Natal  1 " 

"  Yes ;  and  about  three  years  ago  I  helped  to  found  our 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  is  doing  excellent  work. 
Formerly  the  pharmaceutical  examinations  in  Natal  were 
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extremely  lax.  The  examiner  was  the  Chairman  of  the 
Medical  Board,  and  his  pharmacy  was  naturally  a  bit  rusty. 
He  examined  the  candidates  on  B.P.  doses  and  antidotes, 
and  then  confronted  them  with  a  little  students'  cabinet  of 
materia-medica  specimens.  But  a  man  who  had  read  up 
his  B.P.  well  was  almost  sure  to  pass.  That  applied  to  the 
Natalians.  Men  with  British  or  Irish  certificates  were  regis- 
tered without  further  examination,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Medical  Board  had  discretion  to  accept  foreign  diplomas  if  he 
considered  them  good  enough.  The  Pharmacy  Bill  intro- 
duced by  our  Society  a  couple  of  years  ago  raised  the  standard 
of  examination  to  a  par  with  that  of  the  Cape  Colony.  A 
Pharmacy  Board  was  also  established,  consisting  of  five 
pharmacists  (of  which  I  am  one)  and  one  medical  man.  So 
that,  from  a  pharmaceutical  standpoint,  we  have  made  great 
progress.  But  the  Act  is  far  from  perfect.  During  its 
passage  through  the  House  a  clause  was  added  practically 
throwing  open  the  sale  of  poisons  by  unqualified  men.  This 
we  shall  try  to  get  altered." 

"  What  are  your  dispensing-charges  1 " 

"  The  same  as  those  of  a  good  West-end  shop  in  London. 
I  was  at  Wallace's  the  other  day  and  compared  their  rates 
with  ours.  There  was  practically  no  difference.  Patents,  of 
course,  are  dearer  in  Natal  than  here." 

"Do  you  find  our  Trade  Report  helpful  in  your  wholesale 
business  ?  " 

"  Extremely  so.  I  always  read  it  with  interest.  Your 
report  serves  as  an  excellent  guide  to  the  markets  generally 
and  to  the  probable  course  of  prices." 

"  How  long  have  you  had  your  present  business  ?  " 

"  About  ten  years.  Before  that  time  we  had  a  business  at 
Barberton,  in  the  Transvaal,  where  I  also  did  some  gold- 
mining.  But  I  started  at  Kimberley,  where  I  had  two  shops, 
in  conjunction  with  Mr.  F.  Reed,  from  1876  to  1886.  By  the 
way,  "  Dr.  Jim  "  came  out  to  Kimberley  while  I  was  there  and 
started  a  practice  in  partnership  with  a  local  medical  man, 
Dr.  Prince.  They  had  their  consulting-room  in  the  building, 
and  I  naturally  saw  a  good  deal  of  the  Doctor.  Mr.  Cecil 
Rhodes  also  resided  at  Kimberley  during  that  time.  He  had 
been  planting  coffee  in  Natal  without  success,  and  started 
a  diamond-claim  at  Kimberley  to  retrieve  his  luck.  But 
people  did  not  take  much  notice  of  him  in  those  days." 

"  Have  you  a  photograph  of  your  shop  ? " 

Certainly,  .said  Mr.  Champion,  handing  our  interviewer  a 
neat  "  Christmas  card "  bearing  the  picture  represented 
above.  The  shop  was  entirely  fitted  up  by  Maw,  Son  & 
Thompson ;  I  am  often  told  that  one  would  have  to  go  far  in 
Africa  before  you  found  a  neater  looking  one."

THE  present  week  has  been  a  very  quiet  one  from  the  point 
of  view  of  market  movements.  Trade  is  still  fairly 
active,  but  alterations  are  few.  In  the  department  of 
chemicals  the  chief  alteration  is  in  quinine,  which  has  ad- 
vanced fully  a  halfpenny.  Cocaine  is  extremely  firm, 
sulphonal  and  acetanilid  tending  higher.  Camphor  has  been 
quiet  throughout  the  week.  Carbolic  acid  slightly  easier. 
Cream  of  tartar  steady  and  in  better  request.  There 
has  been  a  strong  demand  for  tartaric  acid,  which 
is  higher,  and  citric  is  also  moving  upwards. 
Mercurials  are  very  firmly  held  in  sympathy  with  quicksilver. 
Glycerine  weak.  Citric  acid  and  borax  are  selling  at  low 
prices.  Sodas  and  potashes  are  firm.  There  is  a  rather 
stronger  feeling  in  cyanide  of  potash.  Arsenic  remains  steady. 
Antimony  is  very  firmly  held.  In  drugs  there  has  been 
very  little  movement.  Good  Socotrine  aloes  is  scarce. 
Croton-seed  is  arriving  more  freely,  and  there  have  been 
large  imports  of  cubebs.  Fine  dragon's-blood  is  extremely 
scarce.  Soudan  sorts  of  acacia  gum  are  quiet.  Persian 
gum  firmly  held.  Lima  and  Jamaica  sarsaparilla  remain 
scarce.  Castor  oil  has  advanced.  Opium  firmly  held,  and 
very  scarce  so  far  as  good  manufacturing  and  druggists 
qualities  are  concerned.  Vanilla  is  firmly  held.  Good  green 
buohu-leaves  steady.  Fine  balsam  tolu  tending  higher. 
Colocynth  neglected.  Honey  is  firm,  and  so  is  ipeca- 
cuanha ;  but  in  the  last-named  article  there  has 
been  little  or  no  business  this  week.  Musk  firmly 
held.  Essential  oils  mostly  unaltered.  Citronella  is 
dull.  Cassia  and  anise  slightly  easier.  American 
peppermint  remains  dull.  Cod-liver  oil  practically  un- 
changed. Quassia  is  easier,  owing  to  heavy  arrivals.  For 
saffron  more  money  is  asked.  Spices  and  drysalteries  have 
also  been  quiet.  Fine  Jamaica  ginger  is  somewhat  easier ; 
common  grades  are  firmer.  Rough  Cochin  ginger  dull  and 
easier.  There  has  been  a  considerable  movement  in  cloves 
at  somewhat  firmer  rates.  Blue  Persian  galls  ex- 
tremely firm.  Shellac  rather  easier.  A  fair  amount 
of  business  is  said  to  have  been  done  in  Japan  wax. 
In  oils  we  have  to  report  a  slightly  easier  market  for  linseed, 
both  on  the  spot  and  for  delivery.  Crude  rape  oil  is  un- 
changed on  the  spot,  and  rather  lower  for  forward ;  refined 
has  fallen  3d.  on  the  spot.  Cotton-seed  oil  is  lower,  at 
12s.  10§d.  for  crude  on  the  spot.  Refined  unchanged,  at 
14s.  Qd.  to  15s.  All  varieties  of  cocoa-nut  oil  are  unchanged, 
and  the  same  applies  to  palm  and  olive  oils.  Turpentine 
slightly  easier,  at  20s.  l\d.  for  American  on  the  spot.  Petro- 
leum unaltered,  with  a  slightly  firmer  tendency  for  forward 
delivery.

The  preparations  for  which  the  employment  of 
duty-free  alcohol  is  forbidden  are: — Essence  and  spirit  of 
anise,  essence  of  peppermint,  hair-spirit  (Spiritus  crinalis), 
and  tinctures  of  alkanet  (acid),  pimento,  ambergris,  amber- 
gris and  musk,  cordial  tincture  (Tinctura  asperities), 
tinctures  of  cochineal,  turmeric,  tonca-bean,  iva,  orris, 
pepper,  quillaia,  caramel,  and  all  compounds  of  ether.  Those 
in  which  duty-free  alcohol  may  be  used,  provided  the  articles 
are  employed  for  pharmaceutical  purposes  only,  are: — 
\romatic  vinegar,  extract  of  calamus,  alcoholic  extract  of 
batany,  Mistura  oleo-balsamica  (Hoffmann's  life-drops), 
joiution  of  salicylic  acid,  Spir.  ammon.  aromat.  B.P.,  spirits 


of  angelica,  lavender,  rosemary,  soap  (Sp.  sapon.),  and  serpyl 
linus  and  tinctures  of  tolu,  benzoin  (simple  and  comp.) 
catechu,  guaiacum  wood,  kino  lavender  (simple  and  comp.) 
musk,   myrrh,   pyrethrum,  quassia,   ratanhia  (sweetened), 
sassafras,  and  sumbul.    When  tinctures  enumerated  in  the 
first  schedule  are  exported  they  are  subject  to  drawback. 


Arsenic  is  now  produced  in  two  qualities  (white,  containing 
98  per  cent.,  and  grey,  containing  92  per  cent.,  of  arsenious 
Australasian  ox'c^e)  a^  tne  smelting-works  at  Spottiswoode, 
Sulphur  and  near  Melbourne.  A  small  quantity  of  it  is 
Arsenic.  reported  to  have  been  shipped  to  London 
recently.  The  recent  advance  in  the  price  of  Sicilian 
sulphur  has  also  led  to  the  renewed  working  of  the  large 
New  Zealand  deposits.  Hitherto  the  Australian  sulphuric- 
acid  makers  have  imported  their  supplies  from  Italy  and 
Japan,  but  on  March  20  320  tons  of  sulphur  arrived  at 
Sydney  from  the  North  Island  of  New  Zealand,  and  another 
cargo  of  600  tons  is  on  the  way. 


Of  the  many  plants  in  blossom  at  the  Royal  Gardens,  Kew' 
at  the  present  time  several  are  of  special  pharmaceutical 

interest.  Among  these  are  Solatium,  erispum, 
Exotics  at       a  bushy  piant,  native  of  Chili,  known  to  the 

natives  as  Natri,  which,  macerated  in  water,  is 
used  as  a  remedy  for  typhoid  fever,  either  as  a  drink  or 
clyster.  Ledum  latifolivm,  or  Labrador  tea,  a  plant  of 
shrubby  character,  native  of  North  America ;  the  leaves  are 
esteemed  as  a  pectoral  and  tonic,  and  during  the  War  of 
Independence  were  used  as  a  substitute  for  tea.  Viburnum 
prunifoliiim,  the  black  haw  or  stag-bush  of  the  Eastern 
United  States,  where  it  forms  a  much-branched  shrub  or 
small  tree  on  rocky  hillsides,  is  valued  for  its  edible  fruits 
and  its  bark,  which  is  used  as  a  remedial  agent  in  pregnancy 
and  uterine  diseases.  The  foregoing  are  growing  in  the 
open.  Brownea  coccinea,  or  Venezuelan  rose,  a  shrub  from 
6  to  10  feet  high,  with  bright  scarlet  fragrant  flowers,  which, 
together  with  the  leaves,  are  employed  by  the  Venezuelans 
as  a  laxative  and  the  bark  as  a  remedy  for  hemorrhoids,  is 
growing  in  the  palm-house,  where  will  also  be  found  Saraca 
indiea,  a  small  tree  of  the  Himalayan  region,  Ceylon,  and 
Malacca,  and  known  to  the  Hindus  as  Asoka,  and  venerated 
by  them  as  a  sacred  tree.  The  rich  orange-coloured  flowers, 
which  gradually  become  red,  are  highly  fragrant,  and 
are  employed  for  temple  decoration.  The  bark  is  mildly 
astringent  and  acidulous,  and  is  much  used  by  native 
physicians  in  uterine  affections,  especially  in  menorrhagia. 


Our  Hamburg  correspondent  telegraphs  on  Thursday 
evening : — Befined  camphor  is  dull.  The  price  for  bells  is 
Hamburg  nominally  2  90m.  per  kilo,  on  the  spot,  but  a 
Telegram.  little  less  would  have  to  be  taken  to  effect 
sales.  For  July  delivery  2  60m.  would  be  accepted.  Shellac 
is  very  flat.  Spirits  of  turpentine  firmer,  at  44m.  per  100 
kilos. 


Our  Bergen  correspondent  wires  on  Thursday  afternoon 
that  the  Finumarken  fishing  is  reported  to  be  below  the 
Bergen  average,  owing  to  stormy  weather  prevailing- 

Telegram.  iQ  tne  district.  The  total  catch  of  fish  in 
Norway  is  50,276.000,  against  42.848,000,  and  the  output  of 
steam-refined  oil  26,620  barrels,  against  18,200.  The  market 
is  firm,  and  67s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.,  is  to-day's  quotation  for 
best  non-congealing  oil. 

Our  New  York  correspondent  telegraphs  on  Thursday 
evening  that  there  has  been  a  moderate  arrival  of  Copaiba, 
New  York  balsam  of  various  kinds,  Central  American 
Telegram.  being  now  obtainable  at  37gC  and  dlaracaibo 
quality  at  44c.  per  lb.  Of  Balsam  of  Peru  there  have 
been  no  arrivals,  and  #1.90  is  the  lowest  quotation.  Pepper- 
mint oil  is  firming  up  somewhat,  although  no  change  in  price 
can  yet  be  quoted.  The  available  stock,  however,  is  certainly 
very  light.    There  is  a  good  supply  now  of  Mandrake-root,  in 
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consequence  of  the  good  yield  of  the  spring  digging,  and 
moderate  prices  are  accepted. 


Acbtanilid, — There  are  rumours  that  this  article  is  likely 
to  advance  in  price  shortly.  The  last  sale  made  was,  we 
understand,  at  Is.  3d.  per  lb.,  but  nothing  seems  to  be  avail- 
able at  that  figure  any  longer. 

Acid  (Acetic). — The  convention  prices  remain  unchanged, 
but  there  are  outside  manufacturers  in  the  market  who  are 
willing  to  take  a  considerable  reduction.  Glacial  acetic 
acid  seems  to  be  particularly  cut.  The  convention  price  for 
large  quantities  is  36s.  3d.  per  cwt.,  but  we  understand  that 
in  second-hand  even  moderate  lots  are  offering  at  35s.  9d. 
per  cwt.  The  United  Alkali  Company's  make  of  60-per-cent. 
technical  acetic  acid  is  being  offered  at  14Z.  10s.  per  ton  in 
the  Midlands. 

Acid  (Caebolic). — Although  the  demand  is  good,  prices 
are  perhaps  not  quite  so  firm,  Crystals,  39°  C.  to  40°  C.  may 
be  had  on  the  spot  at  3d.,  or,  perhaps,  7%d.  per  lb.,  and  34° 
to  35°  C.  at  7±d.  per  lb.  For  Crude  carbolic  acid  the 
quotations  are,  75  per  cent.,  2s.  3d.  to  2s.  9d.  ;  60  per  cent., 
2s  2d.  to  2s.  2\d.  per  gallon. 

Acid  (Citeic),  after  a  long  period  of  neglect,  is  just 
taking  a  slight  turn  for  the  better,  Yi\d.  to  12fd.  being 
to-day's  quotation.  For  Concentrated  juice  111.  15s.  per  pipe, 
f.o.b.,  is  asked. 

Acid  (Taetaeic)  has  been  in  strong  demand,  and  although 
the  price  of  B.P.  English  acid  still  remains  unaltered  at 
Is.  Id.,  there  is  a  prospect  of  an  advance.  Foreign  has  been 
dull  at  from  Is.  O^d.  to  Is.  Ofrf.  per  lb.  There  are  now  no 
sellers  under  Is.  Id.  per  lb.  This  is  for  quality  not  guaran- 
teed B.P. 

Aloes. — There  has  been  an  arrival  of  17  kegs  East  Indian 
aloes  by  the  Peninsular  from  Bombay.  Privately  fine  Bombay 
quality  in  kegs  is  held  for  61.  10s.  per  cwt.,  while  Socotrine 
aloes  is  scarce  and  dear. 

AESENIC. — Steady  at  251.  per  ton  for  best  white  powder. 
It  is  reported  from  Cornwall  that  the  producers  of  arsenic 
entertain  no  hope  of  a  further  advance,  at  least  for  a  time. 
Some  are  disposed  to  expect  a  slight  fall.  Many  consumers 
also  regard  the  outlook  as  less  promising  for  the  mines, 
as  they  refuse  to  buy  except  for  immediate  use,  believing 
it  would  be  a  waste  of  money  to  stock  arsenic.  But  seeing 
that  the  demand  for  arsenic  is  not  expected  to  fall  off,  and 
that  the  output  cannot  be  increased,  the  fluctuations  in 
price  are  not  likely  to  be  large  for  some  time  to  come. 

Balsam  Tolu. — Fine  so-called  old-fashioned  tolu  balsam 
is  scarce,  and  has  recently  realised  3s.  2d.  per  lb.  For  fair, 
but  soft,  quality  3s.  per  lb.  is  now  asked. 

Buchu-leaves  are  steady,  and  the  position  seems  firm, 
with  a  likelihood  of  higher  rates,  especially  if  America 
should  enter  the  market  again.  In  some  quarters  we 
understand  as  much  as  4d.  per  lb.  is  asked  for  good  round 
green  leaves. 

Camphoe  (Ceude). — Very  dull,  with  a  weaker  tendency 
No  business  is  reported,  but  quotations  are  quite  nominal  at 
95s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  terms  for  Japan,  and  85s.  to  86s.  c.i.f.  for 
Formosa,  May-June  shipment,  according  to  holder.  It  is 
reported  that  some  business  has  been  done  in  Japan  for 
arrival  at  82s.  Qd.  c.i.f.,  and  that  fair  sales  of  Formosa. 
have  been  made  on  the  spot  at  90s.  per  cwt.,  which  indicates 
again  a  lower  market. 

Chamomiles. — Quiet ;  fine  white  flowers  are  quoted  at 
50s.  to  52s.  6d.  per  cwt. ;  medium  to  fine  at  from  37s.  Qd. 
down  to  27s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Ceeam  op  Taetae.— The  market  is  firm,  and  stocks 
appear  to  have  fallen  to  an  unusually  low  level.  The  principal 
consuming  season  is,  moreover,  at  hand,  and  the  outlook 
generally  appears  to  be  a  fairly  good  one.  This  week 
best  white  French  is  quoted  at  78s.  (although  77s.  might 
still  lead  to  business),  and  Powder  at  79s.  up  to  81s.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot. 

Cocaine. — Firmly  held,  and  not  unlikely  to  be  raised  in 
price  shortly.  Sales  of  Hydrochlorate  are  reported  to  have 
been  made  at  9s.  6d.  and  9s.  9d.  per  oz.    There  are  now 


(acoording  to  the  British  Consul)  no  fewer  than  ten  cocaine 
factories  in  Peru.  Of  these,  one  is  situated  at  Callao,  two 
in  Lima,  five  in  Huanoco,  and  one  each  in  the  Puzuzo  and 
Monzon  distriots.  The  following  figures  show  the  exports 
of  crude  cocaine  and  coca-leaves  from  Peru  during  the  last

There  has  also 
been  an  arrival  of  14  bags  by  the  Peninsular  from  Bombay. 

Deagon's-blood. — The  recent  purchases  have  been  mostly 
for  American  account,  and  holders  of  second-hand  lots  in 
London  (of  which  there  are  very  few)  now  stand  out  for  a 
high  profit.  Since  last  week  9  packages  have  arrived  by 
the  Nerite  from  Singapore.  Fine  quality  is  practically 
unobtainable. 

Eegot  op  Rye  appears  somewhat  less  plentiful.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  the  usual  wormy  description  of  Spanish 
could  now  be  had  below  Qd.  per  lb.  on  the  spot. 

Galls. —  Persian  remain  extremely  steady  at  50s.  for  good 
blue ;  white  galls  are  still  scarce  and  held  for  firm  prices ; 
green  practically  exhausted.  Up  to  47s.  per  cwt.  is  said  to 
have  been  paid  for  fine.  Smyrna  galls  have  sold  for  arrival 
at  lower  prices ;  there  is  some  inquiry  for  green  and  white, 
which  are  quoted  nominally  at  40s.  to  45s.  respectively.

These  prices 
apply  to  salts  in  bulk.  The  proprietors  of  Pelletiefs  quinine 
inform  us  that  their  quotation  for  vials  is  not  Is.  4^.,  but 
Is.

Our  Amsterdam  correspondent  writes  on  May  17  that 
since  the  public  auctions  of  May  6,  193  bales  of  bark,  repre- 
senting 1,022  kilos,  of  Sulphate  of  quinine,  have  been  sold 
privately  at  steady  prices.  A  few  parcels  of  Snecirubra 
druggists'  quill  have  also  been  sold. 

The  Bergen  Cod-liver  Oil  Market. 

Our  correspondent  writes,  on  May  15,  that  the  news  from 
Finnmarken  is  rather  more  promising,  and  though  there 
will  scarcely  be  a  large  fishing,  there  may  yet  perhaps  be 
an  average  one.  The  Finnmarken  results  (millions  of  fish 
caught)  for  the  last  years  are  as  follows  : —

The  oil-market  here  is  a  little  better,  and  prices  firmer.  Best 
non-congealing  may  be  quoted  67s.,  f.o.b.  The  export  from 
Bergen  up  to  date  is  2,863  barrels,  against  2,045  barrels  last 
year. 

The  Smyrna  Opium-market. 

Our  Smyrna  correspondent  writes,  under  date  of  May  7, 
that  the  continental  buyer  who  was  in  the  market  last  <veek 
had  purchased,  up  to  Monday  last,  about  10  cases  of  fair 
Taleguale  at  the  equivalent  of  8s.  Qd.  per  lb.,  f.o  b.  After- 
wards, however,  a  large  buyer,  wishing  to  check  a  further 
fall  in  prices,  appeared  and  bought  52  cases  Talequale  of 
various  kinds  at  up  to  8s.  lid.  per  lb.,  f.o.b.  The  market 
closes  with  an  uncertain  tone.  The  arrivals  up  to  date  are 
2,506  cases,  against  3,590  cases  at  the  same  time  of  last  year. 
Our  exchange  remains  very  low.  The  peculiar  thing  in  the 
continuation  of  these  high  prices  is  that  the  general  opinion 
of  the  biggest  operators  appears  to  be  that  the  present 
rates  are  not  justified,  neither  by  the  position  of  the  English 
or  American  market.  At  present  Smyrna  buyers  appear^ to 
be  entirely  in  the  hands  of  a  few  speculators.  Accordingjto 
official  estimates  (which  it  must  be  remembered  are  of 
Turkish  origin),  the  next  opium-crop  is  estimated  to  yield 
12,000  baskets.  There  are  already  various  sellers,  who  offer 
to  supply  at  the  rate  of  65  piastres,  which  is  equal  to  7s. 
per  lb.,  fair  quality  of  new  crop  for  delivery.  Up  to  the 
present,  however,  no  business  has  been  done. 
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^HE  Canadian  Customs  returns,  which  are  kept  with  an 
attention  to  detail  "  unusual  even  in  Protectionist 
mntries,  show  that  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  the 
ilue  of  the  imports  into  Canada  from  the  United  Kingdom 
as  steadily  declined.  This  may  be  partly  explained  by  the 
eneral  decline  in  the  cost  of  manufactured  goods,  and  by 
le  increase  in  direct  communications  with  other  countries  ; 
ut  the  fact  remains  that  when,  about  twenty  years  ago, 
anada  made  up  her  mind  to  become  a  manufacturing 
juntry  she  framed  a  Protectionist  tariff  deliberately  intended 
)  keep  out  British  goods.  The  effect  of  this  policy  is  gra- 
hically  set  out  in  the  subjoined  figures,  showing  the  imports

Our  exports  to  the  Dominion  are,  therefore,  worth  now 
onsiderably  less  than  one-half  of  what  they  were  in  1873. 
'he  exports  from  Canada  to  Britain,  on  the  other  hand,  tell 

different  tale ;  their  value  (in  spite  of  the  falling  prices 
f  staple  goods)  has  steadily  increased  from  $38,743,848  in 
873  to  $66,690,288  in  1896.  It  is  in  her  beef,  wheat, 
nd  timber  that  we  get  our  interest  on  the  money  we  lent  to 
■pen  up  the  great  North-West,  but  taking  into  account  the 
levelopment  of  the  country,  we  ought  now  to  be  sending  a 
mndred  million  dollars'  worth  of  goods  to  Canada  every 
ear,  instead  of  a  beggarly  thirty-three  millions'  worth.

ment  now  granted  to  this  country,  have  already  a  growing 
airect  export  to  the  Dominion.  Belgic-Canadian  trade  has 
fluctuated  greatly,  but  the  little  kingdom  has  managed  to 
increase  the  value  of  her  exports  to  Canada  from  $346,702 
m  1873  to  920.758Z.  last  year.  She  only  takes  about  #250,000 
worth  in  return,  however.  Germany,  at  first  severely  hit  by 
Canadian  Protection,  has  long  ago  recovered  her  ground, 


and  sends  larger  quantities  of  goods  every  year.  This  is  a

.  On  the  other  hand,  Germany,  like  Belgium,  only  takes 
three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars'  worth  of  Canadian  goods 
in  return  for  her  exports,  and  tries  her  best  to  keep  down  the 
amount  by  persistently  searching  for  poison  in  Canadian 
evaporated  apples  and  disease  in  Canada's  meatstuffs. 

The  U.S.  and  Canada. 

But  it  is  upon  the  United  States  that  Canada  has  been 
chiefly  dependent  of  late  for  her  manufactured  and  semi- 
manufactured articles.  Since  1873  the  United  States  has 
changed  places  with  Britain  as  Canada's  chief  purveyor. 
Here  is  a  statement  of  the  course  of  American  exports  to 
the  Dominion  (in  millions  of  dollars)  during  the  past  twenty- 
five  years : —

While  the  American  exports  to  Canada  have  thus  in- 
creased, the  States'  purchases  of  Canadian  goods  remain 
practically  stationary  at  about  $42,000,000  a  year,  and  this 
fact  accounts  for  much  of  the  commercial  ill-will  against 
the  Republic  which  exists  in  the  Dominion. 

It  is  clear  that,  if  we  are  to  reap  any  profit  at  all  from 
the  preferential  treatment  which  is  now  extended  to  us  by 
the  Canadians,  we  must  wrest  business  from  the  United 
States.  We  have,  therefore,  made  a  careful  examination  of 
the  Canadian  statistics  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  in  what 
branches  of  the  drug  and  chemical  trades  there  is  the  best 
chance  of  gaining  ground,  and  we  present  the  results  below. 
It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  plenty  of  room  for  con- 
quests. Of  course,  in  comparatively  high-priced  goods, 
such  as  perfumes,  druggists'  sundries,  and  medicinal  pre- 
parations, the  25  per  cent,  rebate  of  duty  allowed  011 
British  products  may  not  in  itself  be  a  sufficiently  large 
concession  to  turn  the  scale  in  our  favour ;  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  Britain  is  almost  certain  to  recover  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  trade  in  staple  goods  which  she  has 
of  late  years  lost  to  the  United  States,  and,  as  a  result 
of  this  growth  all  the  smaller  articles  will  benefit  in  some 
degree,  because  orders  on  goods  of  secondary  importance 
will  be  sent  to  England  along  with  the  indents  for  the  staple 
articles. 

The  barometer  of  the  Canadian  drug-trade  for  the  year 
1896,  which  we  publish  below,  shows  that  in  almost  every 
important  branch  of  the  drug-trade  we  have  something  to 
gain  from  the  States,  from  France,  or  from  Germany.  All 
the  articles  in  our  "barometer"  are  dutiable,  some,  like 
liquid  proprietary  medicines,  to  the  tune  of  50  per  cent.  It 
may  be  argued  that  persistent  advertising  on  the  part  of 
American  patent-medicine  men  has  so  completely  brought 
the  Canadian  market  under  their  control  that  people  will 
continue  to  ask  for  American  goods,  no  matter  what  the 
price  may  be.  But  patents  are  as  much  cut  in  Canada  as 
elsewhere,  and  the  duty-rebate  in  favour  of  British  goods 
will,  next  year,  make  a  difference  of  l\d.  per  shilling  bottle 
in  favour  of  the  British  article. 

Crude  Drugs. 

Crude  drugs,  which  are  mostly  on  the  free  list,  are  now 
generally  purchased  in  England  direct  or  in  New  York. 
In  the  latter  case  they  have  partly  been  bought  in  England 
by  the  New  York  firms.  Some  drugs  of  large  consumption, 
such  as  opium,  liquorice,  and  castor  oil,  are  bought  to  an 
increasing  extent  in  the  countries  of  production.  Of  morphia, 
Britain  last  year  supplied  a  value  of  $5,701  and  the  United 
States  of  $212  only.  Soda-salts -are  mostly  British.  Canada 
took  from  us  in  i896  $48,509  worth  of  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
and  from  the  States  only  $5,577.  Three-fourths  of  the 
trade  in  prepared  cocoa  is  in  American  hands,  and  almost  all 
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the  baking-powder  imported  is  American.  Of  glycerine, 
Britain  supplied  #13,837  ;  the  States,  #33,320  ;  and  Germany, 
#13,957  worth.  In  camphor,  Germany  took  the  lead  (#4,953), 
America  came  next  (#3,140),  and  Britain  last,  with  #1,922. 
These  articles  pay  20  per  cent,  duty,  and  British  manufac- 
turers will,  therefore,  be  given  a  pull  over  their  rivals  of 
nearly  Id.  per  lb.  on  refined  camphor,  and  3s.  per  cwt.  on 
glycerine,  sufficient,  we  should  judge,  to  turn  the  scale  in 
their  favour.  Considerations  of  space  prevent  us  from  enter- 
ing into  further  details,  but  we  may,  in  conclusion,  give  a 
few  figures  showing  the  value  of  all  the  imports  into  Canada 


The  principal  stumbling-block  to  the  new  Customs  Bill 
is  one  of  our  own  making.  We  raised  it  thirty-five  years 
ago,  when  Great  Britain  was  almost  the  only  manufacturing 
country  in  the  world,  and  the  colonies  mere  wildernesses 
edged  round  with  small  dots  of  white  settlements.  In  1862 
Britain  made  a  treaty  with  Germany  and  Belgium,  in  which, 
for  no  known  consideration,  she  pledged  herself  that  goods 
from  those  countries  should  be  admitted  into  British  colonies 
on  terms  not  less  favourable  than  those  extended  to  British 
goods.  Already  the  Belgian  Consul  in  Canada  has 
protested  to  the  Imperial  authorities  against  the  Bill,  and 
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of  articles  connected  with  the  drug-trade  during  the  two 
fiscal  years  1895  and  1896  (ending  June  30) :—

Germany  will  probably  follow  suit.  Britain  may  terminate 
the  objectionable  clause  by  giving  proper  notice  of  her 
intention  to  the  two  countries  in  question,  but  the  legal 
authorities  seem  by  no  means  agreed  on  the  point  whether, 
in  the  meantime,  preferential  treatment  extended  to  the 
mother  country  can  be  refused  to  Belgium  and  Germany. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  way  will  be  found  to  reconcile 
our  obligations  to  these  two  continental  nations  with  the 
desire  of  the  Canadians  for  closer  commercial  relationships 
with  ourselves.  Germany  is,  of  course,  entitled  to  its  pound 
of  flesh,  but  the  commercial  policy  it  has  pursued  towards  us 
of  late  years  is  not  such  that  it  can  lay  claim  upon  more 
than  the  barest  fulfilment  of  legal  obligations  on  our  part.

A  New  Way  of  Making  Pills. 

Some  time  ago  I  got  a  prescription  to  dispense  as 
follows  : —

Having  failed  to  get  them  in  town  I  had  to  make  them,  and 
according  to  Martindale's  process  it  would  take  6  gr.  of  mass 
to  equal  3  min.  of  creosote,  making  a  very  large  pill.  So  I 
thought  of  a  plan,  which  proved  most  successful.  I  got  some 
bread-crumb  and  made  twelve  4-gr.  pills,  and  got  a  probe 
and  stuck  it  into  each  one,  and  coated  with  gelatine  ;  when 
dry  I  picked  out  the  "  bread-crumb,"  leaving  the  shell  of 
gelatine  for  the  creosote.  Then  I  got  a  fine  dropper  and  let 
3  min.  in  each,  and  closed  over,  the  hole  with  gelatine. 
This  finished  the  job,  and  I  was  not  sorry.  Although  trouble- 
some, they  looked  well  and  were  a  nice  size. — Dispenses

My  first  attempt  gave  a  thick  sediment,  which  I  knew  would 
not  do  for  the  purpose  the  lotion  was  required,  so,  after  care- 
fully thinking  the  matter  out,  I  decided  on  the  following- 
plan,  with  the  most  satisfactory  results : — First,  place  the 
cocaine  hydrochlor.  9j.  in  a  glass  mortar,  and  dissolve  it 
with  aq.  flor.  sambuci  gj.  ;  secondly,  dilute  the  liq.  bismuthi 
5iv.  up  to  gij.  with  aq.  flor.  sambuci,  and  add  it  to  the  solution 
in  the  mortar  ;  thirdly,  dilute  the  liq.  plumbi  itixx.  with  the 
rest  of  the  aq.  flor.  sambuci,  and  add  very  gradually  to  the 
mixture  in  the  mortar,  constantly  stirring,  when  a  clear  solu- 
tion will  be  formed.  I  may  add  that  the  aq.  flor.  sambuci 
should  be  diluted  from  the  cone,  when  wanted  for  use,  and 

that  if  the  weather  is  very  cold  the  solution  is  not  so  bright

The  substitution  of  an  equivalent  amount  of  caffeine  alkaloid 
for  the  citrate,  say  14  gr.,  seems  quite  justifiable,  and  gives 
a  good  mass  with  tragac.  and  syrup,  and  certainly  a  pill 
more  in  accordance  with  the  physician's  intention  when  pre- 
scribing.— Caffein.

The  difficulty  is  in  the  word  "  razzagione."  I  know  of  no- 
such  word  in  Italian.  Grassi  does  not  give  it  in  his  dic- 
tionary. Razzageare  there  is  to  radiate,  to  shine — but  this 
seems  to  have  no  application  to  what  is  evidently  a  dusting- 
powder  for  the  hands.  Then  there  is  the  diminutive  of  ragazzo, 
a  boy ;  but  that  requires  a  transposition  of  letters,  and  the 
prescription  was  for  a  lady.  I  sent  12  grammes  of  the 
powder,  labelled  "  Use  as  directed."

Sodium-taurocholate  Pills. 

The  following  recipe  I  found  troublesome,  but  after  several 
trials  as  below  managed  satisfactorily  : —

1.  Massed  by  aid  of  a  very  sparing  quantity  of  S.V.R. 
(Martindale)  and  p.  tragac.  ver.,  forming  a  very  bard  and 
good-shaped  pill,  which,  however,  flattened  in  a  short  time 
exposed  to  atmosphere.  No  difference  on  being  at  once  put 
into  tightly  fitted  t.w.  box.    Made  worse  by  keratine  solution. 

2.  Mortar  made  hot  (dry).  Sod.  t.  worked  into  a  mass 
without  spt.  (or  anything  else),  using  a  larger  proportion  of 
p.  tragac.  co.,  adding  remaining  ingredients.  A  good  pill 
which  on  being  "  keratined,"  however,  still  flattened,  remain- 
ing quite  sticky  and  refusing  to  dry. 

3.  A  new  sample  of  sodium  taurocholate,  which  appeared 
exactly  the  same  as  that  previously  used,  was  obtained  and 
treated  in  same  way  as  2,  but  on  being  "  keratined,"  when 
excess  had  drained  off,  coated  as  thin  as  possible  with  white 
talc,  kept  perfectly. — A.  H.  Foeeesteb  (Andover).

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PETROLEUM  EMULSION. 

The  Petroleum  Emulsion  which  Messrs.  C.  R.  Harker, 
Stagg  &  Morgan,  15  Laurence  Pountney  Lane,  E.C.,  differs 
in  some  respects  from  some  that  we  have  previously 
examined,  and  in  nothing  more  than  the  absence  of 
almond  flavour.  We  can  detect  none  of  it  in  this  emulsion, 
which  is  decidedly  pleasant  and  agreeable.  The  emulsion  is 
supplied  in  two  forms— one  perfectly  white,  made  from 
white  petroleum  oil ;  the  other,  apparently  as  white  until  one 
compares  the  two,  and  containing  33  per  cent,  of  pure 
petroleum,  together  with  8  gr.  of  the  hypophosphites  of  lime 
and  soda  in  each  fluid  ounce.  Both  emulsions  as  emulsions 
are  perfect,  and  mix  readily  with  cold  water.  They  are 
supplied  in  bulk  at  Is.  3^.  per  lb.,  and  in  6,  8,  and  16  oz. 
actinic-green  bottles. 

PERFUMES  AND  TOILET-SPECIALITIES. 

The  small  engraving  which  accompanies  this  note  repre- 
sents a  bottle  of  "  Hyscenia,"  one  of  Messrs.  Moise  &  Mar- 
shall's registered  perfumes.  It  is  most 
fragrant.  We  admire  the  way  in  which 
this  firm  put  up  their  perfumes ;  every- 
thing speaks  of  elegance  and  refinement. 
Thus  the  Oriental  bouquet  is  put  up  in 
fine  green-and-gold  cases,  and  the  bottle 
is  wrapped  in  a  bag  of  gold  netting 
before  it  is  put  into  the  box.  Such 
touches  as  this  mean  a  great  deal  to  the 
retailer.  Again,  with  the  "  Alpine  Violet" 
there  is  enclosed  a  Liliputian  score  by 
Mozart  to  Oliver  Meredith's  "  The  Violet " ; 
and  with  every  bottle  of  "  Highland 
Heather  "  is  a  selection  of  Scotch  songs 
with  the  musical  settings.  We  believe 
we  have  mentioned  that  before,  but  in  view  of  the  Jubilee 
trade,  and  although  Messrs.  Moise  &  Marshall  (Limited) 
have  a  special  Jubilee  bouquet,  any  of  those  we  have  named 
should  be  good  sellers.  Some  time  since  we  called  attention 
to  this  firm's  toilet-preparations  as  put  up  in  enamelled 
tubes  with  black-and-gold  shield  labels.  They  have  added 
a  new  one  to  the  series— viz.,  cold-cream  a  la  violet,  which 
has  the  delightful  odour  of  Parma  violets.  All  these  prepara- 
tions appear  to  be  pharmaceutically  excellent,  and  there  are 
few  things  more  attractive  for  the  counter  than  an  oblong 
boxful  of  the  tubes  exhibiting  the  art  shades,  as  well  as  the 
variety  of  preparations  which  Mr.  Moi'se's  firm  put  up  in 
this  style.  The  samples  came  to  us  from  9  Butler  Street,  E.C 

"GLEBE"  SUGAR. 
The  Glebe  Sugar  Repining  Company,  of  Greenock, 
make  two  special  brands  of  sugar  for  chemists  and  aerated- 
water  manufacturers  which  are  well  worth  trying.  The 
sugars  are  pure  cane  (a  statement  which  we  have  experi- 
mentally corroborated),  and  we  find  that  they  are  remarkably 
soluble,  yielding  brilliant  solutions  perfectly  free  from 
opalescence  and  from  any  facing  or  other  chemicals.  The 
sugar  for  aerated- water  manufacturers  is  called  "special 
crystal."  It  occurs  in  prismatic  squares,  £  inch  across, 
and  although  it  looks  like  the  crystal  sugar  which  will  not 
dissolve  in  a  cup  of  tea,  it  has  the  remarkable  feature  of 
dissolving  quickly  in  cold  water.  It  is  put  up  in  2-cwt. 
cotton-lined  bags,  and  can  be  obtained  through  wholesale 
houses,  as  the  company  do  not  sell  less  than  50  bags  at  a 
time,  except  in  the  case  of  sample  orders  of  10  bags,  which 
they  execute  once.  Aerated- water  manufacturers  will  do 
well  to  make  a  trial  of  this  sugar.    "Glebe  Sucrose"  is  the 


brand  for  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  purposes;  it  is 
more  granular  than  the  sugar  just  described,  and  dissolves, 
therefore,  with  even  greater  facility,  while  its  purity 
characteristics  are  specially  marked,  the  entire  freedom  from 
odour  on  treating  with  acids  showing  it  to  be  well  adapted 
for  making  hypophosphite  and  phosphate  syrups.  It  has 
been  well  tried  by  the  Scotch  drug-trade,  from  whom  we 
notice  such  encomiums  as  "  Stands  in  the  front  rank," 
"  Clean,  soluble,  and  has  great  sustaining  power,"  and 
"  Perfection  for  pharmaceutical  purposes."  These  remarks 
are  deserved.  We  may  add  that  the  sugars  are  not  charged 
fancy  prices,  but  work  out  at  less  than  2d.  per  lb.  The  com- 
pany has  a  London  office  at  St.  George's  House,  Eastcheap, 
and  the  head  office  is  86  Wilson  Street,  Glasgow. 

"X  CRYSTALS.'' 

We  question  if  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co.  have  ever  spent  so 
good  a  2,01.  as  that  which  they  offered  in  our  issue  of  April  17 
for  ideas  on  a  chemists'  speciality.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  they  offered  10  per  cent,  of  the  profits,  in  addition  to 
the  201.,  the  lucky  person  simply  being  required  to  supply 
"  the  formula,  literature,  design  of  labels,  sample,  and  all 
necessary  particulars."  The  prize  has  been  awarded  to  a 
formula  for  "  X  Crystals,  or  Liver  and  Kidney  Salt,"  a 
greenish  granular  preparation,  which  is  pleasant  to  take,  and 
is  to  be  put  up  to  retail  at  2s.  9d.,  P.A.T.A.  terms.  The  pre- 
paration has  intrinsic  merit,  but  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co.  are 
to  push  it  very  energetically,  and  the  designer  of  it  has 
given  them  clever  advertising  material.  The  labels, 
wrappers,  handbills,  and  posters  show  a  uniform  design— an 
a;-ray  figure  of  the  human  frame  stands  in  the  centre,  and 
there  is  a  border  of  crystals  (with  polariscopic  effect)' 
apparently  intended  to  represent  the  constituents  of  the  salt, 
and  from  two  of  the  crystals  rays  converge  upon  the  regions 
of  the  liver  and  kidneys.  This  is  an  effective  arrangement, 
and  it  will  soon  be  a  familiar  object  in  all  the  railway 
stations  of  London,  &c,  so  chemists  may  reasonably  anti- 
cipate the  demand  for  "  X  Crystals." 

LEICESTER  CHEMICALS. 
Some  time  ago  we  mentioned  that  Messrs.  John  Richardson 
&  Co.,  Leicester  (Limited),  had  commenced  the  manufacture 
of  chemicals,  and  we  then  reported  favourably  upon  several 
which  we  had  the  opportunity  of  examining.  The  firm  send 
another  small  selection,  which  show  that  they  are  not  con- 
fining their  production  to  inorganic  substances,  as  aloin, 
valerianic  acid,  mag.  carb.  pond.,  caffeine  hydrobromide, 
apiol,  and  amylacetate  are  amongst  them.  These  are 
beautiful  products  of  high  purity.  We  may  observe  regard- 
ing the  apiol  that  it  is  a  dark-green  fluid.  A  correspondent 
last  week  asked  whether  apiol  should  be  red  or  green,  and 
reference  was  then  made  to  the  two  kinds  which  Mr.  Ashton 
supplements  in  this  issue  by  allusion  to  Joret  and  Homolle's 
work.  Mr.  Lewis  Ough,  F.C.S.,  chemist  to  the  Leicester 
firm,  went  fully  into  this  question  in  the  C.  Sf  D.,  July  7' 
1894,  when  he  described  the  preparation  of  the  green  variety, 
which  is  really  a  combination  of  the  resin  and  fixed  and' 
volatile  oils  of  parsley-seed  with  chlorophyll.  Jorrt  and 
Homolle's  apiol  appears  to  have  been  the  same  without 
chlorophyll ;  but  several  authorities  have  suggested  that  the 
pure  essential  oil,  which  is  yellow,  should  alone  be  used. 
This,  however,  has  not,  as  far  as  we  are  aware,  been  realised, 
and  we  question  its  advisability  since  commercial  apiol  has 
come  to  be  recognised  as  a  green  product ;  but  it  is  desirable 
to  ascertain  the  relative  potencies  of  the  two  articles,  and 
select  the  better  for  medicinal  purposes.

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THE  preparation  and  sale  of  liHot  Soda"  in  the  American 
drug-store  is  of  comparatively  recent  origin,  and  has 
not  as  yet  obtained  anything  like  the  proportions  of  the  cold 
.soda-water  business. 

(J. The  term  "  soda"  water  is,  of  course,  a  misnomer,  the  soda 
being  conspicuous  only  by  its  absence,  for  in  the  "  Land  of 
the  Free "  no  inspector  of  food  and  drugs  stalks  around, 
seeking  for  purveyors  of  fluids  lacking  the  requisite  phar- 
macopoeial  percentage  of  NaHC03.  Even  the  cai'bonic  acid 
constituent  of  ordinary  soda-water  is  of  necessity  absent 
from  the  hot  variety,  so  that  the  term  "  Hot  Soda  "  is  simply 
a  convenient  and  popular  term  for  the  series  of  hot  beverages 
supplied  from  the  druggist's  soda-fountain. 

The  apparatus  for  generating  hot  soda  is  simple,  yet  in- 
genious. The  illustrations  here  given  show  the  general 
arrangement  of  the  fountain.    Fig.  1  shows  the  apparatus

as  it  appears  to  the  public ;  fig.  2  shows  the  internal  and 
hidden  mechanism.  The  fountain  may  be  made  either  of 
silver  or  nickel-plate,  bronze  or  earthenware,  and  makes  a 
handsome  and  effective  ornament.  In  some  fountains 
the  tops  ate  studded  with  coloured  "jewels,"  and 
illuminated  itom  within  by  a  lamp,  this  feature  adding 
considerably  to  their  beauty.  A  dial  thermometer  at  the  back, 
behmd  the  water-gauge,  shows  at  all  times  the  temperature 
of  th  e  water. 

From  the  upper  faucets  are  drawn  the  flavouring  syrups, 
which  are  contained  in  removable  cans,  and  heated 
by  the  water  within  the  fountain.  From  a  large  faucet 
is  drawn  the  "  Aqua  Calida,"  which  constitutes  the  chief 
feature  of  "  Hot  Soda." 

The  internal  part  of  the  fountain  is  the  most  interesting. 
It  consists,  as  shown  in  fig.  2,  of  a  cistern  containing  water, 
and  communicating,  by  means  of  two  pipes,  with  a  coil  be- 
neath the  c  ounter  or  in  the  cellar,  which  is  heated  by  a  gas 
or  oil-stove,  a  constant  circulation  being  thus  kept  up.  To 


secure  the  requisite  pressure,  and  to  keep  up  the  "soda'' 
idea,  three  cylinders  are  placed  in  the  cistern  connected-up 
in  the  usual  way,  and  communicating  direct  with  the  water- 
supply.  The  last  cylinder  communicates  with  the  drawing- 
faucet.  By  heating  the  cylinders  under  water  all  risk  of 
explosion  is  avoided,  and,  as  an  additional  precaution,  fusible 
plugs  are  employed.  In  order  to  save  gas  a  heat-regulator  is 
placed  on  the  cold-water  inlet-tube,  which  works  automati- 
cally, shutting  off  the  gas-supply  as  the  temperature  of  the 
bath  rises.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  drawing-faucet  is 
supplied  with  two  wheels.  The  object  of  having  the  addi- 
tional wheel  is  to  allow  of  the  cold  water  in  the  outlet  being 
rejected  without  the  knowledge  of  the  customer.  On 
opening  the  top  wheel  this  water  is  thrown  back  into  the 
bath  and  replaced  by  the  hot  water  from  the  cylinders, 
which  is  then  discharged  on  opening  the  lower  wheel.  An

additional  third  wheel  is  sometimes  provided  for,  producing 
a  fine  stream  instead  of  a  solid  one. 

Some  of  the  newer  fountains  are  veritable  works  of  art. 
The  one  illustrated  in  fig.  1  is  a  thing  of  beauty.  It  is  called 
"  The  Mikado,"  and  is  made  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Tufts  of  Boston. 
It  is  of  Japanese  koro  ware,  furnished  either  in  blue  or 
yellow,  and  decorated  by  hand.  The  liquids  served  from  the 
hot-soda  fountain  are  numerous  and  sometimes  complex. 
Tea,  coffee,  and  chocolate  are  staple  articles,  and  are  usually 
made  from  extracts  or  concentrated  syrups  prepared  by  one 
of  the  manufacturing  houses.  Beef-tea,  hot  lemonade,  ginger, 
clam-bouillon,  made  from  clam-juice  with  the  addition  of 
cream  and  hot  water,  and  numerous  hot  beverages  with  some 
fruit  as  a  basis,  are  amongst  the  most  popular.  Hot  malted- 
milk  is  another  favourite.    Most  stores  have  some  beverage 
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under  a  fancy  name  which  the  druggist  has  himself  con- 
cocted. Many  of  these  appeal  to  the  sterner  sex,  and  are  of 
i  character  to  inebriate  as  well  as  to  cheer.  Hot  claret  and 
bhampagne  punches  are  by  no  means  to  be  despised  on  a 
jold  winter's  day,  and  liquids  composed  of  eggs,  cream, 
sugar,  and  a  little  something,  "  just  to  take  the  flatness  off," 
ire  always  popular,  but  it  is  not  possible  of  course  for  every 
store  to  supply  these  on  account  of  sundry  liquor  restric- 
tions. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  "  HotSoda  "  business  depends  on 
the  way  the  liquids  [are  served.  Hot  tea,  coffee,  and 
bhocolate  are  served  by  some  stores  with  whipped  cream  to 
add  to  its  attractiveness,  and  often  thin  wafers  or  crackers 
are  also  supplied.  The  liquids  are  served  either  in  silver 
Imugs  or  thin  chinaware  resting  in  a  light  plated  holder. 
|iPaper  napkins  are  also  provided,  but  in  a  busy  city  store 
these  dainty  touches  are  often  omitted.  Salt,  pepper,  and 
selery-salt,  generally  in  small  silver  castors,  are  provided 
with  the  savoury  drinks.  The  success  of  the  druggists  in 
this  line  largely  depends  on  the  quality  of  his  beverages  and 
on  his  ingenuity  in  devising  new  and  palatable  liquids  to 
.  tickle  the  too  dainty  palate  of  the  thirsty  American.  The 
outfit  is  costly  or  otherwise,  according  to  individual  taste. 
Twenty-five  dollars  will  buy  a  small  outfit,  and  as  much 
more  must  be  spent  for  tumblers  and  other  adjuncts. 
'  The  Mikado  "  previously  illustrated  sells  for  $175  complete, 
and  some  fountains  mount  up  to  $225  or  $250.  A  very 
elegant  and  substantial  fountain  can  be  obtained  for  $150.

Now,  as  Mr.  Eberlin  and  his  fellow  members  and  associates 
of  the  Society  have  done  with  the  examinatiou-room,  I  fail 
to  see  how  they  are  included  in  the  "all."  I  would,  however, 
point  out  to  him  that  at  the  present  examination-fees, 
according  to  the  Society's  financial  statement  for  1896,  the 
examinees  already  pay  the  whole  of  the  administrative 
expenses  of  the  Society  in  its  public  capacity,  in  addition  to 
paying  every  pjnny  of  examination-expenses.  The  Society, 
then,  as  a  private  body  consisting  of  members  and  associates, 
has  only  to  pay  the  costs  strictly  incidental  to  its  private 
undertakings,  carried  on  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of 
its  subscribers  alone.  This  even  it  fails  to  do,  as  I  have 
previously  shown. 

In  contending  that  the  School  of  Pharmacy  is  necessary, 
he  instances  the  case  of  Nottingham,  where  the  local  Asso- 
ciation, undertakes  pecuniary  liabilities,  in  connection  with  a 
school  of  pharmacy.  Quite  so  ;  but  the  money  comes  out  of 
the  pockets  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  and  so  long 
as  the  members  and  associates  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
as  a  private  body,  choose  to  pay  for  them,  there  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  run  as  many  schools  of  pharmacy  as  thev 
like. 

Three  weeks  ago  Mr.  Eberlin  informed  us  what  expenses, 
in  his  opinion,  belong  to  members  and  associates.  Last 
Saturday  the  Journal  essayed  the  same  task,  and.  as  was  to 
be  anticipated,  made  a  different  selection  from  Mr.  Eberlin's. 
I  leave  to  yon,  Mr.  Editor,  the  task  of  replying  to  that  remark- 
able editorial  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Journal ;  but  I  should 
<lke  to  ask  how  it  is  that  the  fees  for  examination  and  regis- 
tration, which  in  1836  only  produced  a  net  profit  of  2.849/., 
should  fail  to  pay  the  Society  in  1896  with  a  net  profit  of 
6.167/.,  an  increase  of  3  318/.  !  Taking  the  same  years,  I 
find  that  the  adverse  balance  on  the  Journal,  which  in  1886 
was  876/.,  in  1896  amounts  to  3,103/.,  an  increased  loss  of 
2,229/.  These  two  items  alone  go  far  to  show  whether  it  is 
in  its  public  or  private  capacity  the  Society  pays. 

I  asked  Mr.  Eberlin  where  he  found  the  signs  that  regis- 
tered chemists  as  a  bod}'  approve  of  the  advanced  fee — an 
assertion  he  made  in  his  first  letter.  He  replies  that  regis- 
tered chemists  have  approved  of  it  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  land.  That  is  no  answer  to  my  question, 
which  is  surely  clear  and  definite  enough. 

If  Mr.  Eberlin  will  examine  the  reports  of  all  the  meetings 
that  have  been  held  on  the  subject,  I  think  he  will  find  that 
not  more  than  250  registered  chemists  have  supported  the 
advanced  fee. 

I  submit  that,  as  there  some  15.030  chemists  on  the 
register,  this  number  cannot  by  any  stretch  of  imagination 
.be  considered  "  registered  chemists  as  a  body."

Protecting  Profits  and  the  Medicine-stamp. 

Sin, — May  I  trespass  on  your  space  to  bring  before  the 
trade  an  idea  which  I  thick,  if  it  could  be  carried  out,  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  chemists,  patent-medicine  dealers,  and 
patent-medicine  proprietors  ?  The  cutting  of  proprietaries 
is  now  so  general  that  the  leverage  to  attract  customers  has 
been  almost  entirely  taken  from  the  so-called  drug-stores, 
and  I  am  sure  that  even  they  do  not  believe  in  selling  goods 
without  a  profit.  This  is  proved  by  their  systematic  method 
of  substituting.  My  idea  is  that  our  Society  should  approach 
the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  and  ask  them  to  rearrange 
the  prices  of  medicine-stamps,  substituting  for  the  l\d., 
3d.,  and  so  on,  a  Id.,  2d.,  and  3d.  stamp  for  articles  to  sell 
respectively  at  9i.,  Is.  6d.,  and  2s.  9^.  I  think  the  change 
would  bring  in  an  increased  revenue,  and  would  prove  to  be 
a  benefit  to  all  concerned  in  patent  medicines.  If  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  do  not  see  their  way  to  take  it  up, 
perhaps  the  P.A.T.A.  might.  If  the  prices  could  be  re- 
arranged as  I  suggest,  a  reasonable  profit  could  be  allowed 
and  secured  to  dealers,  as  I  think  the  manufacturers  would 
be  better  able  to  see  their  way  to  join  the  P.A.T.A.

A  Su??ested  Chemists'  Protective  Association. 

Sir. — Cases  reported  in  your  last  issue  show  what  in- 
dividual chemists  have  experienced  in  the  legitimate  course 
of  business,  and  the  expense  and  annoyance  resulting.  I 
think  many  of  your  readers  will  share  the  opinion  that  there 
ought  to  be  some  means  devised  whereby  chemists  can  meet 
business  imputations  preferred  against  them  without  so 
much  individual  loss  as  at  present.  When  I  was  summoned 
for  selling  a  tablet  of  arsenical  soap  of  a  proprietary  nature, 
I  thought  the  manufacturers  would  in  common  justice  have 
assisted  me  in  the  defence,  but  no  such  policy  was  forth- 
coming, and  I  was  compelled  to  bear  the  responsibilities 
alone ;  as  reported  in  your  journal,  I  incurred  thereby  in  legal 
expenses  22/.,  besides  other  losses.  The  public  generally  do 
not  read  newspaper  reports  without  prejudice.  As  the  out- 
come of  this,  I  sued  the  manufacturers  for  expenses  incurred 
and  damages,  and  was  successful.  From  time  to  time 
cases  similar  to  mine  and  the  lime-cream  and  glycerine 
prosecutions  are  sure  to  occur,  so  I  think  it  behoves  chemists 
to  be  prepared  against  such  contingencies. 

1  suggest  that  a  "Chemists'  Protective  Association"  be 
formed  for  mutual  protection  by  defending  cases  which  the 
committee  of  the  Association  should  deem  legitimate  and  de- 
sirable. Apart  from  actual  legal  expenses  very  little  would  be 
expended,  so  that  the  subscription  need  only  be  a  trifle.  I 
hope  those  of  my  fraternity  who  favour  this  proposal  will 
intimate  the  same  to  me  by  letter.  I  will  then  take  initia- 
tive steps  to  arrange  a  preliminary  meeting  to  discuss  the 
proposal.

Company-pharmacy  in  Ireland. 

Sm, — The  proceedings  of  the  Irish  Council,  as  reported  in 
your  last  issue,  will  cause  a  good  deal  of  surprise  (not 
unmixed,  I  fear,  with  amusement)  among  members  who  have 
hitherto  looked  on  the  Council  as  the  embodiment  of  dis- 
cretion, decorous  and  sedate  in  all  its  motions,  slow  to 
commit  itself  to  any  policy,  and  decidedly  slow  to  spend 
money  unnecessarily.  On  this  occasion,  however,  the  Council 
seems  to  have  acted  in  a  panic,  which  must  account  for  the 
indecent  haste  with  which  Mr.  McWalter's  suggestions  were 
embraced  by  the  meeting,  and  the  funds  ordered  to  be 
applied  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  his  curiosity  upon  a 
legal  point  not  before  the  Council,  and  which  may  not  come 
before  it  for  years,  perhaps  never. 

That  Mr.  McWalter  should  enter  his  protest  does  not 
surprise  anyone,  as  we  have  been  too  often  entertained  by 
him  in  your  columns  to  grudge  him  an  opportunity  of  wield- 
ing his  pen  for  our  amusement  ;•  but  that  he  should  be  taken 
seriously  by  the  Council,  and  that  the  President  should  so 
far  forget  the  dignity  and  the  judicial  character  of  his  office 
as  to  follow  up  with  a  strong  personal  attack  on  Mr.  Hayes  in 
that  gentleman's  absence,  and  apparently  without  notice, 
has  caused  a  good  deal  of  surprise  and  comment.  It  was  an 
attack  wholly  unjustified  by  anything  that  has  appeared  in 
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your  columns,  and  hardly  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the 
position  occupied  by  Mr.  Wells. 

The  President,  Vice-President,  and  a  section  of  the  Council 
are  now  in  full  cry  after  the  hapless  licentiates  who  have 
dared  to  foim  themselves  into  a  limited  company,  and  under 
the  crack  of  Mr.  McWalter's  whip  they  will  have  a  lively 
time  if  the  pace  slackens.  Meantime,  Mr.  Hayes  and  his 
colleagues  have  the  sympathy  of  all  thinking  pharmacists 
who  are  not  blinded  by  personal  interests.  The  new  limited 
company  seems  to  be  formed  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  Every  member  is  qualified,  and  the  business 
no  doubt  will  be  carried  on  in  the  same  legitimate  and 
honourable  way  that  has  gained  in  the  past  the  approval  both 
of  the  trade  and  of  the  public.

The  Irish  Drug-contract  System. 
Sir, — The  letter  of  Dr.  Jacob  on  this  subject,  published 
in  your  issue  of  May  8,  should  form  an  indictment  of  the 
system  strong  enough  to  compel  those  whose  business  it  is 
to  take  the  mattei  in  hand,  and  at  once  and  for  ever  put  a 
stop  to  it. 

Strong  as  his  words  are,  I  can  confirm  them  to  the  utmost 
degree  from  my  personal  experience  of  the  quality  of  rubbish, 
labelled  with  the  name  of  drugs,  supplied  to  some  of  the 
dispensaries  at  which  I  have,  in  time  past,  done  temporary 
duty  for  the  medical  officers. 

I  have  been  accustomed  all  my  life  to  handle  drugs,  and 
should  Tcnow  the  difference  between  good  and  bad  ;  and  on 
the  occasions  referred  to  I  was  obliged  to  bring  with  me  a 
supply  of  reliable  drugs  fiom  my  own  stock,  and  at  my  own 
expense,  rather  than  give  the  patients  the  dispensary  stock, 
which,  to  say  the  least,  would  be  ineffective  and  useless, 
never  to  mention  the  ultimate  effects  on  my  own  reputation — 
if  I  have  any. 

The  system  of  drug-svipply  to  Irish  dispensaries,  and  the 
scandalous  manner  in  which  some  Union  officials  have 
plundered  the  i  atepayers,  should  not  be  tolerated  for  a  single 
day.  I  know  two  cases — and  they  are  not  isolated — which 
illustrate  my  statement.  One  Union  clerk,  with  no  source  of 
income  whatever  except  salary  and  emoluments  amounting 
to  about  110Z.  per  annum,  not  only  spent  more  than  double 
i  this  amount  every  year,  but  at  his  death  left  an  estate  worth 
upwards  of  14,000Z. ;  the  other,  also  a  clerk,  had  rather  a 
larger  salary,  but  after  supporting  a  large  family  and  giving 
some  of  them  professions,  left  at  his  death  a  very  valuable 
estate.    How  long  are  these  things  to  continue  ?

Pickled  Mushrooms. 
SiE, — This  subject  seems  at  first  sight  to  be  somewhat  foreign 
to  pharmacy,  but  as  I  hold  that  a  good  pharmacist  must  of 
necessity  be  abo  a  good  cook,  I  will  venture  to  transcribe  a 
recipe  which  I  devised  some  years  ago,  and  have  always 
found  to  give  good  results  when  temperature,  &c,  have  been 
properly  attended  to. 

"  To  1  lb.  of  button  mushrooms,  carefully  wiped  and 
trimmed,  add  1  oz.  of  fine  salt,  evenly  distributed.  After  a 
few  minutes'  stirring  put  them  in  a  covered  jar,  and  set  for 
half  an  hour  in  a  moderately  hot  oven.  Then  pour  off  the 
exuded  liquor,  to  it  add  one-fifth  of  its  measure  of  acetic 
acid,  B.P.,  and  raise  to  the  boiling-point  in  an  enamelled 
saucepan  or  other  suitable  vessel.  Finally,  pour  it  back 
upon  the  mushrooms,  still  kept  warm,  adding  as  condiments 
|  dr.  mace  (broken  up)  and  1|  dr.  of  whole  black  pepper. 
Set  aside  for  a  fortnight."

Oil  of  Lemon. 

SiK,— With  reference  to  the  note  in  your  issue  of  March  27 
about  essence  of  lemon,  we  would  like  your  correspondents 
to  note  that  when  writing  our  comment  of  February  25, 
published  by  you,  we  had  no  other  object  in  view  than  the 
desire  of  helping  to  destroy  a  far-spread  prejudice. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  exclusion  from  air  is  one  of  the  more 
efficacious  means  to  preserve  anything  from  deterioration, 
and  when  applied  to  oil  of  lemon  serves  the  purpose  perfectly 


well.  If  oil  of  lemon  deteriorates  with  age,  it  is  due  to  the 
oxidating  action  of  the  air  on  the  oil,  part  of  which  gets  thus 
changed  into  resin.  In  fact,  long  experience  has  taught  us 
that  when  the  small  copper  vessel  containing  the  oil  is 
completely  full  and  airtightly  corked,  the  oil  keeps  so  well 
that  a  year  after  one  can  hardly  tell  the  old  from  the  new 
product,  though  naturally  it  is  essential  that  when  the  oil  is 
corked  down  it  be  freshly  pressed.  This  is  why  we  have 
always  insisted  that  comparative  small  consumers  should  get 
their  supplies  in  small  copper  vessels,  such  as  the  one  and 
two  pound  size. 

Your  correspondents  compare  a  sample  of  January,  1896, 
and  one  of  the  new  season  ;  but  how  can  they  expect  to  obtain 
reliable  results  from  the  comparison  of  samples  that  nothing 
indicates  to  have  been  pressed  in  equal  conditions  ?  They 
seem  to  entirely  ignore  that  a  fresh  lemon  oil  can  excel 
another  one  equally  fresh  for  scores  of  reasons,  such  as  the 
month  it  has  been  pressed,  the  state  of  maturity  of  the  fruit,  the 
state  of  freshness  of  the  fruit,  and  the  more  or  less  deteriorated 
state  of  the  sponge  used  in  the  extraction.  Moreover,  lemon 
oil  may  from  season  to  season  vary  with  regard  to  the  per- 
centage of  its  different  constituents.  One  season's  oil  may 
contain  an  average  of  6  per  cent,  of  citral,  whilst  another 
season  it  can  go  up  to  7  per  cent.,  and  perhaps  more. 

Your  correspondents  seem  to  approve  of  the  sweetening  of 
oil  of  lemon  with  orange  oil ;  we  would  say  that  such  a  habit 
is  carried  on  here  by  those  shippers  who,  adulterating  their 
lemon  oil  with  oil  of  turpentine,  have  recourse  to  oil  of  orange 
in  order  to  cover  the  rank  smell  of  turpentine  by  the  over- 
powering sweetness  of  orange.  Shippers  of  pure  oil,  however, 
need  not  have  recourse  to  such  practice,  and,  in  fact,  never  do. 
for  oil  that  way  treated  can  no  longer  be  called  pure  oil  of 
lemon,  and  certainly  cannot  impart  to  the  product  flavored 
with  it  as  true  a  lemon-flavour  as  a  really  pure  product 
would.

Sib, — With  reference  to  the  article,  "  Analysis  of  Oil  of 
Lemon,"  on  page  669  of  your  issue  of  April  24,  allow  us  to 
make  the  following  remarks  : — 

The  article  states  that  the  sample  No.  1,  consisting  of 
80  per  cent,  of  pure  lemon  oil,  5  per  cent,  of  turpentine,  and 
15  per  cent,  of  orange  oil  shows  5  8  per  cent,  of  citral,  while 
sample  No.  2,  consisting  of  70  per  cent,  of  pure  lemon  oil, 

10  per  cent,  of  turpentine,  and  20  per  cent,  of  orange  oil,  is 
supposed  to  show  6  2  per  cent,  of  citral. 

In  other  words,  a  compound  containing  more  pure  lemon 

011  shows  less  citral  than  a  compound  with  less  pure  lemon 
oil.  What  about  the  claim  that  citral  is  the  article  by 
which  the  quality  of  oil  of  lemon  is  determined  ? 

Sample  No.  3,  consisting  of  40  per  cent,  of  pure  lemon  oil, 
5  per  cent,  of  turpentine,  and  as  much  as  55  per  cent,  of 
terpenes  of  lemon  oil,  only  shows  4  per  cent  of  citral — i.e. 
half  of  what  pure  lemon  should  show  (as  claimed  in  some 
quarters).  The  addition  of  terpenes  does  not  reduce  the 
price  of  the  compound  to  one-half  of  the  price  of  pure 
lemon  oil ;  therefore,  also,  such  a  compound  serves  no  prac- 
tical purpose. 

All  conclusions  drawn  from  the  analyses  of  the  three 
samples  show  that  the  compositions  of  the  compound  have 
not  been  found  out  correctly. 

To  sum  up.  The  analyses  by  instruments  prove — 1.  The 
absolute  unreliability  of  such  analysis.  2.  The  analyses 
have  been  made  from  compositions  which  are  of  no  practical 
value.  3.  It  proves  more  than  ever  that  buyers  of  lemon 
should  go  by  a  proper  and  simple  smelling  test — i.e.  the 
"  glazed-paper  test." 

Buyers  contract  in  January,  February,  and  March ;  at 
least  those  who  wish  to  see  a  new  crop  sample  first.  At  that 
time  fresh  lemons  can  be  purchased  everywhere,  and  a  buyer 
cannot  do  better  than  buy  a  lemon,  put  a  strip  of  glazed 
paper  on  same,  and  allow  the  oil  pressed  out  of  the  peel  by 
the  nail  of  the  thumb  to  be  absorbed  by  the  paper  slip,  and 
comparing  same  with  the  sample  of  lemon  submitted,  he 
has  the  certainty  of  possessing  a  pure  standard  of  lemon  to 
go  by ;  his  nose  does  the  rest.

Sir, — I  notice  in  the  C.  4'  D.,  September  12,  1896,  corre- 
spondence re  assistants  in  India.  The  statements  therein 
made  ought  to  be  taken  notice  of  by  young  men  whose 
intentions  are  to  come  out  to  India.  I  cannot  understand 
why  ,<many  more  assistants  do  not  give  their  experience  of 
India;  The  greater  number  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact  regret  very  much,  ever  leaving  home.  I  came  out 
both  to  see  the  country  and  to  save  a  little,  but  I  have  seen 
precious  little  of  either  country  or  savings.  I  engaged  for 
Burmah  on  150r.  per  month,  rising  monthly  each  year  25r. 
for  four  years,  without  apartments.  I  assure  you  I  had  to 
study  economy,  and  I  had  a  monthly  income-tax  to  pay, 
■which  fell  due  the  first  month  before  I  had  received  my 
salary.  As  for  salary  and  terms,  my  advice  is  to  accept  not 
less  than  200r.  per  month,  rising  monthly  50i\  each  year,  for 
a  three-years'  agreement,  with  furnished  apartments,  and 
passage  paid  both  ways.  If  a  fellow  likes  his  situation  and 
he  gives  satisfaction  he  will  be  readily  engaged  at  the  end  of 
his  agreement,  and  he  may  then  state  his  terms.  If  he 
should  not  care  for  his  situation  he  will  find  three  years 
quite  long  enough.  Besides,  there  are  fewer  comforts  and 
pleasures  than  one  has  at  home.  Had  your  correspondent's 
letter  appeared  before  I  left  home  I  should  have  considered 
■the  step  I  took  more  carefully,  and  to-day  I  might  not  have 
required  to  sign  myself

The  Queen's  Chemists  in  Manchester. 

Sir,— Mr.  Kemp's  reply  to  your  plain  statement  of  facts 
under  the  above  head  is  so  full  of  misleading  remarks  and 
inaccuracies  that  instead  of  replying  in  detail  I  shall  content 
myself  with  explaining  the  position  I  took  up,  and  my  reasons 
for  doing  the  same. 

The  first  intimation  I  had  of  any  local  movement  having 
toeen  made  was  when  I  read  a  lengthy  paragraph  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  of  February  27,  from  which  I  learnt 
that  a  committee  had  been  formed,  at  least  one  officer 
appointed,'  subscriptions  collected,  and  a  list  of  the  last 
given.  "This  paragraph  the  Hon.  Secretary  pointed  out  to 
me.  Now,  my  contention  is  that  such  a  list  should 
never  have  been  published  with  the  Queen's  name 
attached  .  without  giving  her  Majesty's  chemist  an  oppor- 
tunity of  adding  his  name  as  a  subscriber  on  the  first 
one  that  appeared  either  in  private  or  public,  and  I  consider 
that  the  omission  of  my  name  from  the  first  list  was  casting 
a  slight,'  not  only  upon  my  appointment,  but,  through  that 
appointment,  upon  her  Majesty  herself.  This  opinion  I  find 
is  held  by  many  pharmacists  whom  Mr.  Kemp  has  evidently 
not  calledr  upon  lately,  including  two  of  our  leading  ones 
here,  whose  names  are  as  well  known  outside  as  in  Man- 
chester. I  in  no  way  regard  this  as  a  personal  matter,  but 
purely  from  the  standpoint  of  the  position  I  hold,  as  may  be 
proved  by  the  fact  that  in  the  past  I  have  been  ever  willing 
to  support,  with  money  or  otherwise,  any  movement  that  I 
Shave  been  asked  to  assist. 

That  I  have  spoken  about  sending  a  twenty-five  guinea 
donation  direct  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  is  absolutely  untrue, 
and  I  cannot  believe  that  anyone  would  be  guilty  of  saying 
so,  as  I  have  never  either  thought  or  spoken  of  any  intention 
in  that  direction.  Two  members  of  the  committee  suggested 
this  to  me,  but  I  refused,  saying  that  the  credit  of  the  loss 


should  lie  with  their  body,  and  what  I  would  have  given  I 
would  place  elsewhere.    This  I  have  already  done.

DISPENSING  NOTES. 


The  Colour  of  Apiol.

The 
original  French  capsules  (bearing  the  names  of  the  "  dis- 
coverers ")  are  still  in  the  market,  and  are  amber  coloured. 
These  are  probably  the  "  light-brown  "  capsules  supplied  by 
the  West-end  firm  referred  to  by  your  correspondent

Sir, — Whilst  thanking  you  for  your  reply  to  my  query  re 
the  zinci  oleas  5-per-cent.  prescription,  may  I  take  the  liberty 
— though  agreeing  with  you  as  to  the  strength  of  the  oleate 
of  zinc — to  disagree  with  you  as  to  the  bases  you  suggest  for 
reducing  the  strength  of  the  oleate  1  You  reasoned— as  I 
did — "  that  zinci  oleas  5-per-cent.  means  5  per  cent,  of  oxide 
of  zinc,  just  as  hydrarg.  oleas  5-per-cent.  means  5  per  cent, 
of  mercuric  oxide."  Why  not  carry  the  reasoning  further, 
and  say  that  as  hydrarg.  oleas  is  lessened  in  strength  by  the 
addition  of  oleic  acid  (not  almond  oil,  or  white  vaseline,  as 
you  suggested  in  your  reply),  so  oleic  acid  5ij.  should  have 
been  used  with  zinci  oleas  to  accurately  interpret  "zinci 
oleas  5-per-cent.  gss."  1  Thus  made,  I  found  the  ointment  to 
be  a  cream  colour — not  pink.

Sie,— When  I  open  my  C,  %  D.,  and  turn  to  the  corre- 
spondence and  query  portion  of  it,  I  am,  as  many  more  must 
be,  struck  by  the  silly  questions  on  which  you  are  expected 
to  give  an  opinion  ;  and  not  only  so,  but  when  you  are  good 
enough  to  give  your  opinion,  the  very  silly  comments  which 
are  passed  upon  it.

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you.  Had  it  been  mercury  oleate  5  per  cent,  there  would 
have  been  no  trouble,  arid  why  should  there  be  any  hesitation 
with  regard  to  zinc  ?  Simply  because  oleatum  hydrargy.  in 
B.P.  is  always  understood  to  be  10  per  cent.,  whereas  your 
correspondent  and  his  many  friends  who  took  counsel 
together  regarding  your  reply  never  took  the  trouble  to  look 
what,  was  the  strength  of  oleatum  zinci,  B.P.  There  could 
not  be  the  slightest  doubt  in  the  mind  of  anyone  accustomed 
to  dispense  prescriptions  that  half  B.P.  strength  was  wanted. 
Some  men  seem  always  to  be  finding  mares'  nests  in  pre- 
scriptions, forgetting  that  doctors  are  just  ordinary  men. 
There  is  more  sense  in  your  other  correspondent's  question 
about  tinct.  quininra  co.  This  I  have  always  found  to  be 
tinct.  quininre,  B.P.  One  doctor  I  know,  who  used  to  write 
co.  now  writes  B.P.  instead.

LEGAL  QUERIES. 


116/60.  Curious. — It  is  not  legal  for  an  unregistered 
person  to  sell  a  scheduled  poison  on  a  Sunday. 

116/17.  Sambo. — Our  statement  that  "  there  is  no  limit  to 
the  quantity  [of  benzoline]  you  may  sell  to  any  customer  " 
was  intended  to  mean  that  the  Petroleum  Act  stipulates  no 
imit,  except  (as  we  had  mentioned  in  the  same  reply)  that 
it  restricts  the  stock  you  may  keep  to  three  gallons.  The 
Act  says  you  must  keep  this  in  securely-stopped  vessels  of 
not  more  than  a  pint  capacity  each.  You  might  certainly 
sell  up  to  two  dozen  of  these  pint  bottles  to  one  customer, 
and,  as  far  as  we  can  see,  you  might  open  these  bottles  at 
the  time  of  selling  and  pour  the  benzoline  into  the  customer's 
own  vessel.  But  then  the  customer  would  become  liable  to 
a  penalty,  for  the  storage  condition  applies  to  petroleum  kept 
for  "  private  use  "  as  well  as  for  sale. 

113/39.  A  arranged  to  pay  his  creditors  12s.  Qd.  in  the 
pound.  B  accepted  the  composition.  A  has  a  number  of 
empty  tins  which  he  had  from  B  with  goods  in,  and  which 
were  charged  in  invoices.  B  now  refuses  to  take  them  back, 
and  says  the  account  is  closed  and  will  not  be  reopened.  A 
is  willing  to  take  goods  for  them  at  the  rate  of  12s.  Qd.  in 
the  pound.  Has  A  any  redress  ?  Some  of  these  tins  come 
back  from  customers  who  have  kept  them  two  years  or 
more.  Can  A  refuse  to  receive  them  ?  [Without  seeing  the 
deed  of  arrangement,  or  whatever  it  was,  between  A  and 
his  creditors,  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  position  he  holds 
towards' B  with  regard  to  the  empties.  Assuming,  however, 
that  the  deed  was  an  ordinary  composition  deed,  we  should 
say  that  B  was  right  in  saying  that  the  account  was  closed, 
and  can  therefore  refuse  to  take  back  the  empties.  A's  offer 
to  take  12s.  Qd.  in  the  pound  for  them  in  goods  could  not  be 
enforced  against  B.  We  should  be  inclined  to  think  that 
after  two  years  A  could  not  be  compelled  to  receive  back 
the  empties  from  his  customers.  A  great  deal,  however, 
would  turn  on  what  the  course  of  dealing  between  the 
parties  had  been  in  the  past.] 

— A  month's  notice  to  leave  means  a 
calendar  month — that  is,  from  May  10  to  June  10. 

123/51.  Advocate. — If  the  employer  pays  the  month's 
salary  when  he  discharges  an  assistant,  he  cannot  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  any  more  for  board.
